Instructions. 

The modifications of the Inland Steam 
Vessels Act, 1917 (1 of 1917), published 

under notification of the Government of India 
in the Department of Commerce No. 282-S., 
dated the 27th March 1920, declare that the 
provisions of that Act shall apply to vessels 
propelled by electricity or other mechanical 
power, except steam, and that in the ease of 
motor vessels the engineers and engine- 
drivers shall be in possession of motor certi¬ 
ficates or ordinary steam certificates suitably 
endorsed. 

The provisions of the Act as they apply to 
the certification of engineers and engine- 
drivers are now in force and persons holding 
certificates valid in inland steam vessels are 
not entitled to serve in the same grade on 
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inland motor vessels mi less their certificates 
are endorsed for tliut purpose. 

Seetion 25 of the said Act requires that an 
inland mol or vessel having engine* of 5(>5 or 
more brake horse-power shall not proceed on 
any voyage' unless slit* has as her engineer a 
person possessing a motor engineer’s certi¬ 
ficate granted under this Act or a certificate 
as first or second class motor engineer granted 
under tin* Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 
P)28, or tin* Merchant Shipping Act, 1894. 

Section 2 (j of the Act requires that an 
inland motor vessel havings engines of 22b or 
more brake horse-power hut of less than 5(15 
brake horse-power, shall have as her engineer 
a person holding a first class motor engine- 
driver’s certificate granted under this Act or 
a certificate as an engine-driver of a sea¬ 
going motor-shin granted under the Indian 
Merchant. Shipping Act, 11)28, or any valid 
superior motor certificate granted under that 
Act. or the Merchant Shipping Act, IX!)4. 

Section 27 of the Act requires that an 
inland motor vessel having engines of less 
than 22(i brake horse-power shall have as her 
engineer a person possessing a second class 
motor engine-drivers’ certificate or any certi¬ 
ficate referred to umh.tr sections 25 and 2(>. 
A proviso to section 27 allows a motor vessel 
of 40 brake horse-power or under to ply with 
passengers if the engine-driver has a permit 
granted by the local Government. 

In order to avoid inconvenience to owners 
in providing modified engineers and engine- 
drivers and to provide facilities to enable 
such persons to perform the necessary qualify¬ 
ing service, the Government of Bengal are 
prepared to consider applications for the 
granting of temporary permits enabling 
engineers and engine-drivers who hold 
ordinary certificates of competency to act in 
the appropriate grade on inland motor vessels. 
The issue of temporary permits will also in 
certain eases he extended to engine-drivers, 
who have been in possession of permits as 
drivers of small launches of 40 brake horse¬ 
power on under for two years or more. The 
issue of permits will he subject to compliance 
with the following conditions, and they will 
be issued in respect of individual ships' only. 

The application should he made by the 
owner of the vessel to the Principal Officer, 
Mercantile Marine Department, Calcutta* 
District/Nautical Surveyor, Chittagong, at 
loast one week before the permit is required. 

The name of the ship should he stated, its 
official number, if registered, or the buildprs* 
number if not yet registered: the name of the 
engineer or driver should he given, the rank 
in which lie is to serve and the grade and 
number of his certificate of competency; the 
extent of his workshop and sea service with 
internal combustion and Hteam engines should 
bo indicated and, in particular, tike nature 
and amount of his experience, if any, of the 
type of internal combustion engines installed 
in the ship. 

The person on whoso behalf the application 
for a permit is made must attend for inter¬ 
view with the Principal Officer, Mercantile 
Marine Department, Calcutta District/Nauti¬

(19) “ dairy ” includes any farm, cattle-shed, 
cow-house, milk-store, milk-shop, or other 
place from which milk is supplied only on, or for, 
sale or in which milk is kept, or used for the 
purposes of sale, or manufacture into butter, 
ghee, cheese, curds, or dried or condensed milk, 
for sale, 

and in the ease of a dairyman, who does not 
occupy any premises for the sale of milk, includes 
the place where he keeps the vessels used by him 
for the sale of milk, but does not include— 

(a) a shop from which milk is not supplied 
otherwise than in properly closed and unopened 
receptacles in which it was delivered to the shop, 
or 

(b) a shop or other place in which milk is sold 
for consumption on the premises only, or 

(c) a shop or place from which milk is sold or 
supplied in hermetically closed and unopened 
receptacles in the same original condition in which 
it waa first received in such shop or place; 


'20) “ dairyman ” includes any occupier of 
a dairy, any cow-keeper who trades in milk, 
or any seller of milk whether wholesale, or by 
retail; 

(21) “ dangerous disease ” means— 

(a) Cholera, plague, small-pox, 'cerebrospinal 
meningitis and diptheria; aftd 

(b) any other epidemic, endemic or infectious 
disease which the Local Government may, by 
notification in the Calcutta Oazette 9 declare to 
be a dangerous disease for the purposes of Hit 
Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, as in force in the 
town of Howrah. 

(41) “ milk ” includes cream, skimmed milk, 
separated milk and condensed and dessicated 
milk. 


Chapter XXIX—Milk-supply. 

Special powers to the Commissioners. 

427. In addition to the other powers and 
duties conferred or imposed on them by or under 
those provisions or any Act, for the time being 
ip force, the Commissioners, in their discretion, 
may— 

(i) establish, furnish, and maintain municipal 
dairios, grazing grounds, cattle-sheds and cow¬ 
houses either within or without the town of 
Howrah. 

(ii) subject to such terms and conditions as the 
Commissioners may think fit to impose, subsidize 
by such means as they may consider proper 
or guarantee the payment from the funds at 
their disposal of such sums as they may think 
fit, by wav of interest on the capital expended 
on the establishment, extension, maintenance, 
equipment or furnishing of privately owned 
grazing grounds or private dairies either within 
or without the town of Howrah. 

(in) provide or assist in the provision of, 
facilities for, and in connection with, the trans¬ 
port of milk and other dairy produce to tha 
town of Howrah from any municipal or private 
dairy ; 

(iv) purchase, maintain, or dispose of stud- 
bulls and take such otjer measures as may 
appear to the Commissioners to be desirable 
with a view to improving the local breed of 
cattle ; and 

(v) establish, furnish, and maintain depot 
or stores for the sale of milk and other dairy 
produce from municipal and other dairies. 


Licensing of dairyman. 

428. (/) No person shall, without or otherwise 

than in conformity with the terms of a license 
granted by the Commissioners in that behalf— 

(а) carry on in the town of Howrah the trade 
or business of a dairyman ; or 

(б) use any place in the town of Howrah 

for the sale of milk. * 

(2) Nothing in sub-section (I) shall apply to 
the sale of milk in any hotel or eating-house for 
consumption on the premises. 
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Commissioners to be satisfied as to the 

SANITARY CONDITION OF DAIRIES BEFORE 

GRANTING LICENSE UNDER SECTION 428. 

429. No person shall be licensed under sec¬ 
tion 428, sub-section (/), unless the Commissioners, 
after due inquiry, are satisfied that the milk 
is obtained by him from a dairy, whether within 
or without the town of Howrah, in which the 
provisions for the ventilation, including air¬ 
space, and the cleansing, drainage and water- 
supply are such aw in the opinion of the Com¬ 
missioners are necessary or proper— 

(o) for the health and good condition of the 
milch-cattle therein, 

(6) for the cleanliness of milk vessels used 
therein containing milk for sale, and 

(c) for the protection of the milk against 
infection or contamination. 

Power to require dairymen to furnish 

LIST OF SOURCES OF SUPPLY. 

430. If the Health Officer has reason to believe 
that any person in tho town of Howrah is suffering 
or is likely to suffer from a dangerous disease 
attributable to milk supplied in the town of 
Howrah from any dairy situated within or with¬ 
out tho town of Howrah, or that the consumption 
of milk from such place is likely to cause any 
person in the town of Howrah to suffer from 
a dangerous disease, the Health Officer may re¬ 
quire the person supplying the milk to 
furnish, within a reasonable time to be fixed 
by the Health Officer, a complete list of all 
dairies from which that person’s supply of milk 
is derived or has boon derived during the 
last six weeks, and, if the supply or any part 
of it iB obtained through any other person, may 
make a similar requisition upon him ; and every 
person on whom any such requisition is made 
shall comply therewith. 

Inspection of dairies and prohibition of 

MILK-SUPPLY. 

431. (I) The Health Officer may inspect, 
with a qualified Veterinary Surgeon, any dairy 
referred to in section 430 'land the milch-cattle 
therein, and if, on such inspection, the Health 
Officer is of opinion that the dangerous disease 
is caused or is likely to bo caused from consump¬ 
tion of the milk supplied therefrom, he may 
make an order prohibiting the supply of .any 
milk for human consumption from such dairy. 

(2) An order made by the Health Officer under 
sub-section (I) shall be forthwith withdrawn 
on his being satisfied that the milk-supply has 
been changed or that the cause of infection has 
been removed. 

(5) When an order is made under sub-section ( 1) 
or is withdrawn under sub-section (2) in respect of a 
dairy situated outside the town of Howrah, 
the Health Officer shall also inform the local 
authority within whose jurisdiction the dairy 
is situated. 

(4) When an order is made under sub-section 
(J) the Health Officer may direct such milk 
to be boiled and permit it to be sold or used 
under such reasonable restrictions as he may 
prescribe in this behalf for food of animals, or 
he may cause the milk to be destroyed. 


(5) No person shall sell or supply any milk 
in contravention of the provisions of this section. 

{6) No dairyman shall be liab'e to an action 
for breach of contract if the breach he due to an 
order passed under this section. 

Power to seize and send milch-cattle to 

VETERINARY HOSPITAL FOR TREATMENT. 

432. f l) If, on an inspection referred to in 
section 431, sub-section (7), the Health Officer is 
of opinion that any milch-cattle in such dairy are 
suffering from a disease Which is likely to cause 
any person consuming the milk to suffer from a 
dangerous disease, he may cause any such animal 
to be seized and may send it to a veterinary 
hospital for treatment. 

(2) When any such animal has been sent to a 
veterinary hospital under sub-section (/), it shall 
be detained there until, in the opinion of the 
officer in charge of the hospital, it is cured. 

(3) The cost of the treatment, feeding and 
watering of the animal in the hospital may be 
realized from the owner of the animal according 
to such scale of rates as the Commisslonors may, 
from time to time, prescribe. 

(4) If the owner refused or neglects to pay 
such cost or to remove the animal within such 
time as the officer in charge of the hospital may 
prescribe, that officer may direct the animal to 
he sold and the proceeds of the sale to be applied 
to the payment of such cost. 

(J) The surplus, if any, of the sale-proceeds 
shall he held in deposit by the Commissioners, 
and shall on application to be made by the 
owner within six months after the date of sale, 
be paid to him. 

Licensees tctnotify infectious diseases exist¬ 
ing among persons engaged in dairies. 

433. Every person licensed under section 428, 
sub-section (7), shall notify to the Health Officer 
all cases of dangerous disease among persons 
engaged in, or in connection with the dairy 
whether within or without the town of Howrah, 
from which he obtains his supply of milk for sale 
in tho town of Howrah, as soon as he becomes 
aware or has reason to susj>ect that such dan¬ 
gerous disease exists. 

Application of section 507 to an entry to 
inspect dairy. 

434. The provisions of section 507 of tho 

Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923, shall be 
applicable to an entry to inspect a dairy, whether 
within or without the town of Howrah, from 
which any milk is obtained for sale in the town 
of Howrah, for the purposes of thoso provisions. 

Chapter XXX.—Restraint of Infection. 

Medical practitioners to give information 
OF existence of dangerous disease. 

435. Every medical practitioner who, in the 
course of his practice, becomes cognizant of the 
existence of any dangerous disease in any private 
or public dwelling-house, other than a public 
hospital, shall give information of the same with 
the least practicable delay to the Health Officer 
in Buoh form and with such details as the Health 
Officer may, from time to time, require. 
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Power to Health Officer to inspect -places 

AND TAKE MEASURES TO PREVENT SPREAD OF 
DANGEROUS DISEASE. 

436. The Health Officer, or any other muni¬ 
cipal officer authorized by him in this behalf, 
may, at any time by day or by night, without 
notice, or after giving such notice of his inten¬ 
tion os may, in the circumstances, appear to him 
to be reasonable, inspect any place in which any 
dangerous disease is reputed or suspected to exist 
and take such measures as he may think fit to 
prevent the spread of the said disease beyond 
such place. 

Prohibition of use for drinking or for 
other domestic purpose, of water likely 

TO CAUHK DANGEROUS DISEASE. 

437. (7) If it appears to the Health Officer 
that the water in any well, tank or other place 
is likely, if used for the purpose of drinking or for 
any other domestic purpose, to engender or 
cause the spread of any dangerous disease, he 
may, by public notice, prohibit the removal 
or use of the said water for such purpose. 

(2) No person shall remove or use for such 
purpose any water in respect of which any such 
public notice has been issued. 

Power to Health Officer to remove patient 
to hospital in certain cases. 

43?. (7) When, in the opinion of the Health 
Officer, any person is suffering from a dangerous 
disease and is also without proper lodging or 
accommodation or is lodged in such a manner 
that he cannot he effectually isolated so as to 
prevent the spread of infection, and the said officer 
considers that such person should be removed to 
a hospital or place at which patients suffering 
from such disease are received for medical treat¬ 
ment, he may, with the approval of the Chairman, 
direct or cause the removal of such person to such 
hospital or place : 

Provided that all costs incurred for the removal 
and in the treatment of any such patient may be 
borne by the Commissioners: 

Provided also that, if any such person is a 
female, she shall not be removed to any such 
hospital or place unless the same has accommoda¬ 
tion for females, of a suitable kind, and set apart 
from the portion assigned to males. 

(2) The person (if any) who has charge of a 
person in respect of whom an order is made under 
sub-section (7) shall obey such order. 

(3) If any female who, according to the custom 
of the country, doos not appear in public, be 
removed to any hospital or place under sub¬ 
section (7)— 

(o)^the removal shall be effected in such a way 
as to preserve her privacy ; 

(5) special accommodation suited to such 
custom Shall be provided for her in such hospital 
or place; 

(*) she shall be treated therein by female 
ag&Qpr only; and 

<#) her female relatives shall be allowed to 
remain with her. 


Power to Health Officer to disinfect butld- 

INO, TANK, POOL OB WELL. 

439. (7) Tf the Health Officer, or any municipal 
officer authorized by him in this behalf, is of 
opinion that the cleansing or disinfecting of any 
building or any part of a building, or of any 
article therein which is likely to retain infection, 
or of any tank, pool or well adjacent to a building 
would tend to prevent or check the spread of 
any dangerous disease, he may cleanse or disin¬ 
fect such building, part, article, tank, pool or 
well and may, by written notice, require the 
occupier of such building or any part thereof to 
vacate the same for such time as may be pres¬ 
cribed in such notice. 

(2) The cost of cleansing or disinfecting any 
building or part thereof, or any article therein, 
under sub-section (7), shall ho paid by the occupier 
pf such building and the cost of cleansing or disin¬ 
fecting any tank, pool or well, under the said 
sub-section, shall be paid by the person in actual 
possession of such tank, pool or well, or if there 
be no such person, by the owner thereof: 

Provided that if, in the* opinion of the Com¬ 
missioners, the owner or occupier is from poverty 
unable to pay the said cost, the Gommissionors 
may direct payment thereof to he made from the 
Municipal Fund. 


Power to Health Officer to destroy huts 

AND SHEDS. 

440. (7) If the Health Officer is of opinion 
that the destruction of any hut or shod is neces¬ 
sary to prevent the spread of any dangerous 
disease, he may, after giving to the owner or 
occupier of such hut or shed such previous notice 
of his intention as may in the*' circumstances 
of the case appear to him reasonable, take 
measures for having such hut or shed and ail 
the materials thereof destroyed. 

(2) Compensation not exceeding the value of 
the hut shall be paid by the Commistionsri to 
any person who sustains loss by the destruction 
of any such hut or shed ; but, except as to allowed 
by the Commissionersftio claim for compensation 
shall lie for any loss or damage caused by any 
exercise of the power conferred by sub-section (7). 

Infected building not to be let without 
being first disinfected. 

441. No person shall let a building or any 
part of a bulling in which lie known or has reason 
to know that a person has been suffering from a 
dangerous disease,— 

(a) unless the Health Officer has disinfected the 
same and has granted a certificate to that effect, 
and 

(h) until'a date specified in such certificate as 
that on which the building or part may be oooupied 
without causing risk of infection. 

Explanation .—For the purposes of this section 
the keeper of a hotel or inn shall be deemed 
to let part of his building to any person accommo¬ 
dated therein. 
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Provision of places for disinfection, wash¬ 
ing OR DESTRUCTION OF INFECTED ARTICLES AND 

power to Health Officer to disinfect or 

DESTROY 8UCH ARTICLES. 

442. (1) The Commissioner* may provide 
a place or places, with all necessary apparatus 
and establishment, for the disinfection of con¬ 
veyances, clothing, bedding or other articles 
which have become infected; and when any 
articles have been brought to any such place for 
disinfection, may cause them to be disinfected 
either,— 

(a) free of charge: or, 

(b) in their discretion, on payment of such 
fees as they may from time to time fix in this 
behalf. 

(2) The Commissioners may from time to time 
by public notice, appoint^ a place or places at 
which conveyances, clothing, bedding or other 
articles which have been exposed to infection from 
any dangerous disease may be washed ; and no 
person shall wash any such article at any place 
not so appointed, without having previously 
disinfected the same. 

(3) The Health Officer, or any person authorized 
by him in this behalf, muy disinfect or destroy, 
or by written notice, direct the disinfection or 
destruction of any clothing, bedding or other 
articles likely to retain infection. 

(4) The Commissioners shall pay such compen¬ 
sation ns may appear to them reasonable for any 
article destroyed under sub-section (3), and their 
decision shall be final. 

Infected articles not to re transmitted, 

ETC., WITHOUT PREVIOUS DISINFECTION. 

443. (7) No person shall, without previous 
disinfection of the same, give, lend, sell, transmit, 
or otherwise dispose of any article which he 
know's or has reason to know has been exposed to 
infection from any dangerous disease— 

(2) Nothing in sub-section (7) shall apply to 
a person who transmits, with proper precautions, 
any such article for the purpose of having the same 
disinfected. 

Restrictions on carriage of patient ok dead 

BODY IN PUBLIC CONVEYANCE. 

444. (7) No person who is suffering from a 
dangerous disease shall enter, or cause or permit 
himself to be carried in, a public conveyance 
nor shall any other person knowingly jeause or 
permit a person in his charge and suffering from 
a dangerous disease or the dead body of any 
person who has died from such disease to be 
carried in a public conveyance without— 

(а) previously notifying to the owner, tlriver, or 
person in charge of such conveyance that he is so 
suffering, and 

(б) taking proper precautions against spreading 

such disease. 

( 2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in any 
enactment relating to public conveyances for the 
time being in foroe, no owner or driver or person 
in charge of a public conveyance shall be bound 
to carry any person suffering as aforesaid or any 
such dead body in such conveyance, unless pay¬ 
ment or tender of sufficient compensation for the 
‘fog y fi.ttH expenses he must incur in disinfecting 
ettoh conveyance is first of ell made to him. 


(3) No owner, driver or person in charge of a 
public* conveyance shall knowingly carry or permit 
to be carried in such conveyance any person 
suffering as aforesaid or any such dead body in 
contravention of sub-section (7). 

Disinfection of public conveyance after 
carriage of patient or dead body. 

445. (7) The owner, driver or person in charge 

of any public conveyance in which any person 
suffering from a dangerous disease or the dead 
body of any person who has died from such 
disease has been eaVried shall immediately take 
the conveyance for disinfection to a plane appoint¬ 
ed under section 442. sub-section (7). 

(2) The person in charge of such place shall 
forthwith intimate to the Health Officer the 
number of the conveyance and proceed to 
disinfect the conveyance. # 

(3) No such conveyance shall be used until the 
Health Officer has granted a cuitifioate stating 
that it may he used without causing risk of in¬ 
fection. 

Power to Commissioners to provide special 

CONVEYANCES FOR FATTEST OR DEAD BODY. 

440. (/) The Commissioners may provide 

and maintain suitable conveyances for the free 
carriage of persons suffering from any dangerous 
disease or of the dead bodies of persons who have 
died from any such tlisca.se. 

(2) When such conveyances have been provided, 
it shall not be lawful, without the sunction of the 
Health Officer, to carry any such person or dead- 
body in, or for any such person to cause himself 
to he carried in, any other public conveyance. 

Power to Commissioners to take special 

MEASintES ON OUTBREAK OF DANGEROUS DISEASE 

OR INFECTIOUS EPIZOOTIC DISEASE. 

447. In the event of the town of Howrah being 
at any time visited or threatened with an out¬ 
break of any dangerous disease, or in the event 
of any infections epizootic disease breaking out 
or being likely to be introduced into the town of 
Howrah, the Commissioners, if they consider 
that the other provisions hsrsin or the provisions 
of any other enactment for the time being in 
force * in the town of Howrah are insufficient, for 
the purpose, may, with the sanction of the 
Local Government,— 

(a) take such special measures, and, 

(b) by public notice, prescribe such temporary 
rules to be observed by the public or by any 
person or class of persons, 

as they may doom necessary to prevent the out¬ 
break of such diseases or the spread thereof. 

Chaptor XXXI.—Registration of Births and Deaths 
and Disposal of the Dead. 

Registration of birth* and deaths. 

Appointment of Registrars and Sub- 
Registrars, AND LTST OF SAME. 

448. (1) The Health Officer shall be chief 
registrar of the town of Howrah and shall keep 
in such form as may from time to time be pres¬ 
cribed by the Local Government, a register of 
all births and deaths occurring in the town of 

Howrah. 1 
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(2) The Commissionors shall, for the purposes 
of this chapter, divide the town of Howrah into 
such and so many districts as they may think 
fit, and shall appoint a person to be Registrar of 
Births and Deaths for each such district. 

(3) On the occurrence of any dangerous disease, 
the Commissioners may appoint as many additional 
Registrars as they may think necessary. 

(4) The Commissioners shall appoint a Sub- 
Registrar for’ each registered burial or burning 
ground or other place for the disposal of the dead, 
to register all corpses broughtdhereto for interment 
or cremation or for disposal otherwise : 

Provided that it shall be competent to the 
Commissionors to appoint the Rame Sub-Registrar 
for more than one such burial or burning ground 
or other place. 

• 

(*5) The Commissionors shall cause to be printed 
and published a list containing the name and add¬ 
ress of every Registrar and Sub-Registrar 
appointed under this section. 

Register-Books . 

449. The Commissiontrs shall cause to be pre¬ 
pared and printed a sufficient number of register- 
books in such form as may from time to time be 
prescribed by thorn, for making entries of all 
births and deaths occurring in the town of Howrah. 

Registrar to inform himself of, and register. 

BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 

450. A Registrar shall inform himself of every 
birth and death occurring in his district, and 
shall ascertain and register, as soon as conve¬ 
niently may be after the event, and without fee 
or reward, the particulars prescribed in Schedule 
XXI or Schedule XXII, as the case may be, in 
respect of every birth or death which has not 
been already registered. 


Information of birth by whom to be otvkn. 

451. It shall he the duty of the father or mother . 
of every child born in the town of Howrah and, 
in default of the father or mother, of any relation 
of the child living in the same premises and in 
default of such relation, of the person having 
charge of the child, to give to the best of his 
knowledge and belief, to the Registrar of the. dis¬ 
trict within eight days after such birth, information 
of the several particulars prescribed in Schedule 
XXI : 

Provided that if any one of the persons herein¬ 
before referred to gives the said information, no 
other person shall be bound to give it : 

Provided also that, in tho case of an illegitimate 
child, no person shall, as father of such child, be 
required to give information under these provisions 
concerning the birth of such child, and the Regis¬ 
trar shall not enter in the register the name of 
any person as father of suoh child, unless at the 
joint request of the mother and of the person 
acknowledging himself to be the father of such 
ohiki, and such person shall in such case sign 
the register together with the mother. 


Information of death by whom to be given, 

452. It shall he the duty of the nearest relatives 
present at the time of the death or in attendance 
during the last illness of any person dying in the 
town of Howrah, and in default of such relatives, 
of each person present or in attendance at the 
time of the death, and of the occupier of the pre¬ 
mises in which, to his knowledge, the death took 
place, and in default of the persons hereinbefore 
in this section mentioned, of each inmate of such 
premises, and of the undertaker or other person 
causing the corpse of the deceased person to be 
disposed of, to give, to the best of his knowledge 
and belief, to the Registrar of the district, or to 
the Sub-Registrar of the burial or burning ground 
or other place for the disposal of the dead where 
the body is buried or burnt or otherwise disposed 
of, information of the several particulars 
prescribed in the Schedule XXII : 

Provided that if any of the persons hereinbefore 
referred to gives the said information, no other 
person shall be bound to give it : 

Provided also that if the death occurs in a 
hospital, none of the said persons shall be bound 
to give such information, but it shall be the duty 
of the medical officer in charge of the hospital, 
within twelve hours after the death, to send to 
the Heaitli Officer a written notice containing 
the several particulars prescribed in Schedule 
XXII. 


Medical practitioners to send to Health 
Officer notice stating cause of death. 

453. Any medical practitioner in attendance 
during the last illness of any person dying in 
the town of Howrah shall, within three days of 
his becoming cognizant in the course of such 
attendance of the death of such person, send 
a written notice to the Health Officer, as nearly 
as may be in the* form prescribed in Schedule 
XXTT, stating, to the best of his judgment, the 
cause of death. 


Duties of police wtth regard to unclaimed 
corpses. 

454. It shall be the duty of the police to convey 
every unclaimed corpse to a burial or burning 
ground or other'place for the disposal of the dead, 
or to a duly appointed mortuary, and there¬ 
after to inform the Registrar of the district in 
which such corpse was found. 

Sextons, etc., not to bury, etc., corpse with¬ 
out certificate. 

455. A sexton or keeper of a burial or burning 
ground or other place for the disposal of the dead, 
whether situated in the town of Howrah or not, 
shall not bury, bum or otherwise dispose of, or 
allow to he buried or burnt or otherwise disposed of, 
the corpse of any person who .has died in tho town 
of Howrah unless such corpse is accompanied by 
a certificate, in the form prescribed by Schedule 
XXII, signed by a Registrar or Sub-Registrar 
appointed under section 448 or by a registered 
medical practitioner or any other medical practi¬ 
tioner authorized in this behalf by the Local 
Government: 
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Provided that, at any burial or burning ground 
or other place for the disposal of the dead where 
there is a Sub-Registrar approved in this behalf 
by the Commltllontrt who keeps a register in the 
form prescribed by the said schedule, an entry in 
such register relating to the deceased shall be 
deemed sufficient. 

Power to Local Government to mark rules. 

456. The Local Government may make rules- 

(a) prescribing the qualifications to be required 
in persons appointed to be Registrars or Sub- 
Registrars under this chapter ; 

(b) generally, for the guidance of the Commit- 
tiontrt, the Health Officer, Registrars and Sub- 
Registrars in ull matters connected with the 
carrying out of the provisions of this chapter. 

Disposal of the dead. 

Registration of places for disposal of 
THE DEAD. 

457. (7) Every owner or keeper of a place, 
not vested in or owned by the Commissioners or 
a Board appointed by the Local Government 
for the administration of such place, which is 
used for burying, burning or otherwise disposing 
of the dead shall cause the same to lx* registered 
in a register which shall be kept by the Commission¬ 
ers, and shall deposit it in the municipal office 
at the time of registration a plan of the said 
place showing the extent and boundaries thereof 
and bearing the signature of a surveyor in token 
of its having been prepared by or under the super¬ 
vision of such surveyor. 

(2) All burial and burning grounds shall be 
classified by the Commissioners in the said register 
as public or private. 

Provision and registration of new places 
for disposal of the dead. 

458. If the existing pluees for the disposal of 
the dead appear to the Commissioners at any 
time to be insufficient, they shall— 

(а) provide other fit. Jind convenient places 
for the disposal of the dead, either in or without 

the town off Howrah, 

(б) cause the same to bo registered in the register 
kept under section 457, sub-section (7), and 

(e) cause to be kept in the municipal office, at 
the time of registration of each place so provided, 
a plan thereof showing the extent an<J boundaries 
of the same. 

Permission of the Commissionors required for 

OPENING OR RE-OPENING PLACES FOR DISPOSAL 

OF THE DEAD. 

459. Except with the written permission of the 

Commistionors— 

(a) no place which has never previously been 
lawfully used as a place for the disposal of the 
dead and registered as such shall be opened by 
any person as such place, and 

(5) no burial or burning ground or other place 
for the disposal of the dead which has fallen into 
disuse shall be again used as suoh>

Power to Local Government to direct the 

CLOSING OF ANY PLACE FOR THE DISPOSAL OF 
TIIK DEAD. 

460. (7) If, from information furnished by 
competent persons and after personal inspection, 
the Health Officer is at any time of opinion - 

fa) that any place of public worship is, or is 
likely to become, injurious to health by reason 
of the* state of the vaults or gravos within the 
walls of, or underneath, such place or in any 
churchyard or burial ground adjacent thereto, or 
(b) that any other pVice used for the disposal 
of the dead is in such a state as to be, or to be 
likely to become, injurious to health, 

he may submit his said opinion, with the reasons 
therefor, to the Commissioners, who shall forward 
the same, with their opinion, for the consideration 
of the Local Government.

(2) Upon receipt of such opinion, the Local

Power to Local Government to direct re¬ 
ddening OF PLACE CLOSED UNDER SECTION 
460 OR OTHER ENACTMENT. 

461. (7) If, after personal inspection, the 
Health Officer is at any tunc of opinion that any 
place formerly used for the disposal of the dead 
which has been closed under section 460 or under 
any other enactment or authority has, by lapse 
of time, become no longer injurious to health and 
mav, without risk of danger, be again used for the 
said purpose, 

he may submit his said opinion, with the reasons 
therefor, to the Commitsionors, who shall forward 
the same, with their opinion, for the consideration 
of the Local Government. 

(2) Upon receipt of such opinion, the Local 
Government, after such further inquiry (if any) 
as they deem fit to make, may, by notification 
published in the Calcutta Gazette , direct that such 
place be re-opened for the disposal of the dead.

(a) make any vault, grave or interment within 
any wall, or underneath any passage, porch, 
portico, plinth or verandah, of any place of wor¬ 
ship ; or 
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(6) make any interment or otherwise dispose 
of anv corpse in any place which is closed for the 
disposal of the dead under .seetioil 400 ; or 

(c) build, dig or cause to be built or dug any 
grave or vault, or in any way dispose of, or suffer 
or permit to be disposed of, any corpse at any place 
which is not registered in the register kept under 
section 457, sub-section (/) ; or 

(d) exhume any body from any place for the 
disposal of the dead, except under the provisions 
of section 17b of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
1898* (V of 1898), or of anv other relevant enact¬ 
ment for the time being in force. 

(2) Such permission may he granted by the 
Chairman in special cases only and subject to such 
general or sjiecial orders as the Local Government 
may make in this behalf. 

(3) An offence against clauses (/>), (r) or ( d) of 
sub-section (/) shall be deemed to be a cognizable 
offence within the meaning of sections 149, l. r >0 
and 151 of the said Code of Criminal Procedure, 
1898.

* list shall be revised from time t-o time, in accordance with a procedure 
to be prescribed in supplementary rules framed by the Committee in 
accordance with its powers under rule 15.” 

In classes VII-N, the instruction and examination in all subjects 
shall be conducted either in English or in the vernacular. In classes 
below class VII, the instruction and examination in all subjects shall 
be conducted in the vernacular only.

A note on the Pupil’s materials in the Drawing Cl^ps. 


It appears (though it is not very clearly put in the syllabus) that 
work in classes 4 and 4 is in pencil and pastel. In class 4 water colour 
is introduced. 

Pencil work requires a drawing hook containing white drawing 
paper, a decent pencil, a piece of good India* rubber, and two or three 
sharp knives in the class. At present a great deal of the drawing is 
done in ordinary khatas, with cheap pencils having blunt points, and 
a wet linger is used as a substitute for India rubber. 

Pastel work requires a liook of coloured paper, one box of about 10 
colours for each child*, and a stock of the deeper colours in dvr or 
dc. mi-dvr crayons for general use. These deeper colours are rather 
more expensive than the usual, costing from Id. to 6d. a stick; they * 
arc unobtainable in India; they have to be obtained from or 

direct from Le Franc in Paris.' Without these colours it is impossible 
to give u correct representation of many objects, e.g., the shadows on 
a leaf or fruit require a dc*ep blue-green which is not contained in the 
standard boxes of the pupils. 

To get good work in water colour it is absolutely necessary that the 
pupils should use good colours—and the right colours. It is usually 
considered best, for the teacher to have the colours in tubes and to press 
out small dabs of the colours needed on to the pupil's palette. The 
ordinary paint boxes sold in stationery shops contain more colours than 
the child should use, and those of very bad quality. 
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In short tho pencils, pastels and colours must be supplied by the 
school; not by the individual. This is not only cheaper tor the parent, 
but is also an essential condition of pood work.

Annual Reports of the Civil Veterinary Department, Bengal, and 
of the Bengal Veterinary College for the year 1929-30. 

I.—Civil Veterinary Department. 

During the year under review there was no noticeuble event of 
administrative importance. Owing to financial stringency it has not 
been possible to give effect to the schemes referred to in last year’s 
review, while development on the lines recommended by the Royal 
Commission on Agriculture and accepted by Government has been 
indefinitely postponed. Inspite of these depressing conditions, it is 
gratifying to note that the Director and his staff have accomplished a 
useful year’s work. 

2. The year under review was marked by heavy mortality from 
outbreaks of contagious diseases. Rinderpest again was the most 
serious scourge, and it will appear from the interesting graph showing 
the issue and consumption of serum, appended to the college report, 
that this disease becomes more virulent during the season when the 
cultivator is most in need of his cattle. For various reasons conditions 
are not. yet favourable for the adoption of' measures for the eradication 
of the disease such as segregation or destruction of infected animals, 
wbicli have been found most effective in western countries. Conse¬ 
quently 'this and other contagious diseases have to be fought by the 
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method of preventive inoculation designed to protect the individual 
aniuiul. Experience shows that the "serum-alone” method of inocula¬ 
tion though very effective in checking- outbreaks of rinderpest is subject 
to the limitation that it confers immunity for less than a fortnight 
whilst infection in a particular locality may last for a much longer 
period. The results are, therefore, incommensurate with the expense 
incurred and the labour involved from year to year. On the other hand, 
the “serum-simultaneous” method of inoculation confers long immunity 
and is now recognised as the standard treatment for rinderpest. 
Experiments conducted in Bakarganj district have proved that tliis- 
met hod can he successfully carried out in local areas by the depart¬ 
mental staff in this Presidency, and it is hoped that the department 
will be able to extend the use of this method throughout the province. 

3. Veterinary aid for the ordinary care of animals in the mufassal 
is still inadequate. According to the standard of one veterinary 
assistant surgeon for every 25,000 cattle set by the Royal Commission 
on Agriculture, no few er than 1,000 assistants would he required. But 
even the moderate programme of having two such officers in each 
subdivision has not been realised, the number (98) now employed being* 
about half the ultimate strength of the staff. Similarly, the less 

f ambitious scheme for the establishment of a veterinary hospital or 
dispensary in each subdivision is no nearer realisation. Nevertheless, 
it is gratifying to notice that a number of district hoards have evinced 
interest in constructing or improving hospitals and dispensaries. 
Private assistance is also forthcoming to supplement the efforts of local 
bodies in this direction, and Government trust that this interest will 
he maintained. 

4. The local bodies can do much to improve cattle by maintaining 
breeding bulls in larger number Ilian at present. The existing number 
of fll hulls maintained by them is inadequate, but if intensive work 
is taken up in selected local ureas more valuable results can be 
expected. Castration of' scrub and immature hulls is one of the means- 
to this end, but it is reported that only 48 hulls were castrated during 
the year. This work should receive greater attention from the 
department. 

5. The thanks of the Governor acting with the Minister-in-charge 
are due to Mr. Kerr for the care and attention w hich he devoted to the 
administration of the department. He also notices with pleasure the 
names of the officers of the department who did good work during the 
year. 

II.—Bengal Veterinary College. 

0. The increase in the number of applications for admission from 
various parts of India and even outside it furnishes a proof of the 
popularity of the college. The large number of entrants from Bengal 
itself is an indication of the demand for veterinary education in the 
Presidency inspite of limited scope for employment.. 

7. The lengthy report of the Principal contains an interesting 

record of work in various branches of the college and hospital, a 
noticeable feature being the development of the agricultural section in 
which fodder, etc., is successfully grown mainly for the nutrition of 
the hospital patients. Useful work also continued to b a done at the 
Raymond Research Laboratory. I 

8. The question of revision of the curriculum of the college was 
under consideration during the year. Pending examination of the 
whole question by the Veterinary Committee of the Imperial Council 
of Agricultural Research Government (Ministry of Agriculture) accepted 
the recommendation of the Board of Examiners of the college that 
the existing curriculum should be continued. Government have also 
approved of the Principal’s proposal for the introduction, as an 
experimental measure, of an extra course of lectures and practical 
studies in meat, and milk inspection, and the fundamental principles 
of genetics, dairy farming and poultry keeping. 

9. Government desire to acknowledge the services rendered by 
Mr. MacGregor and take this opportunity of recording their apprecia¬ 
tion of the work done by Mr, Davis as Vice-Principal and officiating 
Principal. Mr. Davis has since been appointed to the Principalship 
of the Veterinary College at Patna.

Tho Annual Report of the Department of Agriculture, Bengal, for 
the year 1929-30. ' 

The report under review is another record of good work of the 
Agriculture Department in Bengal, although financial stringency' has 
continued to be a great handicap. 

2. Research and exporiment.—Thc most noticeable feature of the 
year was the inauguration of tho Bengal Agricultural Research 
Commiitee in April last in accordance with the recommendations of 
the Royal Commission on Agriculture. The main functions of the 
Committee are to co-operate with the Imperial Council of Agricultural 
Research in matters connected with the advancement of agricultural 
and veterinary research and to act. as a connecting link between that 
body and agricultural activities in this Presidency. A great impetus 
to research has been given by the facilities offered by the central 
institution, and no fewer than ton schemes were put forward by the 
Agricultural and Veterinary Departments, the Dacca and Calcutta 
Universities and the Viswa-Bharati, Santiniketan, for consideration at 
the first meeting of the Provincial Committee held at Darjeeling in 
May last. It is gratifying to note that a grant obtained last year 
from the Imperial Council of Agricultural Research ennfbled the Dacca 
University to found an Agricultural Research Fellowship. Grants 
have also been sanctioned by the Imperial Council during the current 
year to the University of Calcutta towards the schemes for research 
into the properties of colloid soil constituents by Professor ,1. N. 
Mukherji and into agricultural statistics by Professor P. 0. Muhalanabis. 
It is hoped that the closer association of the Dacca and Calcutta 
Universities, which are strongly represented on the Provincial 
Committee, in the work of agricultural research will have valuable 
results. 

Work in all sections at the Central Research Station at Dacca 
progressed on approved lines. Jute and sunn hemp engaged attention 
in the Fibres section, sugarcane and tobacco in (he Chemical, and 
paddy, pulses and fodders in the Botanical section. 

3. Demonstration and Propaganda.— The staff mailable for 
demonstration and propaganda is still inadequate, but it is gratifying 
to note an increasing measure of assist mice from local bodies and 
private individuals. Tin* number of private farms rose to 140 during 
the year under review, and it is worthy of record that 231 paddy seed 
farms comprising an •area of 1,200 acres are managed by zamiudars, 
talukdars, co-operative societies, union boards and agricultural 
associations. Sixteen are run by Government estates. These farms 
supplied 12,000 jnaunds of seed of approved quality, and it is hoped 
that these sources of supply will continue to multiply. 

4. Agricultural Education.- The experimental scheme for the 
teaching of agriculture in High English and Middle English schools 
on the Punjab system Jias now reached an interesting stage. The first 
batch of teachers under training completed their two years’ course at 
the Dacca school in December last and wont back to their respective 
schools to take charge of the Agricultural classes. Considerable 
interest attaches, therefore, to these pioneer institutions and their 
agricultural teachers; and the Government (Ministry of Agriculture) 
will watch carefully 1 he results. Much depends on the attitude of the 
parents and guardians of the pupils towards the scheme, but it is hoped 
that the enlightened views of the newly trained teachers will go a 
great way towards removing misunderstanding and instilling 
enthusiasm into the pupils. 
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The first batch of five youths of the bhadralok class who completed 
their practical training in agriculture at the Faridpur agricultural farm 
have been provided with accreted hhas vxahal land in that district for 
cultivation. It is reported that they have made a good start; they 
have cleared juuglo, built bouses and cultivated jute and avs ami avian 
paddy on their holdings. The Hon’ble Minister will watch further 
developments with great interest. 

5. Agricultural Engineering. —Administrative approval was 
accorded after the close of the year to the scheme for the entertainment 
of additional staff required for the workshop of the Agricultural 
Engineer. Although the lack of requisite staff was a handicap, the 
Agricultural Engineer was able to carry out a considerable amount of 
repair work at his workshop, lie has also shown commendable energy 
in designing improved ploughs and sugarcane-crushing and juice-boilu.g 
machinery. 

A scheme for a course of training of apprentices at the Agricultural 
Engineer’s workshop has been approved. It is proposed to admit at 
present, six apprentices for uu eighteen months’ course. The syllabus 
will consist of practical training in the workshop for twelve months. 
Duirng the remaining six months they will be employed on the working 
of oil engines, pumps, cane-mills and ensilage cutters. This scheme 
will involve no additional expenditure, and it is hoped to give effect to 
it when the full complement of the workshop staff is sanctioned. 
Pending introduction of this scheme the Agricultural Engineer lias 
been authorised to train a few apprentices. 

6. Cattle improvement. — 111 the cattle improvement programme of 
the Bengal Agricultural .Department the two cardinal principles of 
evolving u .suitable type of animal and of providing nutritious food for 
cattle continue to be followed. It is gratifying to note that the 
Second Economic Botanist, who is collaborating with the Live-stock 
Expert, lias been able to obtain promising results with fodder crops. 
New varieties of fodder grasses such as Sudan grass, Napier grass, etc., 
have been introduced. Fodder is now grown at most of the farms, and 
there, is already a demand for fodder crop seeds. 

7. Sericulture. —Inspite of slackness of business owing to the 
world-wide trade depression and severe competition in the real and 
artificial silk market, Bengal silk found a ready sale. The Government 
nurseries produced over 18,000 kahons of seed cocoons, t.«\, 1,000 
more than in the preceding year, while the selected rearers succeeded 
in raising and selling over quarter of a lakh kahons. The total receipts 
from the Government, nurseries remained the same as in previous year 
(Rs. 58,000), but according to the financial statement they worked at 
a loss of about Rs. (id,000 in both this and in the preceding year. 
Although the aim of the Sericultural Department, is to promote the 
silk industry in Bengal by the propagation of disease-free seeds of 
selected strains of silkworm to the rearers from the Government 
nurseries, the time haH now come as the Director points out when new 
measures must be adopted not only to improve the quality of silk but 
also to lower the cost of its production. The Government (Ministry 
of Agriculture) take this opportunity of inviting attention to the need 
for strict economy in this section and have asked the DirLctor to 
examine the question of closing down some of the less important 
nurseries. 

The Hon’ble Minister notices with pleasure that the value of 
co-operation is now understood by those engaged in this industry. In 
the district of Malda a great advance has been made in this direction. 
There are about 100 societies working in the district of which 32 with 
over 500 members are affiliated to the Bengal Co-operative Silk Union, 
Ltd. 

8. Acknowledgment. —The Government of Bengal (Ministry of 
Agriculture) are pleased 4o record their appreciation of the services of 
Mr. Fin low. They have also read with pleasure the list of names 
submitted by the Director of officers and private gentlemen who have 
rendered valuable assistance towards agricultural and sericultural 
development. Government also appreciate the co-operation of the non¬ 
official gentlemen who served ungrudgingly as members of the 
Agricultural Board and of the various Committees attached to the 
Department.

Letter No. 1424 R. XIV-2, dated the 
5th July 1930, from the Commis¬ 
sioner of the Chittagong Division, 
submitting a final report on the 
relief operations in the Brahman¬ 
baria subdivision of the district of 
Tippera during the years 1929 and 
1930. 

The report deals with the operations 
for the relief of distress which prevailed • 


in the Brahmanbaria subdivision, of the 
Tippera district during a period of 
seven months from October 1929 to 
April 1930. There was also some dis¬ 
tress in local areas of the Sadar sub¬ 
division of the district but it was of 
short duration and promptly relieved. 
The total area of the Brahmanbaria sub¬ 
division is 769 square miles; out of this 
area. 306 square miles with a popula¬ 
tion of 2,50,000 were affected. 

2. The abnormal rainfall in the 
upper reaches of the Surma Valley and 
in the neighbouring hills in May and 
June 1929 caused an abnormal rise in 
the water level, submerged the low lying 
tracts in the subdivision and resulted in 
serious destruction of crops. The ex¬ 
tent of the damage caused to the prin¬ 
cipal crops in the affected area is esti¬ 
mated to have been from 50 to 75 per 
cent. The distress mainly affected cul¬ 
tivators, landless labourers, beggars and 
indigent widows. 
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3. The duration and extent of dis¬ 
tress were not however such as to neces¬ 
sitate, at any stage of the operations, 
the declaration of scarcity or famine 
under section 74 of the Bengal Famine 
("ode, 1913. In fact, there was no real 
shortage of food grains. The distress 
was the result of the poverty to which 
the cultivating classes were reduced 
owing to the destruction of their crops 
bv floods and also to the low price of 
jute. As thrift is seldom practised, the 
cultivators had no reserves to fall back 
upon. 

4. ltelief measures were promptly 
undertaken by Government. The main 
forms of relief consisted of :— 

(a) Gratuitous relief, 

( b ) Test relief works, 

(c) Agricultural loans. 

Gratuitous relief. —Gratuitous relief 
was given, chiefly in the shape of cash 
and rice doles to deserving persons, 
while able bodied males and females 
were employed on industrial cane work, 
paddy husking and jute spinning. It 
was also necessary to distribute some 
cloth. The amount spent on gratuitous 
relief was. Rs. 13,517. 

Test relief. —Test relief works con¬ 
sisted of the construction of roads and 
the excavation of khals. Altogether 34 
projects were sanctioned. They were 
selected in such a way as to prove useful 
to the locality and at the same time be 
easily accessible to persons in the affect¬ 
ed tracts. The operations were carried 
out through the agency of the District 
Board and lasted from October 1929 to 
April 1930. A total sum of Rs. 22,127 
was spent for the purpose of which 
Rs. 20,000 w;is advanced by Govern¬ 
ment, the balance being met from the 
funds of the District Board. 
Altogether, 45,971 persons were em¬ 
ployed on test relief operations. The 
average daily outturn of each man was 
77 cubic feet of earth work. The 
average daily earnings of each man 
amounted to 3 annas 9 pies at the rate 


of Rs. 3-2-0 per 1,000 cubic feet of 
work. 

Agricultural loans. —Loans under the 
Agriculturists’ Loans Act amounting to 
Rs. 2,50,000 were advanced by Govern¬ 
ment to 23,009 persons. 

Loans to the amount of Rs. 4,38,933 
were also advanced by the rural co¬ 
operative societies, financed by the 
Brahmanbaria Co-operative Central 
Bank and the Nabinagar Co-operative 
Central Bank. The Zamindar of the 
Sarail Estate also advanced Rs. 64.35-1 
for distribution as loans to cultivators 
(Rs. 25,000 through the Brahmanbaria 
Central Co-operative Bank and 
Rs. 39,354 direct to his tenants through 
his local officers). 

5. The Divisional Commissioner, 
Khan Bahadur M. A. Mumin, visited 
the affected area twice and the District 
Magistrate IVfr. F. W. Robertson, i.e.s., 
visited the area three times during the 
period of distress. During their visit9 
they thoroughly studied the condition of 
the people and of the crops and discuss¬ 
ed with leading men the measures neces¬ 
sary for relief. The Governor in 
Council is satisfied that the measures 
taken for the relief of distress were suc¬ 
cessful and adequate. The success 
of the operations was due, in large 
measure, to the Subdii isional Officer 
Babu Hari Oharan Bose, and the 
Governor in Council endorses the Com¬ 
missioner’s appreciation of his good 
work. His Excellency in Council 
notices with pleasure the valuable assis¬ 
tance rendered by Union Boards and 
also by non-official agencies and associa¬ 
tions ami by many non-official gentlemen 
to whom his thanks are also due. In 
particular, the thanks of Government 
are due to Babu Kamalaranjan Ray, 
Zamindar of Sarail, for his ungrudging 
and effective co-operation with Govern¬ 
ment in relief measures.

I. Character of the season. —During the month 
under review, the rainfall was in excess of the 
normal in two districts only, while in the rest of 
the presidency it was below the average. The 
usual rainfall statement is appended. 

II. Progress of agricultural operations.— 

Harvesting of autumn crops was finished. Pre¬ 
paratory tillage' for and sowings of early spring 
crops continued under favourable conditions. 

III. State of standing crops.— The state of 
standing crops was gene*ally fair, but more* rain 
was needed in places for tlnir growth and develop¬ 
ment. 


IV. Prospects and probable outturn.- The 

prospects of standing crops were satisfactory 
on tho whole. The outturn of sugarcane was esti¬ 
mated at 87 per cent, of the normal. 


V. Damage to standing crops. —No injury to 
standing crops was reported from any part of the 
province except some damage by flood to rabi 
crops and to winter paddy in paits of Malda and 
Bogra respectively. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock. —Condition 
of live-stock was generally fair. Stray cases of 
cattle-disease were, however, reported from three 
districts. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder.— 

Excepting in parts of Nadia no insufficiency of 
fodder was reported from any part of the province. 

VTIL Prices of food-grains. —i luring the second 
fortnight of the month, the price of common 
rice of tho cheapest quality rose in two districts, 
fell in nine and remained stationary m the rest 
of the province. The price ranged from 6 seers 
per rupee at Mymensiugh to 10 seers per rupee at 
Murshidabad, Bankura and Honghly. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population. —The 

condition of agricultural population is less satis¬ 
factory owing to the fall m price of jute and 
other staples. Distress was reported from parts 
of Bogra and Malda. ,

In comjiliunce with the provisions of section 
481 of iho Calcutta Municipal Act, 1928, it 
is hereby notified for general information that 
the Corporation of Calcutta propose to make 
the following by-laws under clause 14 of sec¬ 
tion 478 for alteration of doors, etc., opening 
outwards on public- streets: — 

(1) Doors, etc., on any ground flour of any 
structure not to if pen outwards on public 
street or place. —Save with Ihe special permis¬ 
sion of the Corporation, no door, gate bar or 
window shall be hung, placed, fixed or re-fixed 
in the ground storey of any building (which 
is not a public building) or in any wall so as 
to open outwards on any public street. 

(2) Doors , etc., of stable, etc., not, to open 
outwards on public street .— Save with the 
special permission of the Corporation, in loca¬ 
lities where the erection of only detached 
buildings is allowed, no doorway or other 
opening in a stuble, coach house, garage or 
the like, admitting of the passage of a 
carriage, motor car or other vehicle shall be 
made to abut upon or open directly into a 
public street. 


(8) Penalty. —Any person who shall com¬ 
mit a breach of any of the provisions of by¬ 
laws (1) and (2) hereof, shall he punishable 
with tine which may extend to Its. 20, and in 
case oJ a continuing breach with fine which 
may extend to Its. 10 for every clay during 
which the breach continues after conviction 
for the fi rst time. 

(4) Alteration of any door , etc., opening 
into any public street. —Thu Corporation may, 
by a written notice, require the owner or occu¬ 
pier of any building or wall to alter, modify or 
re-fix uuy bar, door, gate nr window opening 
outwards on a public street in such a manner 
as may appear to the Corporation to be 
necessary. 

Penalty .— Any person who fails to comply 
with such notice shall be punishable with fine 
which may extend to Its. 10 per every day 
during which the breach® ontinues after receipt 
oi written notice from the Corporation to dis¬ 
continue the breach. 

Any person having any objection to the pro¬ 
posed by-law should submit the same on or 
before Monday, .the 22nd December 1980, after 
which date the proposed by-law will be further 
proceeded with.

8cheme of Management of Mavin Krishna 
Mitra Memorial Fund. 

1. The Administrators of the Fund shall 
be a Managing Committee consisting of not 
more than five nor less than four members of 
whom two shall be ex-officio members. 

The ex-officio members shall be— 

(1) The Chairman for the time being of the 
Jaynagar Municipality who shall lie the 
President.

Leave not due is intended to he regarded as 
an advance of leave and that, its grant should 
therefore be limited to the amount that both 
(a) can he and (b) will he earned by subse¬ 
quent duty; further, that it is meant to be 
granted only in exceptional circumstances, 
such as illness or urgent private affairs; and 
finally, that when the exceptional step of 
granting such leave is taken, it should be 
irrevocable, except at the request, of the 
officer, who should not be penalised if reason¬ 
able anticipations fail to materialise. The 
Governor-General in Council has accordingly 
ruled— 

(1) that leave not due may, in no case, lie 
granted unless the sanctioning authority is 
satisfied that as far as can be reasonably fore¬ 
seen, the officer will return to duty and earn 
it, and 

(2) that the leave when granted should in 
all cases (subject to the officer’s wishes) be 
allowed- to stand, including cases in which 
the officer fails to earn it bv subsequent duty.

NOTIFICATIONS. 

No. 50-Mno.—22nd November 1930.—In exercise of the power conferred 
by section 19 of the Inland Steam-vessels Act, 1917 (I of 1917), and in 
supersession of the rules published under this department notification 
No. 90 Mne., dated the 25th April 1890, as amended from time to time by 
subsequent notifications, the Governor in Council is pleased to make the 
following revised rules relating to the survey of inland steam-vessels. 

Revised Rules. 

1. Application for survey. —Every application for the survey of an 
inland steam or motor vessel shall be made between the hours of 10 a.m. and 
5 p.m. on any day except Sundays and Government holidays. The applica¬ 
tion shall be made to the Chief Surveyor at the nearest place of survey, and 
shall be made at least three clear days before the day on which it is desired 
that the survey shall take place, on a printed sheet in Form No. 1, hereto 
annexed, which will be supplied for this purpose at the Surveyor’s office. 

Provided that the Chief Surveyor may, in any particular case, admit an 
application lodged at his office less than three clear days before the day on 
which it is desired that the survey shall take place. 

2. Upon receipt of an application in the prescribed form, duly filled in, 
the Surveyor will fix the date and hour at which the survey shall be commenced 
and will forward to the applicant information of the date and hour so fixed, 
together with a list of the requisite preparations for the survey of the steam 
or motor vessel. The said information and list shall be in Form No. 2 hereto 
annexed. 

3. Time and place of survey. —Subject to compliance with rules 1 and 2 by 
the owner or master, surveys shall be made by the Surveyor or Surveyors 
appointed under the Inland Steam-vessels Act, 1917, (hereinafter referred 
to as “ the Act ”) on any day in the year with the exception of Sundays 
and Government holidays at Calcutta, Kushtia, Khulna, Goalundo, Barisal, 
Narayanganj, Bhairabbazar and Chittagong and at such other places os may 
from time to time be declared by the local Government to be places of survey. 
If the circumstances admit, surveys may bo made on holidays. 

A steam or motor vessel coining to be surveyed for the first time shall have to 
be offered for survey at any of the following places of survey, where slipways or 
facilities for docking the vessel exist, viz., Calcutta, Barisal, Narayanganj, 
Bhairabbazar and Chittagong. In all other cases, surveys will be carried out 
in any of the places of survey mentioned in paragraph 1 of this rule. 

4. Surveyors’ duty. —In cases where two Surveyors are employed, the 
Engineer-Surveyor shall survey the engines, boilers, and all the machinery 
required to be surveyed under the Act; the Ship-Surveyor shall inspect the 
hull, equipments, and passenger accommodation, measure (..id determine 
the number of passengers the vessel is fit to carry, and see that the certificates 
of the master and engineer or engine-driver are such as are required by the 
Act; also that the lights and fog-signals are in accordance with the rules for 
the protection of inland steam and motor vessels from danger by collision. 

5. The Surveyors’ declaration and the certificate of survey shall be 
prepared and issued in the forms hereunto annexed and numbered 3, 4 and 
4A, respectively. 

6. Ever} declaration shall lie sent in accordance with section 8 of the 
Act by the owner or master to whom it is given, to the officer appointed 
under section 8, sub-section (7) of the Aot. 

7. The notice to be given under section 9, sub-section (I), clause (6) of the 
Act, to the owner or master, when a certificate is ready for delivery, shall be 
given in Form No. 5, horeto annexed, under the signature of the officer to whom 
this function has been delegated by the local Government under seotion 9, 
sub-section (4) of the Aot. 

8. Every part of the vessel must be ready for survey at the time appointed. 

9. If the Surveyor is unavoidably prevented from being present at the 
time fixed, the earliest possible information shall be sent to the applicant, and 
some other time, convenient to the applicant and to the Surveyor, shall be fixed 
for the survey, 

10. With a view to obviate inconvenienoe and delay, owners and masters 
whose vessels are in dock or undergoing repairs shall communicate at once 
with the Surveyors if their vessels have aitorwards to be surveyed. 
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11. If a Surveyor finds that any defect exists in the hull, machinery, 
or equipments of an inland steam or motor vessel, he shall, before refusing 
to give a declaration regarding the vessel under section 7 of the Act, address a 
letter in Form No. 6 hereto annexed to the owner or master of the vessel, 
pointing out such defect and the repairs, etc., necessary to make good the 
same, and to enable him to grant a declaration. 

12. A fee at the following rates shall be payable in respect of surveys :—

If the vessels hull, machinery, or equipments are stated in the certificate

(a) the minimum fee shall be one-fourth of the annual fee ; 


(b) where the survey is to he made under the Indian Merchant Shipping 
Act 11)23 (XXI of 1923), and the Inland Steam-vessels Act, 1917 (1 of 1917), 
at the one and the. same time, or is to he made of a vessel already provided with 
a certificate of survey under the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1923, the date 
of expiration of which will cover that of the certificate under the Inland Steam 
Vessels Act, 1917, the fee will be one-fourth of the annual foe ; 

(c) the full annual fee shall be payable ~ 

(i) in the case of a new inland steam or motor vessel coming under 
survey for the first time, whatever be the nature of the certificate, 
or 

(it) when the survey is completed with the exception of minor details, 
or 

(Hi) when the vessel is withdrawn from survey, the owners or agents 
being unwilling or unable to execute the repairs recommended by 
the Surveyor. 

13. The charge of overtime fees in respect of surveys or inspections 
wholly or partially carried out between the hours of 5 p.m. and 7 a.rn. shall bo 
regulated as follows - 

(а) Where the Chief Surveyor has admitted an application for survey on 

less than three clear days’ notice and a Surveyor is called upon to 
undertake the survey or inspection of a vessel after 5 p.m. and 
Wore 7 a. m. an additional fee of Its. 50 shall be charged. 

(б) Vniere a Surveyor is detained at the request of the ship-owner or 

agent after 5 p.m. to complete a survey undertaken between the 
hours of 7 a.m. and 5 p.m. an additional fee of Rs. 25 shall be 
charged if the Surveyor is released from duty before 6 p.m. and of 
Its. 50 if he is Retained later than 0 p.m. 

(c) If three days' notice has been given, but official arrangements have 

not allowed of the work being done between the hours of 7 a.m. and 
5 p.m., no additional fee shall be chargeable. 

(d) Where a Surveyor has been called under clause (a) or detained 

under clause (b), the ship-owner or Agent shall give information 
of the fact in writing to the Chief Surveyor, stating the hours during 
which the Surveyor was in attendance. 

14. The fee payable under rule 12 shall cover all the visits made by a 
Surveyor before granting bis declaration. If a visit from a Surveyor is necessary 
while a certificate of survey is in force, a fee at the rate of Rs. 32 shall be 
payable for every such visit. 

15. A fee of Rs. 6 shall be levied for the issue of a copy of a certificate 
of survey of an inland steam or motor vessel when the original is lost. 

16. In a case in which a steam or a motor vessel has to be surveyed at a 
place of survey, at which no Survovor has been stationed, an additional fee, in 
addition to the fee payable under rule 12, shall be paid in respect of the 
expense of the journey of the Surveyor to the particular place of survey, as 
laid down in this department notification No. 43Mne. } dated the 30th July

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DISTRICT REPORT8 ON WEATHER AND CROPS. 

For the week ending on the 19th November 1930. 

8ummary. —During the latter part of the week general rain fell almost throughout the Province. It has 
done some damage to the standing crops in places.

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is an important phase of development, 
and while agreeing generally with the 
observations made by the Director in the 
report Government (Ministry of Indus¬ 
tries) do not consider that in present 
economic condition any progress can be 
made in this direction in the near 
future. 

Industrial Chemist’s Department.— 

It is noteworthy that the department 
has taken up an investigation into the 
possibilities of manufacturing soap 
from oil-bearing seeds grown in the 
province. Government have provided 
funds in the current year’s budget for 
the purchase of plant and its installation 
at the Industrial Research Laboratory 
for certain experiments on this subject. 

It is gratifying to note that the de¬ 
partment has provided facilities for the 
training of young men in the manu¬ 
facture of bar and moulded soap on 
cottage industries lines. It is interest¬ 
ing to find that most of the young men 
trained have* either established soap 
factories of their own or are associated 
with the industry in some shape or 
other. 

It is satisfactory that the department 
was able to provide for the training of 
two apprentices at the Bengal Chemical 
and Pharmaceutical Works, Ltd., in the 
distillation of coal-tar and the manu¬ 
facture of antiseptic dressings. 

Industrial Engineer’s Department.— 

The activities of this section of the 
department are marked with keenness 
and energy. In the absence of adequate 
facilities at the Industrial Research 
Laboratory the Industrial Engineer had 
hitherto been handicapped in carrying 
out his experiments. This want, how¬ 
ever, has since been removed by provid¬ 
ing him with a separate workshop, and 
it is hoped that it will now be possible 
Tor the Engineer to make a further 
advance. Government have already 
recognised that if full advantage is to 
be taken of the Engineer’s services he 
should be assisted by two Industrial 
Surveyors in carrying out investigations 
into the conditions and possibilities of 
industries which await development. 
Owing, however, to the present financial 
condition it has not yet been possible 
to provide him with such assistance. As 
a result of investigations carried out at 
the laboratory the Industrial Engineer 
has been successful in evolving an effec¬ 
tive potters’ wheel as a step towards the 


improvement of the village pottery 
industry. The other useful schemes in 
this section referred to in the report 
which are under investigation are 
expected to yield good results in due¬ 
time. The results of demonstrations 
and experiments carried out in this 
department during the year under re¬ 
view are very encouraging. 

Bengal Tanning Institute. —The 

Bengal Tanning Institute maintained its 
record of good work in all its branches— 
research, instruction, demonstration and 
propaganda. It is now admitted that 
the tanning industry in the province has 
made striking progress in the course-of 
the last few years, and there are reasons 
to believe that the institute has had a 
not inconsiderable share in achieving 
this result. As stated in the report, 
several investigations were carried out 
on the processes of manufacturing such 
varieties of leather fis are of interest to 
the local tanning industry, with the 
object of bringing local products up to 
the Western standard which, in the 
words of the Director, “the tanners of 
this country have to emulate and even¬ 
tually reach to stand in competition.’’ 
The object of the training imparted to 
the apprentices at the institute is to 
offer a career to them in their after-life. 
With this end in view the practical 
aspect of the training was fully main¬ 
tained . 

Although owing to financial strin¬ 
gency it has not yet been possible to give 
effect to the scheme /or the institution 
of a regular course of theoretical train¬ 
ing at the institute it is satisfactory that 
arrangements were made for a regular 
course of lectures on the principles and 
methods of tanning, on the analytical 
chemistry of leather manufacture and on 
elementary organic and inorganic chem¬ 
istry to supplement the practical train¬ 
ing now imparted at the institute. The 
demonstration and propaganda work in 
this section have had good results, and 
it is gratifying to record that several 
men have taken up the industry as a 
profession and one has started a small 
factory. The outstanding achievement 
of the year is the establishment of 
classes attached to the institute for im¬ 
parting instructions in boot and shoe 
making for which no facilities were 
available hitherto. The scheme has been 
sanctioned for a period of three years 
as an experimental measure, and, if the 
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experiment proves a success, there is 
every possibility of the classes being con¬ 
tinued on a permanent basis. 

Technical Education including Weav¬ 
ing Education. —The progress of tech¬ 
nical education in all its branches during 
the year under review has been marked. 
Steps were taken in collaboration with 
the local bodies to start a Junior Tech¬ 
nical School at Ilooghly on a grant-in- 
aid basis. Another noticeable develop¬ 
ment in this direction during the year 
was the establishment of a Senior Tech¬ 
nical School at Tlirapur in the Asansol 
subdivision of Burdwan district in col¬ 
laboration with the Indian Iron and 
Steel Works, Indian Standard Wagon 
Works and other local engineering 
firms. The Kanchrapara Technical 
School and the Calcutta Technical School 
maintained their record of usefulness. 
With the appointment of a }>ermanent 
headmaster and the workshop instructor 
the staff of the Kanchrapara Technical 
School is now complete. The Calcutta 
Technical School has entered on the 
fifth year of its existence. Tt is dis¬ 
appointing to observe that the Calcutta 
Corporation has not yet made its pro¬ 
mised grant to the school, and as it is 
wrong in principle that Government 
should continue to hear the major por¬ 
tion of the expenditure, the whole 
question of future grants to the institu¬ 
tion is now receiving the serious con¬ 
sideration of Government. Pending a 
decision ou the general question it has 
been arranged since the close of the 
vear that the whole-time lecturers should 
be replaced by part-time lecturers as a 
measure of economy. 

In regard to mining education, the 
Indian Mining Federation and the 
Indian Mining Association hitherto 
made contributions towards the cost of 
maintaining the mining classes in the 
coal-fields of Bengal. Notwithstand¬ 
ing the fact that the industry is direct¬ 
ly benefited by these classes, these bodies 
decided to discontinue their respective 
grants, and as a result of that decision 
it has been necessary to limit the expen¬ 
diture to the amount hitherto spent by 
Government. As a consequence a new 
mining lecturer on a reduced scale of 
pay has been appointed. 


In the matter of weaving education, 
the Central Institute at Serampore with 
the outlying district and peripatetic 
weaving schools continued to function as 
usual. Amongst the activities of the 
institute mention may be made of the 
assistance given to the public in respect 
of the weaving industry referred to in 
paragraph 50 of the report. In order 
to bring the institute into touch with 
the cotton and jute industries of the 
province, a representative committee of 
management has been constituted, and 
it is hoped that under the guidance of 
the committee it will be possible for the 
institute to make greater progress in 
the development of weaving education in 
future. Government note with pleasure 
that as a result of departmental activi¬ 
ties it has been possible to start a sale 
depot under the aegis of the Malda 
District Weaving School for the benefit 
of the ex-students who have formed 
themselves into a co-operative society. 
The ex-students of the Bankura Weav¬ 
ing School have similarly combined them¬ 
selves into co-operative societies for their 
mutual benefit. This is a hopeful line 
of development which might well be 
followed by other schools. 

Since-the close of the year the Board 
of Control for Apprenticeship Training 
has been reconstituted under the designa¬ 
tion of Board of Apprenticeship Train¬ 
ing.

Draft by-laws. 

1. In these by-laws— 

(7) “Carriage” includes also a motor¬ 
car; and 

( 2 ) “Cattle” means cattle as defined in 
section 3 of the Cattle Trespass Act, 
1871 (I of 1871). . 


6. Any person driving a carriage ofr eart, 
or riding a bicycle, or driving or riding an 
animal, or carrying a palanquin, on any road 
shall, when passing any vehicle coming 
from the opposite direction, keep to his left* 
and shall, when overtaking any vehicles, keep 
to his right.

2. The Commissioners are responsible for the proper application 
of the fees realised Under Part IX of the Act. It shall be their dutj 
to take requisite steps to rectify defects in case they find that the said 
fees are irregularly collected in any instance or are insufficient for the 
maintenance of the sewerage system. 

3. The Commissioners shall frame the annual budget of income 
and expenditure on account of tbe sewerage system, and in this budget 
all income and expenditure on the sewerage system shall be >hewn. 
Copies of this budget shall he submitted in duplicate to the Chief 
Engineer, Public Ilealth Department (hereinafter called “the. Chief 
Enginem"), not later than the 31st January for any remarks he may 
consider necessary.

Rules for working detritus tanks, septic tanks, activated sludge plants, 
upward flow tanks and sludge digestion tanks in Bengal. 

1. Detritus tanks. —The object of such tanks is to remove grit ant] 
sand from the sewage before it in admitted to the '•eptir or upward 
flow tanks. Each detritus lank must therefore he emptied and cleaned 
at frequent intervals. 

In cleuning these tanks the aupernaient liquid is to be decanted off 
and pumped into the channel connecting the detritus tanks with the 
septic tanks or the aerating tanks (activated sludge process), where this 
has been airanged tor. Tin* detritus and sludge from the detritus 
tanks are to be discharged to the sludge beds or sludge digestion tanks. 

2. Septic tanks. —The object of the treatment of sewage in a 
septic tank is the liquifaction of the solid matter and the clarification 
of the liquid by bacteria which flourish in sewage when air is excluded, 
as is done by the scum on the surface of the liquid in a septic tank. , 

During the liquifaction process a certain proportion of the solid 
matter settles to the bottom of the tank in the form of sludge. As the 
sludge putrefies, gas is evolved which causes the sludge to rise and 
mix with the liquid thereby making the effluent black. The blackening 
of the diluent is a sign that the septic tank requires cleaning, and the 
period between cleanings varies with the temperature, gassing being 
greatest in the hot weather and least in the cold weather. 

As most ot the solid mutter is trapped in the first half ol a septic 
tank, the greatest quantity of sludge is formed there, and consequently 
the first half requires more frequent cleaning than the second half. 

The change of colour in the effluent must therefore be watched for, 
and the tank should he emptied and the sludge removed as soon as the 
change in colour of the effluent becomes apparent. 

In cleaning, the supernutent liquid is to he drawn off by the outlet 
valves provided at different levels.. This liquid is to be pumped back ^ 

into the inlet channel feeding the septic tanks and passed through the 
second septic tank. The sludge is to he washed out and pumped to the 
sludge disposal tanks. 

Only one septic tank may be cleaned at u time, and the period 
between cleaning the varjous septic tanks should he at least seven 
(lays otherwise a had effluent will he obtained. 

3. Upward flow tanks. —Tanks of this type are chiefly used for 
sedimentation, sludge from this type of tank is to be removed twice 
daily by opening the sludge, valve and discharging the sludge under 
hydrostatic pressure. This process takes 10-15 minutes and may he 
considered as complete as soon as the discharge is seen to consist of 
liquid only. The sludge discharged is either pumped or run by 
gravity to the sludge disposal tanks. 

Unless upward flow tanks are- cleaned of sludge regularly the conical 
bottom will become filled with sludge which can only be removed at 
considerable expense by pumping ouifc the whole of the liquid and 
removing the sludge by hand. 
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4. Sludge digestion tanks* —The function of these tanks is to 
remove as much as possible of the water in the sludge and to convert 
the piitreseible solid matter into an innocuous substance which can 
either be disposed of as manure to cultivators or used to raise low lying 
land. 

To effect these changes the sludge is discharged into kuicha tanks 
made by enclosing a piece of land by an earthen bund. The outlet 
for the liquid consists of a masonry chamber the top of which is 
surrounded by a scum board which permits the discharge of water and 
holds back the floating solid matter. It is essential that the opening 
round the inside of the scum board should be kept free, and any 
clogging must be removed periodically. As the contents of the tank 
solidify the top of the outlet chamber should be raised by brickwork 
from time to time until the whole of the tank becomes filled with solid 
digested sludge, alter which it may be dug out and sold or a new tank 
made and the top of the old one covered with earth and planted with 
crops. 

i). The irrigation area. —Where there is no means of purifying the 
septic tank effluent other than land filtration, digestion in tanks, etc. 
(as at Dacca), the cure of the irrigation area and tanks is a matter of 
great impoilan.ee. The growing of crops for profit is of secondary 
consideration. "and therefore it is not permissible for municipalities to 
lease out such irrigation areas to cultivators. 

All irrigation areas are to be regularly cultivated for llie purpose of 
thoroughly oxidising the solid matter deposited on the surface of the 
soil, thus increasing the capacity of the soil to absorb effluent. This 
cultivation also keeps down w'eeds which otherwise quickly get out of 
hand. 

No effluent is to lie discharged into any waterway which flows 
throujgh populous areas unless it is diluted to such an extent as to be 
harmless. 

During the periods at the commencement and the end of the monsoon 
when the irrigation area is too wet to irrigate, and the flow in the 
adjoining waterways and drainage channels is too small to permit of 
adequate dilution, the effluent must he passed through a number of 
tanks so that digestion, and dilution can take place before the 
effluent is discharged into any drainage channel or other waterway. 

During the height of the monsoon all sluices on the disposal tanks 
are to be opened so as to thoroughly w'ash out these tanks and to fill 
them with fresh flood water, where this is possible. This is u matter 
of great importance, as unless the contents of these tanks are replaced 
with fresh water from time to time, they wdll putrefy and cause 
considerable nuisance to the surrounding locality. 

fi. Cleaning Of sewers. —The whole of the sewers in the town should 
be divided into sections and a regular programme is to be drawn up 
whereby each section is examined and if necessary cleaned, at frequent 
intervals. 

It will be found that the small branch sew’ers from dumping depots 
tend to choke up due to insufficient water being used during dumping 
operations. The cleaning programme must therefore be drawn up in 
such a manner as to provide for more frequent inspection and attention 
to such branch sewers, thus obviating the inconvenience, nuisance and 
expense of cleaning sewers which have become totally blocked. 
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All syphons require periodic inspection and attention and if 
regularly flushed out, particularly at the commencement of the 
monsoon when large quantities of mineral matter are discharged into 
the sewers through the gulley pit separators, it will be a comparatively 
simple matter to maintain them in thorough w r orking order. 

The manholes into which house connections discharge should be 
examined during the monsoon, to ascertain whether such connections 
have been satisfactorily built in. Any leakage of subsoil water round 
such pipes should be noted and the house-holder compelled to make 
good the leakage during the following dry weather*. No house 
connections should be granted between the months of May and 
November of each year owing to the difliculty of making watertight 
connections to the sewers during this period, when the subsoil water 
level is high*

January 1930, the Governor in Council is pleased to make the following 
rules for the census of ports: — 

Census of ports. 

1. Classification of vessels. —For the purposes of the census, 
vessels may be classed as: — 

(a) Sea-going vessels plying between ports in British India, or 
Indian States and British or foreign ports out of India. 

(h) Sea-going vessels plying between Indian coast ports, whether 
in British India, in Indian States or in French or 
Portuguese territory. 

(c) Other vessels, such as (1) inland cargo and passenger steamers, 

(2) country boats carrying inland produce, (3) ferry 
steamers, passenger boats, etc., plying within the limits of 
a single port, (4) fishing boats, etc. 

2. Census agency. —In all places where there is Port Officer or 
CConservator, that officer should superintend all arrangements as port 
census officer. For smaller ports and landing places the district officer 
should make the necessary arrangements. Full use should be made of 
any Customs, Salt or Marine officials available. 

Tha census of the port of Calcutta will follow the general principles 
of the rules given in this appendix with such minor modifications as 
may be found necessary, and may be determined by the provincial 
superintendent. 

3. Enumerators. —The limits of the port must be carefully defined 
with special reference to the rivers discharging into it. The foreshore 
and anchorage should then be divided into blocks, and an enumerator 
appointed to each block. If more convenient, one set of enumerators 
may be appointed for the census of vessels of the kind referred to in 
articles 4 to 12, and another set for the census of the vessels referred 
to in articles 13 to 16. 

A register (Form I) must be prepared for all the vessels (and 
buildings, if any), in each block, other than small boats in which no 
one sleeps at night. This register must be kept.,' corrected up-to-date, 
until the census is over. 

Noth. —The limits of the port will not nocoasarily be the name as those ordinarily 
recognised. If a considerable niimbor of boats are usually moored outside *hut 
near those limits, the boundary lines should be drawn so as to include them. Great 
care must be taken to see that the boundary thus laid down is clearly understood 
by the census officers both of the port and or the area adjoining it. 

4. Vessels plying between Indian and British or foreign ports. — 

Sea-going vessels arriving from, or leaving for, another port not in 
British India or an Indian State, Bhou'ld not be enumerated unless 
they ar3 actually lying in the ports on the night of the 26th February. 
In that case, the procedure in articles 6 and 7 should be followed. 
Otherwise they will ba dealt with under the procedure laid down in 
Appendix XVI. 

Note. —Vessels arriving from, or leaving for. another port in British India 
or an Indian State, will be regarded as “plying between coast ports” irrespective 
of their port of origin or ultimate destination. 

5. Vessels plying between coast ports. —In the case of sea-going 
vessels of this class, it is necessary to provide for the following 
contingancies: — 

(1) vessels lying at anchor in a coast port, on the night of the 

census; 

(2) vessels having left for a coast port shortly before that night; 

(3) vessels arriving from a coast port after that night; and 

(4) the special case of coasting steamers touching at several ports 

during that, night. 

6 . Procedure for census of tea-going vessels.—Master of vessel 
responsible for census. —The master of the vessel is, in all cases, 
responsible for the due enumeration of all on board on the night of 
the census. He should be furnished with the necessary schedules and 
instructions, and ft notice in the annexed form (Form II) should be 
handed to him, requiring him to fill in the schedules for himself, his 
crew, and the passengers that are on board on the night of the 
26th February. 
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For Europeans household schedules may be supplied but for them 
as for Indians an ordinary enumeration book in English, containing 
the requisite number of general schedules, should be used as far as 
possible. 

7. Vessels remaining in pert. —In the case of the vessels lying in 
the port and likely to remain there over the night of the 26th February 
the forms should be distributed at least three days beforehand or (in 
the case of subsequent arrival) as soon as they reach the port. On the 
jl irning of the 27th February the enumerator should visit the vessel 
and collect the returns, examining the entries to see that they are in 
accordance with the instructions, and mustering the persons on board, 
if he thinks it necessary to do so. He must, m all cases, cheek the 
entries for iascars and other natives of India. Where the master is 
illiterate and unable to fill up the schedules the enumerator should fill 
them up for him. 

8. Vessels leaving port. —If a vessel is leaving a British or Indian 
State port after the 20th January for another coast port which it is 
not tolerably certain to reach before the census night, the port census 
officer should supply the master of the vessel with the necessary forms, 
and instruct him to fill them up on the night of the 26th February 
and deliver them duly certified to the Customs or other authority who 
may ask for them at the British or Indian State port first touched at 
after the 26th February. It should be ascertained what port this is 
likely to be and notice should be sent by post to the port census officer 
concerned. 

9. Vessels arriving in port after the night of the census. —If a 

vessel arrives in a British or Indian State port from another coast pent 
(including a port in French or Portuguese territory) between the 
26th February and the 15th March, the enumerator of the port mu4 
(unless lie knows that the vessel has previously touched at a port 
after the 26th February and that this demand has been made before) 
require from the master of the vessel either schedules duly filled in or 
an enumeration pass (see Article 11). If neither of these be 
forthcoming, the enumerator must muster the persons on board and 
with the aid of the master and others fill in the necessary forms. 

10. Coasting steamers. —In the case of steamers running at short 
intervals between coast, ports, arrangements should be made similar to 
those for the enumeration of persons on inland steamers (see Appendix 
XII). The census record for the steamer will include the ship’s 
officers, crew, etc., and all passengers who are still on board at 7 p.m. 
on the 26th February. Passengers disembarking after 7 p.m. should 
be ; given a. pass (Chapter I, Article 81) to prevent double enumeration; 
those coming on board after that hour will be enumerated unless they 
have already been enumerated on shore. The schedules will be handed 
over to the local enumerator at the first port reached after 6 a.m. on 
the 27th February. 

11. Enumeration passes. —In order to prevent, double enumeration 
every poison, who receives schedules filled in for any vessels, should 
give the master an enumeration pass (Form III). The master should 
be instructed to keep this pass carefully until the 15th March. 

12. Inland steamers. —The enumeration of inland cargo and 
passenger steam<jrs will be earned out by the clerk on board under 
arrangements made by the provincial superintendent with the 
Managing Agents (see Appendix XII). The schedules so filled in for 
any steamers of this class which may be lying in port on the night of 
the census or reach it early next morning will be collected next 
morning by the enumerator of the block in which each such steamer 
is moored. 

13. Other vessels—Fishing vessels. —In the case of fishing and 
other vessels that are likely to be absent from the port on the night 
of the census, the schedules for their crews should be filled in on their 
leaving port at any time between the 16th and the 26th February and 
an enumeration pass (see Article 11) given to the person in charge of 
the vessel. Tf it returns before the 26th February the pass should be 
taken back, the schedules destroyed, and the persons on board told 
that they will be enumerated on the 26th February or on the vessel 
again leaving port. 

14. Cargo boats. —Boats laden with country produce, cargo brigs, 
etc., which leave the port after the 16th February, should be 
enumerated, and an enumeration pass (Form III) given to the person 
in charge, unless it is fairly certain that the destination will be reached 
before the 26th February.

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15. Procedure <m night of the census. —On the census night, each 
enumerator will visit every vessel in his block, other than those of 
which the census will be 'effected by the master or clerk as provided in 
Articles 4 to 12 above, and enumerate all persons found passing the 
night there and not taking their meals from other places. He will 
give an enumeration pass (Form III) to the person in charge of each 
vessel. In order to reduce his work on the census night he should 
prepare, a day or two beforehand, a preliminary record of all persons 
who regularly pass the night on feiTy and other steamers plying within 
the 'limits of the port, or who are living on other vessels moored within 
his block which are likely to remain there until after the census is 
taken. 

16. Particular care must be taken to enumerate at their homes all 
persons taking their meals there, who are absent on vessels for the 
night only [vide Manual of Instructions to supervisors (Appendix III 
to the Code), Article 9\«?) and Instructions to Enumerators (Appendix 
IV to the Code), Part II, Rule 7.]

APPENDIX XIII. 

Census of Jails, 

1. The enumeration of the jail population will be carried out 
under the orders of the officer in charge, to whom the necessary forms 
and instructions should be supplied by the district census officer. 
With the modifications here noted the ordinary procedure will be 
followed. 

2. Each jail and lock-up should be formed into a separate block 
or blocks. Esrh ward or other occupied building, which haB a separate 
entrance, should be numbered as a ho\jsa. [See Chapter IV, Article 1, 
exception (»).] 
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3. The enumeration will include all classes of prisoners and all 
jail offi 'era and their families who reside within the precincts of the 
jail. It will also include police on duty as jail guards, if they sleep 
and take their meals within the precincts of the jail; otherwise they 
will be enumerated as part of the district police. 

4. The preliminary enumeration will be begun on the 15th 
February and completed by the 20th February. Prisoners who will 
be released before the 26th February should not be enteied. In 
column 10 of the schedule prisoners should be classed as convicts, 
under-trial or civil prisoners. Their previous occupations should not 
be shown and column 9 should be left blank. 

5. The final enumeration should be commenced at lock-up time 
on the 26 lli February. Every prisoner should be called by bis name 
as he enters his sleeping ward, and the fact that he has been entered 
in the enumeration book verified. Prisoners received after the 
preparation of the preliminary record should he entered, and those no 
longer | resent should he struck out. After all the piisoners have 
b-*ej dealt will*, the final census of the jail officials and their families 
should be taken.

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub¬ 
section (2) of section 9(1-13 of the Govern¬ 
ment of India Act, the Secretary of State 
with the concurrence of the majority, of votes 
at a Meeting of the Council of India held this 
20th day of August 1930 hereby makes the 
following amendments in the Civil Pensions 
(Commutation) Kules, namely: — 

(I) For ltule 6 of the said Hides the follow¬ 
ing shall he substituted, namely: — 

“6. The following provisions apply to 
Government servants governed by Rule 3. 

(1) On receipt of an application for com¬ 
mutation the sanctioning authority shall 
transmit to the applicant a copy of the 
Account Officer's certificate of the lump sum 
payable on commutation in the event of his 
being reported by such medical board as the 
sanctioning authority may prescribe to be a 
fit subject for commutation; and shall at the 


same iimp instruct him to appear for examina¬ 
tion before the said hoard within three months 
from the dale of its order,, or, if he has 
applied for commutation in advance of the 
date of his retirement, within three months 
of that date but in no case earlier than the 
actual date of retirement. This intimation 
shall constitute administrative sanction to 
commutation, but shall lapse if the medical 
examination does not take place within the 
period prescribed in the sanctioning order. 
The applicant may withdraw his application 
by written notice at any time before the 
medical examination takes place, but this 
optiou shall expire on his appearance before 
tiie medical board. 

Provided that if the medical board directs 
that his age for the purpose of commutation 
shall Ihi assumed to be greater than his actual 
age, the applicant may withdraw bis applica¬ 
tion within two weeks from the date on which 
be receives intimation of the revised sum pay¬ 
able oli commutation, or, if this sum is already 
stated in the sanctioning order, within two 
weeks from the date on which he is informed 
of the finding of the medical board. 

If the applicant doeB not withdraw in writ¬ 
ing his application within the period of two 
weeks prescribed above, he shall he assumed 
to have accepted the sum offered. 

(2) Subject to the provision contained in 
clause (3) of this rule the commutation shall 
become absolute, that is, the title to receive 
the commuted portion of the pension shall 
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cease and the title to receive the commuted 
value shall accrue, in the case of an unimpair¬ 
ed life on the date on which the medical board 
signs tiie medical certificate; and; in the ease 
of an impaired life, on the date of written 
acceptance of the commutation, or the date 
on which the option of withdrawing the appli¬ 
cation expires, whichever is earlier. Pay¬ 
ment. oi the commuted value shall be made 
as expeditiously as possible, but whatever the 
date of actual payment, the amount paid and 
the effect upon the pension shall be the same 
as if the commuted value were paid on the 
date on which commutation became absolute. 
Jf the commuted portion of the pension has 
been dvuwn after the date on which the com¬ 
mutation became absolute, the amount drawn 
shall be deducted from the amount payable 
in commutation. 

(3) If the applicant makes any statement 
found to be false within his knowledge or 
wilfully suppresses any material fact in 
answer to any question, written or oral, put 
to him in connection with bis medical exami¬ 
nation, the Local Government may cancel the 
sanction at any time before payment is 
actually made; and such a statement or sup¬ 
pression may b^ treated as grave misconduct 
for the purpose of Aiticie 351 of the Civil 
Service Regulations”.

Revenue Establishment, or the Superior 
Establishment of the Telegraph Department; 
and the former class may oe required by the 
Governor General in Council to retire on 
reaching the age of 50 vearB, if they have not 
attained to the rant of Superintending 
Engineer. 

Note .—Those provisions do not apply to 
members of the first and second divisions of 
the Superior Telegraph Traffic Branch (other 
than officers of the old Superior Telegraph 
Establishment), nor to those of the second 
division of the Superior Telegraph Engineer¬ 
ing and Technical Branches, whose retirement 
is governed by clause (a) of this Rule. 

(2) Subject to the retirements of this sub- 
clause as to reappointment, the local Govern¬ 
ment may, in special circumstances, which 
should be recorded in writing, grant an exten¬ 
sion of service, not exceeding three months, to 
a Chief Engineer.

7. No person who, in a previous year, 
accepted the offer of a nomination as a Select¬ 
ed Candidate tor the Indian Civil Service and 
subsequently resigned his position as a 
Selected Candidate, will be admitted to the 
Examination. 

. 8. Should the evidence upon the above 
points be priina facie satisfactory to the Civil 
Service Commissioners, the Candidate, on pay¬ 
ment of the prescribed fee, will be admitted 
to the Examination. The Commissioners may, 
however, in their discretion, at any time 
prior to the grant of the Certificate of Quali¬ 
fication institute such further inquiries as 
they may deem necessary; and if the result 
of such inquiries in the case of any Candidate 
should be unsatisfactory to them in any of 
the above respects he will be ineligible for 
admission to the Indian Civil Service, and, 
if already selected, will be removed from the 
position of a Probationer.

Should any Selected Candidate become dis¬ 
qualified, the Secretary of State for India 
will determine whether the vacancy, thus 
created shall be filled or not. In the former 
case the Candidate next in order of merit, 
and in other respects duly qualified, shall be 
deemed to be a Selected Candidate. 

16. Application for permission to attend 
an examination must be made in the hand¬ 
writing of the Candidate, at such time and 
in such manner as may be fixed by the Civil 
Service Commissioners.

Sub-section 2. A candidate who is not re¬ 
quired by sub-section (1) to offer a vernacular 
named in column 2 will offer the vernacular 
named in column 3 against his province if any 
such vernacular is named unless he is already 
familiar with the vernacular there named 
or with a closely allied one. 

Sub-section 3. A candidate who is not re¬ 
quired under the preceding sub-sections to 
offer a vernacular will offer history instead.

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Candidate!} who at the ordinary session 
satisfy the Commissioners that they are 
sufficiently at home in the saddle for the 
efficient performance of all duties required of 
members of the Indian Civil Servico will be 
awarded maiks ranging between 101 and 200 
according to the degree of proficiency dis¬ 
played. 

Candidates who at the ordinary session fall 
short of this adequate proficiency but show 
such minimum proficiency as is evidence that 
with a moderate amount of practice they can 
attain full proficiency, will receive rnarkB 
ranging between 1 and 100; they will be 
allowed to proceed to India and will on their 
arrival there be subjected to such further tests 
in riding as may be prescribed by their Local 
Government.* 

If a candidate is absent from or fails to 
show minimum proficiency at the ordinary 
session he will be given a further opportunity 
of examination at a special session. If he 
then attains adequate proficiency he will not 
be subjected to further tests in India. If he 
attains minimum proficiency he will be allow¬ 
ed to proceed to India under the same condition 
as if he had attained minimum proficiency at 
the ordinary session. No credit in marks will 
be given for any performance at a special 
session. 

Probationers may also be examined in 
riding at such time or times as the Commis¬ 
sioners may appoint during the course of the 
probationary period. 

(9) Such deductions as the Civil Service 
Commissioners may consider necessary will be 
made from the marks assigned to candidates 
at the Intermediate and Final Examinations 
in order to secure that no credit is allowed for 
merely superficial knowledge. 

(10) The Civil Service Commissioners will 
prepare lists of the candidates in order of 
merit; the order for-the one-year probationers 
being based on the sum of the marks obtained 
by the candidates at the Open Competitive and 
Final Examinations, the order for the two- 
year probationers being based on the sum of 
the marks obtained by the candidates at the 
Intermediate and Final Examinations. 

(11) The selected candidates whose perform¬

On the inter- 
r an « record the Commissioners judge the 
vatu* of the candidate's personality for each 
ftyirviee lor which he is entered. His value 


may differ for different services, and in that 
case the mark by which the Commissioners 
express their decision will differ for different 
services. 


Section S. 

History. Subjects 7-10. A history sub¬ 
ject will deal with the life of the people as 
a whole, political, social, literary, artistic, 
scientific, economic. 

Candidates should know something of the 
original authorities, and have such a know¬ 
ledge of geography as is necessary to the 
proper understanding of the history. 

When a fixed date is given for the end of 
a period, candidates will be expected to have 
some knowledge of the subsequent develop¬ 
ment of movements which continued beyond 
the period; similarly when a fixed date is 
given for the beginning of a period, they will 
be expected to know in general outline how 
the initial position was reached. 

7, 8. English History .—Period 1 to 1660; 
Period 2, 1660 to the present day. Candi¬ 
dates will be expected to know so much of 
European history as will make the external 
action of this country fully intelligible and 
will explain those movements at home which 
had their beginnings abroad, e.g. y the Re¬ 
naissance, the Reformation, and the reactions 
in this country of the French Revolution. In 
subject 8 the outstanding incidents . and 
movements in the history of British posses¬ 
sions will be included. 

9, 10. European History .—Period 1 from 
400 to 1494; Period 2 from 1494 to 1763; 
Period 3 from 1763 to the present day. The 
history of the United States of America* of 
India, and of the Far East, will be included 
in so far as it influences European fortunes to 
an important degree. 

11. General Economics .—The subject will 
be treated as a -whole, and candidates should 
be prepared to illustrate the theory by the 
facts and to analyze the facts by the help of 
the theory. The history of economic thought 
will be included. 

12. Economic History .—+Candidates will 
be expected to have a general acquaintance 
with the early economic history of England; 
but special attention will be paid to the 
economic development of the British Isles 
and other portions of the Empire during the 
last two or three centuries, and so much 
knowledge of European and American condi¬ 
tions will be expected as is necessary for the 
understanding of British economic history. 

13. Public Economics .—The questions will 
deal with the main forms of state action, 
central and local, in the economic sphere, 
together with public finance. 

14. Political Theory .— Candidates will be 
expected to show a knowledge of political 
theory and its history, political theory being 
understood tb mean not only the theory of 
legislation* but also the general history of the 
State and its connection with kindred studies 
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«mch as Ethics, Psychology, Jurisprudence, 
Public International Law, and Economics. 
Candidates will be expected to show a know¬ 
ledge of original authorities. 

15. Political Organization. —This will in¬ 
clude Constitutional Forms (Representative 
Government, Federalism, etc.) and Public 
Administration, central and local. The 
history of institutions is not included, but 
candidates will be expected to know the 
earlier stages from which existing institu¬ 
tions have directly developed. 

16. Constitutional Jmw. —The Constitu¬ 
tional Law of the United Kindom and of the 
British Empire, and the Law of English 
Local Govern m ent. 

17. Private Law. —The following branches 
of English Private Law:—the Law of Real 
and Personal Property (including the Law of 
Succession), Contracts, and Torts. 

18. Homan Law .— Roman Private Law 
and its history studied in connexion with the 
Institutes of Gaius and Justinian, including 
the history of the legislative and judicial 
processes. Passages will be set for transla¬ 
tion and comment, but credit will not be 
given merely for capacity to translate the 
texts. 

19. International Iaiw. —Public Inter¬ 
national Law. 

20. Moral Philosophy. —The history of 
the subject will be included. Candidates will 
have an opportunity of showing their strength, 
either in Ancient Philosophy or in Modern 
Philosophy. 

21. Metaphysics. —As for Moral Philo¬ 
sophy. 

22. Logic. —The subject will be intor- 
reted in a wide sense. Epistemology in its 
earing on logical problems will be included, 

together with Formal Logic and Scientific 
Method. Questions may be set on Mathe¬ 
matical Logic, i.e., on the Logic of Mathe¬ 
matics, Symbolic Logic, and the Logic of 
Probability; and also on the history of jjngic. 
A considerable choice of questions will be 
allowed. 

28. Psychology. —Questions on the history 
of the subject may be included. 

SJ4. Experimental Psychology. —A candi¬ 
date who desires to offer this subject must 
produce evidence satisfactory to the Civil 
Service Commissioners of laboratory training 
in an institution of university rank. 

Mathematics. Subjects 25-28. — The use of 
the slide-rule and of mathematical tables will 
be allowed. 

25. Lower Pure Mathematics .—Geometry 
of two and of three dimensions according to 
Euclid (synthetic geometry), to Descartes 
(analytical geometry), and to Monge (descrip¬ 
tive geometry, dealing with three-dimension¬ 
al figures by the use of plan and elevation). 
The method of vectors including scalar and 
vector products, with applications. Only the 
main properties of conics and quadrics, in¬ 
cluding those of poles, polars and polar 
jflairiM, are expected. 


Algebra: complex numbers; uniformly con¬ 
verging infinite series; the elements of the 
theory of equations, including the numerical 
solution of algebraic equations, but not in¬ 
cluding the formal solution of the cubic and 
quartic. 

Infinitesimal calculus of real variables to 
partial differentiation and multiple integrals, 

‘with applications to geometry. Candidates 
should be able to deal with the types of 
differential equations occurring in elementary 
mechanics. 

The prool of Taylor's series will not be re¬ 
quired. 

No great skill will be expected in solving 
complicated problems of an elementary 
nature. The questions will involve the use 
of mathematical instruments. 

20. Higher Pure Mathematics. —Lower 
Bure Mathematics together with : — 

r I he geometry oi curves and surfaces. 
Tensor calculus. 

Elementary analysis, including simple 
functions of a complex variable and contour 
integration. 

1 Afferential equations in one independent 
variable. Elementary treatment of partial 
difteiential equations, with special reference 
to the differential equations of mathematical 
physics* Existence theorems are excluded. 

Mathematical theory of probability, in¬ 
cluding theory of errors, method of least 
squares, curve fitting, ami correlation. 

Calculus of finite differences, including 
numerical integration and summation and 
linear difference equations. 

A considerable choice of questions will be 
allowed, so that full marks may be obtained 
by covering about half (he range stated. 

27. Lower Applied Mathematics. —Statics, 
hydrostatics, dynamics, elementary theory of 
electricity and magnetism, including the in¬ 
duction of currents. Questions will be of an 
elementary character, but will not be confined 
to two dimensions; they will involve the use 
of the calculus. Candidates are free to us? 
differential equations, but a knowledge there¬ 
of will not be necessary to answer the ques¬ 
tions. Attention will be paid to problems 
which arise naturally and to general prin¬ 
ciples; artificial problems will be avoided. 
The questions will involve the use of nuifhe- 
matical instruments. 

28. Higher Applied Mathematics. —Lower 
Applied Mathematics together with: — 

Statics to a more advanced stage, including 
graphical treatment. 

Dynamics to the equations of Euler and 
Lagrange and including the theory of the 
vibration of strings and other simple systems. 

Hydrodynamics, including the elementary 
theory of the motion of solids through a 
liquid, surface waves, and vibrations in 
gaseB. 

Elasticity, including the elements of the 
vibrations of rods, plates and bars.

Thermodynamics, kinetic theory of gases, 
radiation. 

A considerable choice of questions will be 
allowed, so that full marks may be obtained 
by covering about half the range stated.

averages of groups, etc.; the theory of corre¬ 
lation for two variables. 

Natural Science. Subjects 31-42.—The 
standard of the higher division of a science 
will be that which is required in the main 
subject for an honours degree at the univer¬ 
sities. The standard for the lower division 
of a science will be that required in a subject 
subsidiary to the main subject whether re¬ 
quired at the final degree examination or at a 
preceding examination. 

A candidate wlio desires to offer a science 
must produce evidence satisfactory to the 
Civil Service Commissioners of laboratory 
training in that science in an institution of 
university rank; the period of training re¬ 
quired is one academic year, whether the can¬ 
didate offers the higher division of the science 
or the lower division or both divisions. 

37. Lower Geology . Mineralogy will be

38. Higher Geology. J division. 

43. Engineering. —Strength of materials; 
theory of structures; mechanism and dyna¬ 
mics of machines; heat and thermodynamics; 
surveying; hydraulics, including hydraulic 
machines; electricity and magnetism. 

The subject will be treated in a general 
manner and the questions will he confined to 
the more elementary parts of the subjects. 
The candidate will be expected to be familiar 
with graphical methods and to have some 
skill in mechanical drawing. 

A candidate who desires to offer Engineer¬ 
ing must produce evidence satisfactory to the 
Civil Service Commissioners of graining for 
at least one academic year in an institution 
of university rank. 


44. Geography,— Geography as under¬ 
stood in the universities, not excluding 
topics which concern geography jointly with 
other subjects such as economics, history, 
physics, botany, and geology. There will be 
a practical test which will necessitate a 
knowledge of cartographical methods and 
notations, and for this test drawing instru¬ 
ments may be required. 

A candidate who desires to offer this sub¬ 
ject must produce evidence satisfactory to the 
Civil Service Commissioners of training for 
at least one academic year in ail institution 
of university rank. 

45. General Anthropology. —Primitive 
culture in its various aspects, including: — 
economic pursuits (food collecting, hunting, 
fishing, domestication of animals, agricul¬ 
ture; the general scheme of primitive social 
organization; early religion and magic, 
mythology, beliefs, rituals and ceremonial; 
decorative art, music, dancing. Candidates 
will be expected to show some knowledge of 
the customs, institutions and beliefs of living 
races of rude culture rather than knowledge 
of prehistory, archaeology, or evolutional or 
historical conjectures. 

4G. Special Anthropology . Candidates 
will choose between Social Anthropology and 
Physical Anthropology. 

Social Anthropology . —A fuller knowledge 
of primitive social organization w r ill he here 
expected : the tribe, the village community, 
kinship grouping and the family. Study of 
the manner in which law works among primi¬ 
tive people and of their forms of administer¬ 
ing justice. The economic organization of 
the primary pursuits and industries; the 
types of distribution, exchange and trade. 
Exchange and the beginnings of currency. 
Adjustments of European economic systems, 
laws and morality to races on an earlier level 
or of a different type of culture. Early forms 
of magical and religious belief and ’ ritual. 
The relation between faith ami knowledge in 
primitive societies. 

Physical Anthropology , with which are 
included prehistoric archaeology and 
technology. Candidates will be expected to 
have such knowledge as may be acquired by 
laboratory and museum work, consisting 
mainly in the handling and study of speei- 
ments and exhibits. The subject will be 
treated with special, but not exclusive, refer¬ 
ence to peoples of rude culture, including 
prehistoric civilizations. 

A candidate who desires to offer Physical 
Anthropology must produce evidence satis¬ 
factory to the Civil Service Commissioners of 
training in an institution of university rank. 

47. Agriculture .—Agricultural chemistry, 
agricultural botany, and agricultural zoology 
will be included. 

A candidate who desires to offer this subject 
must produce evidence satisfactory to the Civil 
Service Commissioners of training in an 
approved institution.

Tin** Second Schedule—Scheme. 

1. The Fund shall be called the Rajshahi 
College Scholarship Endowment Fund. 

2. The objects for which the income oi 
the Fund is to be applied shall be as follows: — 

(1) To provide one scholarship of Rs. 5 a 
month tenable for two >ears at the B. Sc. 
classes ot tlie Rajshahi College to be awarded 
to the student who passes the I. Sc. Examina¬ 
tion of the Calcutta University from the Raj¬ 
shahi College and who Stands highest among 
those who do not get any other scholarship oi 
stipend. 

Such scholarship shall he called “the Rap 
shahi College Scholarship” and shall he 
awarded by and at the discretion of the Ad¬ 
ministrator to a student w”ho joins the Raj¬ 
shahi College and reads therein up to the time 
of his appearing for tlie B. Sc. Degree Exami¬ 
nation. The scholarship will he tenable on

(2) After provision of the above scholarship 
the surplus income and the surplus cash may 
be applied by the Administrator subject to 
the previous approval of the Local Govern¬ 
ment in defraying any necessary expenses con¬ 
nected with the Fund or its administration or 
increasing the value of the scholarship or in 
creating further scholarships or stipends or 
in any other way in connection with B. So. 
classes of the Rajshahi College. 

(3) The Administrator of the Fund (herein¬ 
after referred to as “the Administrator”) shall 
be the Principal for the time being of the Raj- 
shahi College. 

(4) The income arising from the Fund shall 
be collected by the Treasurer of Charitable 
Endowments, Bengal (hereinafter called the 
Treasurer), and shall from :ime to time and 
when received he paid by him to the Admini¬ 
strator or as the Administrator shall from 
time to time direct. 

(5) Any income received by the Admini¬ 
strator and not required by him for any of 
the purpose of this scheme shall he refund¬ 
ed to and retained by the Treasurer. All 
income remaining in the hands of the 
Treasurer under this clause at the end of each 
financial year shall be transferred to a separate 
account to be called “Surplus Income 
Account.”

(7) Investments made under clause G shall 
be separately allocated to the credit of the 
Surplus Income Account and shall at any time 
upon the request of the Administrator be 
realised by the Treasurer and the proceeds 
thereof be paid to the Administrator for the 
purpose of meeting any unusual expenditure 
in connection with any of the purposes of this 
scheme.

The Com¬ 
mittee shall thereafter meet at least once 
quarterly. 

2. It shall be the duty ui' the Committee— 

(a) to advise on the welfare of the inmates 
of the schools and on the routine, discipline 
and instruction provided in the schools with 
the object of ensuring that all inmates of the 
schools received the treatment and training 
most suitable to their mentality and best 
calculated to make them good citizens when 
they leave the schools; 

(b) to report to the Director of Public 
Instruction, Bengal, their observations on the 
tone of the administration of the schools and 
make recommendations generally in regard 
to the treatment of inmates of the schools and 
particularly in regard to routine and curricula, 
orders passed by the staff of the schools and 
special treatment considered necessary for 
particular inmates of the schools; 

(c) to advise on all appointments requiring 
orders of the Local Government or the Director 
of Public Instruction; 

(d) to advise on all projects for the improve¬ 
ment of the schools requiring orders of Gov¬ 
ernment or of the Director of Public Instruc¬ 
tion ; 

(e) to advise the Local Government on the 
drafting of all rules for the detailed manage¬ 
ment of the schools and of any alterations in 
rules in force and to propose such rules or 
alterations as they may think necessary; 

(/) to examine and transmit with their 
remarks to the Director of Public Instruction 
the annual budget prepared by the Superin¬ 
tendent and all observations by auditors on 
the accounts of the schools, to examine and 
pass the annual accounts received from the 
Superintendent and transmit them with their 
remarks to the Director of Public Instruction; 

(g) to satisfy themselves that proper records 
of the inmates of the schools about to be dis¬ 
charged are made available in due time to 
Associations for after-care, and to report cases 
of neglect to the Chief Inspector; 

(h) to submit to the Local Government 
through the Chief Inspector an annual report 
on the progress of the schools. 

3. In order to carry out the above duties 
the Committee are empowered— 

(a) to call from the Superintendent for all 
records of conduct of the inmates of the school 
while under instruction or for particulars 
previous to admission to the school; 

(&) to inspect the schools individually or 
collectively at any time during day or mghtj 

(c) to question members of the staff and 
inmates of the schools within the schools ; 
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(d) to call for and examine punishment 
reqords, Superintendent’s minute book, time 
tables, curricula, accounts and other records; 

(e) to call for and peruse records of the in¬ 
mates of the school about to be discharged 
which may be prepared by the Superinten¬ 
dent for the use of Associations for after-care. 

4. The Superintendent shall afford all 
reasonable assistance to the Committee.

exceeding 60 inches water column, provided 


that if it be shown to the satisfaction of the 
licensing authority that a higher pressure is 
necessary in any generating apparatus and 
that such higher pressure may be used without 
danger, flic licensing authority may, on the 
recommendation of the Chief Inspector of 
Explosives, allow the use of higher pressures 
up to a maximum of 250 inches water column 
on the condition that the apparatus is fitted 
with suitable safety devices. 

(3) Every apparatus, unless a metal label 
of instructions as to its operation is fixed to 
it, shall be accompanied by a card of instruc¬ 
tions as to its operation. Such instructions 
shall be fully detailed and shall not presup¬ 
pose any expert knowledge whatever on the 
part of the operator.

—For the purposes of the census the port of 
Calcutta shall be taken to consist of (1) the waters of the river ITooghly 
from the Cossipore Ghat on the north to the Sandheads on the south 
and (2) on the left hank of the ITooghly property of the Port Com¬ 
missioners between the Cossipore Ghat on the north and the Calcutta 
Electric Supply Company, Metiabruz, on the south. 

2. Scope of Census. —The census will be taken on the night of the 
26th February 1931. The census of the Port of Calcutta is intended io 
enumerate the population of— 

(a) the land portion of the port census area on the night of the 

26th February 1931; 

(b) vessels of all classes lying in the port census area on the night 

of the 26th February 1931 ; 

(r) sea-going vessels cm the Calcutta side of the Sandheads at any 
time between 7 p.m. and midnight of the 26th February 
1931; 

(d) sea-going vessels arriving from Indian coast ports between the 

26th February and the 15th March 1931, unless enumerated 
elsewhere; 

(e) all other vessels leaving port between the 16th February and 

the 26th February 1931, unless it is fairly certain that they 
will reach their destination before the 26th February,

3. Census Divisions and Agenoy. —The Special Census Officer, 
Calcutta, will he the Port Census Officer. There will be three charges 
dealing with (a) the land portion of the port census area with the 
exceptions spccitied in Part II, article 1, below; (b) sea-going vessels; 
and (r) other vessels. These charges will be superintended, respectively, 
by (a) an officer of the Port Commission, Calcutta; (h) the Superinten¬ 
dent of Customs, Preventive Service, Calcutta; and (r) the Deputy 
Commissioner, Port Police, Calcutta.

This form will show all vessels in each block other than small boats 
in which no one sleeps at night. It will be kept corrected up to date 
until the census is over. 

2. Sea-going Vessels— (1) Master responsible for the Census.— In 

each case the master of the vessel is responsible for the due enumeration 
of all on board on the night of the census and a notice in the form 
annexed (port form II) should be handed to him when schedules arc 
distributed. 

(2) Classification of sea-going vessels.— For the purpose of the census

(4) Collection of schedules— Ui) Vessels remaining in port —On the 

morning of the 27th February, the enumerator will visit the vessels 
which were in port during the night and will collect the schedules. He 
will examine the entries to see that they aj*e in accordance with the 
instruction and will muster the persons on board if he thinks it 
necessary to do so. He must in all cases check the entries for lascars 
and other natives of India. Where the master is illiterate and unable 
to fill up the schedules the enumerator should fill them up for him.

(b) Vessels berthing in Calcutta and discharging passengers before 
t p.m. on the 26th February will be dealt with as vessels 'lying in port. 
The enumerators will demand their schedules duly filled in and certi¬ 
fied from the masters of vessels of class A making port between 7 p.m, 
on the 26th February and 10 a.m. on the 27th February (unless the 
vessel did not take on a pilot at the Sandheads before 12 midnight on 
the 26th February), and on receipt will furnish the master with an 
enumeration pass (pert form III). If a vessel from another Indian coast 
port makes Calcutta. liet-ween the 26th February and the 15th March 
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1931, unless the enumerator knows that the vessel has previously touched 
nt an Indian cohst port after the 26th February and the demand has 
been previously made, he will require from the master either schedules 
for the vessel duly certified or ail enumeration pass (port- form III).

He will cause this statement to be countersigned by the Superintendent 
of Customs, Preventive Service, or by some responsible officer selected 
by the Superintendent, and will take and deliver it with the schedules 
to the Special Census Officer for Calcutta. 

(h) On the 16th March a supplementary return will he compiled hy 
each enumerator in the same form from the schedules received by him 
from masters of vessels berthing after the 1st March, and after being 
countersigned as above will be made over with the schedules to the 
Special Census Officer, Calcutta. 

(c) Schedules taken off hy the pilots discharged at the Sundheads 
between T p.m. and midnight on the 26th February 1931 will be sent 
by the Commander of the Pilot Vessel as soon as possible on the 27th 
February to the Special Census Officer, Calcutta.

Whereas it is expedient further to amend the Calcutta 
Improvement Act, 1911, in order to empower the Board to 
recover from the owner of, or any person having an interest in, 
land in an area comprised in an improvement scheme a fee 
in respect of an increase in the value of the land resulting 
from the execution of the scheme, and also for the repeal of 
section 14 of the Schedule to that Act : 

And whereas the previous sanction of the Governor 
General under sub-section (3) of section 80A of the Govern¬ 
ment of Tndia Act has been obtained to the passing of this 
Act; 

Tt is hereby enacted as follows 

1. This Act may be called the Calcutta Improvement 
(Amendment) Act, 1931. 


2. In section 2 of the Calcutta Improvement Act, 1911

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of this Bill is to introduce into the operations of the Calcutta Improvement Trust 
the procedure of recoupment through betterment fees as an alternative to that at present pro¬ 
vided by powers of acquisition and exemption. The present system has been found unsuitable 
for the improvement of a closely built over area such as Barabazar, where, should exemption 
not be claimed, it is beyond tho financial capacity of the Trust to lock up capital in acquiring 
large blocks of valuable house property. The whole question was examined by a Special Sub- 
Committee of the Calcutta Improvement Trust, and it is in accordance with their recommend¬ 
ations which have the approval of the Improvement Trust that a Bill has now been framed for 
empowering the Trust to levy a betterment fee from property the value of which has increased 
by the operation of the Trust, in lieu of proceeding to acquisition with the alternative of exemp¬ 
tion. The Bill provides for the levy of a betterment fee calculated at 50 per cent, of the 
difference between the value of the land oh the completion of the execution of the scheme esti¬ 
mated as if the land were clear of buildings and the value of the land prior to the execution of 
the scheme estimated in like manner. The betterment fee will be assessed in the first instance 
by the Improvement Trust and in the event of this assessment not being accepted the mattor will 
be referred to two arbitrators. These two arbitrators will be chosen from e panel constituted 
by the Local Government in two parts,' the first part being composed of persons having special 
knowledge of the valuation of land and the second part of other suitable persons. One arbitra¬ 
tor will be selected from one part of the panel at a meeting of persons who have dissented from 
the assessment made by the Board, while the other will be appointed by the Local Government 
from the other part of the panel. The Bill further provides for the selection of a third arbitrator 
by lot in the event of difference of opinion between the two arbitrators. Consequential provi¬ 
sions are made in the Bill, and it is laid down that the imposition of the betterment fee is not to 
preclude the acquisition of property under the existing powers of the Improvement Trust should 
the property be required for the purposes of the Act. 

The Bill also provides for the repeal of section 14 of the Schedule to the Calcutta Improve¬ 
ment Act, 1911, with a view to make the provisions of section 49 of the Land Acquisition Act, 
1894, whioh deals with the acquisition of a part only of any house, manufactory or other build¬ 
ing throughout India applicable to all acquisition under the Calcutta Improvement Act, 1911.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The Bengal Mining Settlements Bill, 1927, dealing with the reorganisation of the ABansol 
Mines Board of Health lapsed with the dissolution of the last Council; and it has been decided 
not to proceed further at present with the Bill as then introduced as it is possible that the 
recommendations of the Royal Commission on Labour may have an important bearing on this 
legislation. It is, however, necessary to proceed without delay with the amendment of the 
existing Mining Settlements Act on two points which were included in the previous Bill. 

2. Under the existing Act the expenses are recoverable from the owners of the mines, but 
cases have occurred in which through change of ownership it has proved impossible to bring 
home this liability with the result that considerable loss has been caused to the funds of the 
Mines Board of Health. It is now proposed in clause 4 to make the share of the expenses under 
the Act payable by any mines a first charge on its profits, and thus attach the liability to the 
mine rather than to the owner from time to time. 

3. The Asansol Mines Board of Health has remained up to the present without any |hjwci 
of making by-laws with the result that rules can only be made by Government on the recom¬ 
mendation of the Board. This procedure is unnecessarily cumbrous and does not give the 
Board sufficient scope to adjust the rules from time to time and make now pre visions as circum¬ 
stances require. Powers have therefore been taken by clause 6 for the Mines Board 
of Health to issue by-laws with tho approval of Government.

I have the honour to submit the following report on the Administra¬ 
tion of the Excise Department, in the Presidency of Bengal for the year 
1929-30. 

I held charge of the Department during the year under report except 
for the period from the 24th April 1929 to the 3rd September 1929, when 
1 was on leave and Rai Bahadur A. K. Mukherjee held charge. 

* ******* 

2. Administrative changes and reforms.— (1) The Calcutta Excise 
licensing Board which exercises the statutory powers of the Collector 
in regard to the number and location of licences in the city of 
Calcutta, was reconstituted with effect from the 1st May 1929, consequent 
on the resignation of the members of the Calcutta Temperance Federa¬ 
tion from the Board ***** 

(2) The Excise Licensing Boards which had been appointed by 

Government from January 1927, in the districts of the 24-Parganas, 
Dacca, ltangpur and Chittagong, to exercise the statutory powers of 
the Collector in regard to the number and location of licences, were 
reappointed for a further period of 3 years * * * 

(3) The Excise Licensing Boards were authorised to control the 

number and location of “Bar” licences granted to hotels, restaurants 
and permanent places of amusement * * * * 

(4) To prevent all possible difficulties in the industry of manufacture 
of gur (sugar) from date-palm juice, in the areas where the tree tax 
system of tari was in force, the previous restriction of liming the 
pots used in drawing the fresh juice from the date or palm trees 
was withdrawn and permission was given to draw the juice in pots 
which were either— 

(1) internally coated with a thin coating of lime, or 

(2) properly cleaned and smoked, 

provided that such vessels were brought down from the trees before 
Sunrise to prevent fermentation * • * * * 
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(5) Bakhar, the fermenting agent (yeast) mostly used in tliis 

eoilntry in the manufacture of country spirit and country beer, was 
declared an “excisable article’ 1 and all operations in regard to the 
article were brought within the purview of the Bengal Excise Act 
throughout the Presidency, except in the districts of Jalpaiguri and 
Darjeeling, with a view to secure more adequate check on illicit brewing 
and distillation * * * * * * * 

(6) On the recommendations of the “Bengal Opium Enquiry 
Committee of 1927,’' the following measures were taken and brought 
into effect by Government from the 1st April 1930, subject to further * 
measures that may be taken as the result of the conference on the 
subject held by the Government of India in May 1930: — 

(i) The treasury (issue) price of excise opium was fixed at Its. 91 
per seer throughout the Presidency except for some shops 
of the district of Midnapore close to the border of the 
province of Bihar and Orissa where the rate was fixed at 
Its. 76 per seer, and the retail price of the drug for the 
consumer was fixed at Its. 150 per seer throughout the 
Presidency except in the above shops of the Midnapore 
district where it was fixed at Its. 135 per seer. 

(?'/) The limits of individual private possession and retail sale of 
excise opium were reduced from 3 tolas to 1 tola (180 grains) 
throughout the Presidency, except in the colonisation area 
in the Sunderbans in the district of Bakarganj where the 
. limits of retail sale and private possession were fixed at 

J tola (45 grains).

(7) The following steps were taken for check of increase in the 
consumption of charas: — 

(t) The sale of chains to any person under the age of twenty years 
was prohibited. 

(it) The limits of retail sale and private possession of charas were 
reduced from 5 tolas to 1 tola throughout the Presidency. 




(8) The following measure* were taken to check the consumption 
of cheap illicit liquor by the tea-garden labourers in the district of 
Chittagong: — 

( i ) Special rates of duty and retail price were fixed for 60° U. P. 
liquor (weak strength) in the tea garden areas. 

(it) The issue of annual “home-brewing pachwui” licences to the 
labourers working in the gardens at the rate of Re. 1 per 
annum per family was sanctioned.

(9) On the recommendation of the League of Nations on the subject 
of “Dangerous Drugs, M the Government of Bengal directed the 
introduction of the following regulations during the year: — 

(a) It was directed that the bottles, phials, packages or other 
containers, or labels affixed thereto, of all preparations, 
officinal and non-officinal (including so-called anti-opium 
remedies) containing more than 0*2 per cent, of morphine, 
all preparations containing diacetylmorphine and all prepara¬ 
tions, officinal and non-officinal, containing more than 0*1 
per cent, of cocaine, must plainly exhibit the actual 
quantity of the dangerous drug present in each container 
or sufficient particulars to admit of the ready calculation 
* of such quantity * * * * * 
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(6) Exports by sea or land outside British India of excisable 
articles, covered by the Intel national Dangerous Drugs 
Conventions, were prohibited except on export authorisations 
granted by officers authorised in this behalf, and necessary 
detailed instructions on the subject were laid down *

(c) Transmission of Indian hemp (including ganja, bhang and 
charas) or extracts and ’tinctures of Indian hemp, by post 
was prohibited except by licensed chemists on condition 
that the transmission be by “insured parcel post** and 
covered by a permit from the Collector or other proper 
authority of the place to which the parcel was addressed.

3. Temperance movements. —Besides the work of the temperance 
organisations in Calcutta, no report of organised attempt towards 
temperance was received during the year. Reports about temperance 
work of a sporadic nature were received from the following districts: — 

(/) Dacca. —There was a Temperance Organisation in the city 
which had a representative on the Excise Licensing Board of 
Dacca. He gave the Board the benefit of his suggestions. 
The association did not do any propaganda work during the 
year. 

(li) Nadia .—There was no organised temperance movement in the 
district during the year but there was occasional preaching 
of temperance by a few Christain Missionaries and 
M uhaminadan preachers. 

(in) Dtirjcrhuf/. —The local Christian Missionaries and the Hillmen’s 
Association devoted some attention to the cause of 
tempera nee. 


4. Excise Licensing Boards.— All the Excise Incensing Boards 
did useful work during the year, ami carried on their work with the 
necessary sense of responsibility and judgment.. 

The Calcutta Licensing Hoard held two meetings during the year. 
It retained all the licences of the previous year and sanctioned the 
follow ing additional licences to meet ascertained local demand‘for the

The Board also approved the transfer of the sites of 3 country 
spirit, one ganja, one siddhi, 3 restaurant, one hotel and 2 foreign 
liquor combined shops. They considered and rejected objections made 
against the-sites of 3 country spirit, one tari and one ganja shops. 

The privilege of “on’* veud was restored to one country spirit “off” 
shop and the application of another for similar privilege wus rejected 
by the Board.

The Howrah Board considered and rejected the objections made 
against the sites of 4 country spirit, 3 tari, 2 opium, 2 ganja, 2 siddhi, 
one charas and one foreign liquor public “off” licences. It sanctioned 
the transfer of site of one combined ganja and opium shop and 
recommended transfer of one tari shop to another site if an unobjection¬ 
able one were available. 
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The Bally Board recommended tiansfcr of the site of one tari shop 
if an unobjectionable site were available. It rejected an application 
for a new combined shop for opium and ganja. 

The Sadar Board of the 24-Parganas district held three meetings. 
Two tari shops were abolished and one new combined ganja and opium 
shop was sanctioned on the recommendation of the Board with effect 
from 1st April 1930. 

The Barrackpore Board held three meetings. The sites of one 
foreigm liquor, 3 country spirit and 2 tari shops were changed on the 
lecommendation of the Board from 1st April 1930. 

The Dacca Board held two meetings. On the recommendation of 
the Board one ganja shop was abolished from 1st April 1930. 

The JRangpur Board held two meetings. One country spirit, one 
opium and one ganja shops were abolished, and one new ganja shop 
was opened on the recommendation of the Board from 1st April 1930. 

The Chittagong Board held two meetings. On the recommendation 
of the Board one tari shop and one pachwai shop were abolished, one 
ganja, one opium and one tari shops were newly opened, and the sites 
of 2 tari shops were changed with effect from 1st April 1930. 

5. Excise Advisory Committees. —In areas other than those 
mentioned in paragraph 4 above, the local Excise Advisory Committees 
advised the Collectors of the districts as regards the number and 
location of excise and opium shops. All their recommendations were 
carefully considered and most, of them were accepted. 

Generally speaking, most of the Advisory Committees showed due 
sense of responsibility and judgment in their recommendations. In 
a few cases, however, the Committees advocated immediate total 
abolition of all licences within their areas. 

In accordance with their recommendations, o?ie foreign liquor 
(hotel licence), 3 country spirit, 2 tari, 7 pachwai, 2 ganja and 2 
bhang shops were abolished, the sites of 2 foreign liquor “off,” 18 
country spirit, 4 tari, 13 pachwai, 4 opium, and 11 ganja simps were 
changed; and 2 foreign liquor “off,” 2 country spirit, one tari, one 
pachwai, 7 opium, 2 ganja and (5 bhang shops were newly opened 
with effect from the 1st April 1930.

The increase in revenue was mainly due to larger collections under 
head “Pachwai vend fees” from shops working under the fixed^fee 
system. 

7. Actual receipts. —Deducting the advance collections 
(Bs. 1,89,092) for 1930-31 and adding the revenue (Rs. 1,37,144) which 
was collected in advance in 1928-29, the actual receipts on account 
of 1929-30 were Bs. 2,26,95,976 against Rs. 2,26,72,690 (after similar 
adjustment) of the preceding year. 
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8. Excise Charges * * * * • —The 

total expenditure of the Excise und Salt Department, excluding the 
cost price of opium payable to the Government of India, wan 
Its. 16,20,441 against Its. 15,86,822 during 1928-29. The increase in 
expenditure was mainly due to construction of three sets of quarters 
for Excise officers in the district of Jalpaiguri and also due to the fact 
that the compensation payable to the Cooch Behar State during 1928-29 
was not drawn in that year bv the State but was taken in the year 
1929-30. 

9. Revenue under different heads * * * .— 

The largest increase of revenue (Its. 3,68,149) occurred under 
“Receipts from country fermented liquors (Pachwai).” “Tari tree 
tax receipts” came next with an increase of (Rs. 82,637) followed by 
“Duty on spirits used for manufacture of medicines and on rectified 
spirits and absolute alcohol used for medicinal purposes” (Rs. 22,623) 
and “Total receipts from opium” (Rs. 13,743). The largest decrease 
(Rs. 2,07,499) occurred under the head “Total receipts from country 
spirit,” and Rs. 68,341 under “Duty on wines and spirits manufactured 
in India and classed as foreign liquors.” “Total receipts from hemp 
drugs” showed a decrease of 11s. 53,894. 

10. Demand and collection * * * — 

Of the gross demand of Rs. 2,26,88),502 a sum of Rs. 2,26,47,923 
or 99-8 per cent, was realised, Rs. 9,748 was remitted as irrecoverable. 
The incidence of excise revenue per head of population was 7 annas 
8 pies, the same as in the previous year.

Country Spirit. 

12. System Of supply and sale. —There were no changes in the 
system of supply and sale. 

13. Retail Licenoes. —The number of licences for the retail sale of 
country spirit was 931 against 927. The increase was solely due to 
the opening of a few new country spirit shops in the tea-garden aivas 
of the district of Chittagong, where it had been found that for want of 
licit supply of cheap spirit, the labourers mostly used illicitly manufac¬ 
tured liquor obtained from Chittagong Hill Tracts. 

0 

14. Consumption. —The total consumption of country spirit in 
the Presidency amounted to 575,121 L.P. gallons as compared with 
583,804 L.P. gallons in the preceding year showing a decrease of 
8,683 L.P. gallons. Consumption increased in 14 districts and 
decreased iu 12 districts. 

Noticeable decrease occurred in the following districts and was due 
to special reasons in each case, the main reason having been unfavour¬ 
able economic conditions amongst the classes who generally drink this 
sort of liquor. The decreases were in the districts of Mymensingh 
(5,341 L.P. gallons or 21'9 per cent.), ltangpur (1,978 L.P. gallons 
or 10*5 per cent.), Tippera (815 L.P. gallops or 8*7 per cent.), Bogra 
(699 L.P. gallons or 8*02 per cent.), Bankura (1,295 L.P. gallons or 
7*3 per cent.), Bakarganj (298 L.P. gallons or 6-5 per cent.), 
Jalpaiguri (2,862 L.P. gallons or 6 1 per cent.) and Calcutta (7,476 
L.P. gallons or 5 -2 per cent..). 

The decrease in Mymensingh and Tippera was mainly due to the 
serious floods which visited the<e districts in June 1929, and the 
consequent distress. Similarly in liangpur it was due to depression 
in trade in hide, tobacco and jute, while in Jalpaiguri it was due to 
depression in tea. In Bankura and part of Murshidabad districts it 
was due to bad trade in lac in the lac-producing areas of the two 
districts. In Calcutta depression iu trade, and strikes of labour in 
mills and factories adjoining the suburbs chiefiy contributed to the 
* decrease. 

Noticeable increases occurred in the following districts: Chittagong 
(],864 L.P. gallons or 38.:7 per cent.), Midnapore (4,141 L.P, gallons 
or 10*9 per cent..), Birbhum (348 L.P. gallons or 8*9 per cent.), 
Darjeeling (2,207 L.P. gallons or 7*5 per cent.) and Howrah (762 L.P. 
gallons or 6/3 per cent.)'. 
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Five districts (Hooghly, Howrali, Nadia, Rajshahi, Malda) reported 
increase in consumption due to a larger number of marriages held 
amongst the lower classes of people addicted to this liquor, towards 
the end of the year, in anticipation of the enforcement of the Sarda 
Marriage Act Horn 1st April 19*10. 

The increase in Chittagong was mainly due to the replacement of 
illicit liquor by licit liquor in the tea-garden areas in the district. 

The increase in Midnnpore, llirbhurn and Darjeeling was due to 
better economic conditions, us well as suppression of illicit manufacture 
in particular localities. 

A statement is given below showing figures of consumption of 
country spirit in the industrial areas in the district of the 24-Parganas, 
Hooglily and Howrah from w the year 1922-21 to 1929-10, the yeur 
of the report.

The increase in consumption in the industrial area of the district of 
Howrah during the year is reported to have been due to the opening 
of some new mills and consequent increase in the number of coolies 
employed in the mill ureas of the district. 

15. Total revenue from country spirit. —The total revenue (licence 
and distillery fees and duty) from country spirit was Rs. 85,86,116 
against Rs. 87,91,615 showing a decrease of Rs. 2,07,499. The revenue 
derived from duty and distillery fees decreased by Rs. 2,29,156 and 
that from licence fees increased bv Rs. §1,857. 

16. Convictions fair drunkenness and action taken against licensees 

for permitting it.— ******* 

* * * * * * * In Calcutta. 4,681 

persons were convicted of drunkenness as compared with .4,695 persons 
in the previous year, but no statistics were taken to show what 
proportion of these cases was due to indulgence in country spirit, tali 
and foreign liquor respectively. The convictions were the direct result 
of the vigilance of the police officers who detected them and bote 
no relation to the figures of consumption. In the municipality of 
Rangpur 9 persons were convicted for drunkenness against no convictions 
in the previous year and in the newly constituted municipality of 
Gaibandha there were five such convictions.

18. Generah —During the year under report licences for the retail 
sale of fermented lari were settled by auction in the tree-tax as well 
as in the other areas of the Presidency. 

19. The tree-tax system in Hooghly, Howrah, 24-Parganas and 

Calcutta. —The system worked satisfactorily on the whole during the 
year under report. M 

20. Statistics. —The total receipts under the head “Tari” increased 
from Rs. 9,75,538 to Rs. 10,15,297. The number of retail licences 
decreased from 509 to 601. Out of the total revenue of Rs. 10,15,297 
from tati Rs. 9,76,604 was derived from the Burdwan and the Presidency 
Divisions and the district of Malda. Of thMcftfcl reveniie, Ra.6,81,#41 
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waft derived from tree-tax and Its. 4,31,954 from licence fees. The

The marked decrease in the number of licences permitting “home¬ 
brew” of pacliwai was due to issue of a less number of licences by 
managers in the tea-gardens in the district of Jalpaiguri, and bad 
economic condition of aborigines, accustomed to this liquor, in the 
districts of Maldu, Bogia and ‘Jd-Parganas. 

22. RCVCnUC. —The revenue in licence fees from “retail vend 
shops’* increased from Its. 10,47,Kill to Its. 14,29,240. I'he increase 
was marked in Burdwau (Its. 2,08,803), Birbhum (Its. 95,152), Bankura 
(Its. 22,141), Midmipore (Its. 10,080), Roughly (Its. 20,582), .Nadia 
(Its. 3,640) and Murshidabad (Its. 21,198). The increase in revenue, 
in the Western Bengal districts mentioned above was due to increased 
consumption of the article on account of good harvest of the winter 
paddy in 1928-29, as well as to the fall in the retail price of rice 
m 1929-30, which governed the scale of taxation on the article. 

The revenue in licence fees from home-brewing of pacliwai decreased 
from Rs. 1,04,245 to Rs. 90,907. r I lie decrease was due to the issue 
of a less number of licences. 

The total revenue derived from pacliwai licences under the above 
three heads increased from Rs. 11,52,501 in 1928-29 to Rs. 15,20,710 
in the year under report. 

23. Consumption. —The consumption in the districts of Burdwan, 
Birblium, Bankura, Midnapore, ITooghly, Nadia and Murshidabad 
where the Bengal fixed-fee system was. in operation from previous years 
and accurate figures of consumption from the licensed shops wefe 
available, 1 amounted to 230,904 maunds of rice against 207,522 uiaunds 
of rice during the previous year as detailed below: —

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The Collector of Customs, Calcutta, has commented on the statistics 
for the port of Calcutta in 1929-30 as follows: — 

“* * * . To arrive at the consumption of liquors imported 

through Calcutta, it is necessary also to consider stocks in bond. When 
these are taken into account, it appears that there was a marked increase 
in the consumption of ale, beor and stout. The consumption of the 
principal spirits has remained steady. Vort, champagne and still 
white wine have declined hut sherry and other still red wines have 
improved. There has been noticeable decline in the average proof 
strength of whisky, the average for the year under report being 26 
under proof as ugainst 22 under proof in 1928-29.’’ 

“Imports of British ales and beer have increased from 000,654 to 
733,247 gallons and the average price is now cheaper than that of 
German beers. Imports of these and of Dutch beers have increased 
somewhat, hut Japanese beers show a decline.”

Besides the above, 36*5 L.P. gallons of rum were imported from 
the Dyer Distillery, Lucknow, by the Military authorities for the use 
of His Excellency the Governors bodyguard stationed at Alipore at 
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lis. JO per London proof gallon. 433 L.P. gallons of rujtn were 
imported by Messrs. Lyall Marshall and Company, from Rosa Distillery 
in United Provinces on payment of duty there, G’G and 199 London 
proof gallons of rum were issued duty-free from the Kussa Distillery 
to the Sub divisional Officer, North Cachar, and Deputy Commissioned, 
Naga Hills, respectively. 20*2 London proof gallons of brandy were 
issued from Itussa Distillery to Nagpur (C. V.) on payment of duty 
there. 57 8 L.P. gallons of brandy were issued to Madras under bond. 
28 -2 and 32 0 London proof gallons of Shajehanpur rum were issued 
duty-free to the Political Officer, Sadiya Frontier Tract, and the 
Officer-in-charge, Supply Depot, Hastings, respectively, from the 
Calcutta Warehouse of Messrs. Lyall Marshall and Company. 85 -6 
London proof gallons of rum were issued duty-free from the Bonn agar 
Laboratory to hospitals. 37 -2 L.P. gallons of cooly rum were exported 
to Assam on payment of duty in that province and 3 -8 London proof 
gallons of milk punch were exported to Madras from Eonnagar 
Distillery under bond. 1,4758 London proof gallons of brandy were 
exported from Asansol Distillery to Bombay on payment of duty there.

38. Manufacture of tinctures and medicines.— A new bonded 
laboratory of Messrs. M. Bhattaeharji and Company was opened this 
year from 1st November 1929, which along with seven existing bonded 
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laboratories in Calcutta, and one in Konnagar continued to manufacture 
tinctures and medicinal preparations during the year under report; 
71,070 *5 London proof gallons of rectified spirit contained in tinctures 
and medicinal preparations were issued from the nine laboratories on 
payment of duty against 57,22G London proof gallons issued during 
the preceding year. 

The duty realised on tinctures issued from bonded laboratories at 
Us. 5 per London proof gallon on the spirit contents was Rs. 3,65,352-8, 
of which lls. 3,42,862 was realised in Bengal, Its. 6,418 was realised 
in Bengal to the credit of other provinces and Its. 6,072-8 was realised 
in other provinces, against Its. 2,86,130 in the year 1928-29. 

Medicinal preparations containing 26,024 London proof gallons of 
spirit were issued duty-free to tlie charitable dispensaries and hospitals 
in the various provinces in addition to 7,722 London proof gallons of 
rectified spirit, and 2,385 London proof gallons of absolute alcohol. 

Permit-holders in Bengal took supplies of 8,354*2 London proof 
gallons of rectified spirit and absolute alcohol from the distilleries, 
and 9,018 L.P. gallons from bonded laboratories, on payment of 
Kb. 86,861 as duty. 175*0, 99*8, 158*3, and 8*0 L.P. gallons of 
rectified spirit and absolute alcohol were supplied to permit-holders 
in Assam, United Provinces, Bihar and Orissa and Madras respectively, 
on payment of duty in those provinces. 

Tho rules prescribing strict adherence to B.P. standards and 
approved recipes continued to be strictly enforced, and there were 
no complaints regarding the quality of the products of the bonded 
laboratories.

45. Retail licences. —The total number of licences issued in the 
Presidency for the retail sale of ganja was 1,204 against 1,205 in 
1928-29. 

46. Consumption. —The total quantity of ganja consumed in the 
Presidency amounted io 1,559 mounds 7 seers against 1,577 maupds 
19 seers showing a net. decrease of 18 maunds 12 seers or 1*1 per cent. 

The consumption was practically stationary in most of the districts 
in the Presidency. In the district of Mymensingh, there was an 
appreciable fall, amounting to 12*8 per cent, due particularly to the 
floods in June 1929, and consequent unfavourable economic conditions. 
The same reasons affected consumption in the neighbouring district 
of Tippera. 

47. Total revenue. —The total receipts for the year amounted to 
lis. 49,49,446 against Its. 49,9.1,507 in the previous year, the net 
decrease amounting to Rs. 42,061. The revenue from licence fees 
and duty decreased by Rs. 21,442 and Rs. 20,738, respectively, while 
that from goln rent increased by Rs. 119. 

48. Incidence of taxation. —The incidence of licence fees per seer 
of ganjft consumed was Rs. 37*7 and that of duty Rs. 40. The total 
taxation was 77*7 per seer as compared with 77*6 in the previous

The urea sanctioned l'«i cultivation during the year was 1,800 
bighus. There was no case of cancellation or surrender of licence 
during the year. The area actually cultivated was 1,855 higlias 12 
cottulis and 2 chitaks against 1,022 highus 8 cottahs and 5 chitaks 
in the previous year. 

The cultivation during the year was affected by Hoods in the early 
part ot October 1020, on account of which about 39(j biglias were 
either submerged or partly inundated. The affected area was replanted 
with fresh seedlings mostly on new plots, which had not been, how¬ 
ever, manured and prepared in time. The results of tile flood, coupled 
with unfavourable rains in Febnuuy and the early pari of March 
1080, rendered the quality of the crop unsatisfactory, and also 
appreciably reduced the outturn per bigha. The total outturn was, 
however, still above the average demand during 1928-29 and 1929-30.

50. Licences and revenue. —The totul number of retail* licences 
for the sale of bhang was 825 against 828 in the previous year. . The 
total number of druggists’ permits issued was 008 against 021 in the # 
previous year. The total revenue from licence fees and duty amounted 
to Rs. 1,90,198 as compared with Rs. 1,92,880 in 1928-29 showing 
an increase of Rs. 3,808. 

57. Consumption. —The principal demand for bhang was, as in 
the previous years, confined to most of the West Bengal districts. 
In most of the districts in East Bengal, the demand for bhang as 
an intoxicant is very small. The total quantity of bhang consumed 
in the Presidency amounted to 397 mounds 2 seers against 389 maunds 
82 seers in the previous year showing'an increase of 7 maunds 10 seers. 
There was noticeable decrease in Dacca, Mymensingh and Rangpur, 
w^hile increase, occurred in most of the West Bengal districts. 

58. Exports. —Three maunds of duty-paid bhang were exported 
from Hooghly to French Chandernagore against 2 maunds 30 seers 
in the previous year. Twenty-three seers of duty-paid bhang was 
issued from Comilla to the adjacent state of Tripura against one maund 
in the preceding year. 

59. Abuse. —No case of abuse of medicinal preparations manu¬ 
factured from the drug was reported during the year. 


Charas. 

60. LiGOfl©0S and revenue. —The total number of licences issued in 
the Presidency for the retail sale of charas tves 34 against the same 
number in 1928-29. There were 3 wholesale licences against the 
same number in the preceding year. The total receipts for the year 
amounted to Rs. 2,89,686 as compaied with Rs. 3,05,382 in 1928-29, 
showing a decrease of Rs. 16,696 in licence fee which was due to 
decrease in the consumption of the drug. 
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61. Import, export and consumption.— The total quantity of charas 
imported info the Presidency was 03 maunds Hi seers againBt 65 
maunds 37 seers in the previous year. The drug was as usual, imported 
by the wholesale dealers of Calcutta and Birbhum direct from the 
Punjab and supplied to the retail vendors in the districts. The total 
issue to retail shops in the Presidency was 52 maunds 18 seers as 
compared with 55 maunds 7 seers in the preceding year, while the con¬ 
sumption in Calcutta amounted to 27 mounds 39 seers against 30 
maunds 24 seers in the previous year. 

Twelve seers of chains were exported to Erencli Chamlernagore 
during the year against 4 seers exported during the previous year. 

CHAPTER V—OPIUM. 

62. Restricted supply Of opium. —The restrictive system of supply 
of opium to licensed shops, under which the monthly supply to each 
shop is limited to requirements in each locality and increase of supply 
is not permitted except on dear evidence of an increase in demand,

In other districts, the system was not in force as no necessity was 
felt to regulate supplies. In districts in which the limits of supply 
were restricted, the issues and consumption were actually less than 
the limits fixed, except only in the district of Chittagong, where the 
entire fixed allotment was sold. 

fid. Consumption. —The consumption of excise opium during the 
year under report was 993 maunds 21 seers, as compared with 987 
maunds 24 seers in the preceding year, an increase of 5 maunds 37 
seers. 

Noticeable increase occurred only in the district of Noakhali (31 
seers or 10*5 per cent.). The reason was an extension of the use of 
licit opium amongst, people as a household remedy against certain 
forms of illness. 

The decrease in consumption exceeded (i per cent, in the districts 
of Mymensingh (58 seers or 7*3 per cent.) and Darjeeling (33 seers 
or Ifi *6 per cent.). In Mymensingh the decrease was mainly due to 
economic distress on account of floods and consequent failure of crops, 
and in Darjeeling it was chiefly due to the diversion of the Tibetan 
wool trade from Kalimpong to Rungpo (Sikkim) and also the general 
slump in trade with Tibet. 

G4. Licences for retail sale. —The total number of licences issued 
for the retail sale of excise opium was 855, as compared with 853 in 
the previous year. Three shops w^ero abolished in Rangpur and five 
new shops were opened, viz., 2 in Tippera and one each in Hooglily, 
Noakhali and Dinajpur. 

65. Medicinal permits and licences under the Opium and Morphia 
Rules. —The total number of permits and licences issued was 1,663 
as compared with 1,570 in the previous year. The number included 
805 licences or permits issued for intoxicating drugs including opium, 
and 858 licences or permits issued for morphia drugs * *

The increase in the number of licences was due to gradual increase in 
ordinary chemists' and druggists 9 business. 
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66. Revenue. —The total receipts amounted to Its. 48,21,640 us 
compared with Its.

07. Abuse Of opium and morphia. —The use of morphia aw a 
substitute tor opium does not appear to have been prevalent in any 
district. The administration of opium pills to children prevailed to 
a limited extent among 1 certain sections of the mill population in the 
subdivisions of llarrackpure and Serampore.

70. Liconcos and rovenuo. —Four hundred and eighty-two licences 
were issued during the year to chemists and druggists for the sale 
of cocaine on prescriptions of qualified medical practitioners as 
compared with 454 in 1928-29. Eighty-six permits for the possession 
of cocaine were issued free to managers of hospitals or dispensaries 
under Government supervision. Fifty permits were issued to qualified 
medical practitioners and dentists. 

71. Preventive operations and illicit transactions in cocaine.—

72. Miscellaneous. —No confiscated cocaine was in stock at the 
beginning of the year and no quanlity was received for sale during 
the year under report. The Chemical Examiner to the Government 
of Bengal destroyed all confiscated cocaine s ent to him for examination 
as the stuff did not conform 1o the B.l\ standard in any case.

facture or possession of pachwai and bakhur, as well as illicit possession {, 
or sale of cocaine. 

74. The position in the Presidency as regards offences against the 
excise and opium laws continued to he the same as in the previous 
year, except foi increasing ingenuity and resources brought to play 
by smugglers of cocaine and opium, and for an organised attempt, 
on the part, of some local Chinamen who have put up some tanneries 
at Tangra and Topsia in the 24-Pmganas district, just on the border 
of Calcutta, to manufacture country spirit on a fairly large scale for 
illicit supplies in Calcutta and the suburbs. This is being effectively 
dealt with by the local staffs. 

Efforts of smugglers of cocaine and opium, who belong to powerful 
gangs composed mainly of up-country Muhammadans and the Chinese 
with headquarters at Calcutta, Delhi, Amritsar, Peshawar, Rumour 
in United Provinces, Rewa in Rajputana, Ajmere and a few other 
states in north-west India and in Rajputana, as well as Rangoon, 
Hongkong and a few other Chinese cities in the East, continued to 
receive constant and all possible check from the officers of this Depart¬ 
ment as well as of the Customs and the Police. 

Attention on the railways being watchful, the smugglers have 
commenced transportation of articles in motor (tars, from and to the 
north-west and the officers have also become vigilant against this 
method of transport.

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75. The officers of the Department successfully tackled offences 
under the excise and opium laws in most of the districts, as far as 
possible with the men and resouices at their command. Unfortunately, 
however, these efforts could not produce such deterrent effect on illicit 
traffic as might be expected, particularly for two reasons, viz.:— 

(1) Inadequacy of the existing legal provisions for the punishment 

of men who commit 'the major offences against the excise and 
opium laws. 

(2) Inadequacy of punishments awarded by magistrates specially 

as regards the major offences. Even the major offonces 
under the excise and opium laws are still looked upon 
merely as “fiscal offences,” and it. appears as if sufficient 
consideration is not always attached to the serious harm 
caused to society as well as to Government in numerous 
directions, by the people who engage themselves systemati¬ 
cally in regular illicit traffic in intoxicating liquors and 
drugs. 


I make these observations not with any view to criticise, but simply 
to invite attention to the seriousness of all major offences against the 
excise and opium laws. The man who brews a pot of pacliwai (rice 
beer) or manufactures a pot of spirit or who collects a few wild bhang 
plants for his own consumption, is quite in a different category from 
people who make it a profession to deal with spirits, or drugs for 
regular traffic, aud T consider that the sooner the existing law for the 
punishment of offenders of the latter nature are tightened up, and the 
existing provisions are more rigorously enforced by the magistrates, the 
bettoi* it would he in the direction of more effective control of 
intoxicants. 

Total eradication ol tlm serious forms ( ot illicit traffic, specially in 
dings is not possible until all countries lull in line and restrict manu¬ 
facture of “dangerous drugs’ to medicinal requirements, but it is 
certainly desirable that traffickers in these articles gel much less 
leniency than is the case at present, due to reasons explained above; 

70. In Calcutta efforts to tackle the principal offenders and their 
associates engaged in illicit traffic in opium, cocaine and charas as 
well as in the illicit distillation of country spirit were persistently 
made throughout the year and met with all possible success, and the 
department is thankful for the co-operation it received from the Police 
and Customs officials. The illicit traffic inside the city as well as at the 
railway t termini continued to be looked after by the Excise detective 
stpff in co-operation with the Police officials, while the illicit traffic 
on board the vessels and on ihc jetties was looked after mainly by 
the Customs detective staff.

The following amendments made by the 
Corporation of Calcutta under section 50 (b) 
of the Calcutta Municipal Act, 1923 (Bengal 
Act Ill of 1923), in the Pension Rules of the 
Calcutta Corporation sanctioned in Govern¬ 
ment notification No. 225 T.M., dated the 24th 
August 1895, as subsequently amended, have 
been sanctioned by the Local Government in 
accordance with the provisions of section 485 
of the Act in the Local Self-Government De¬ 
partment letter No. 4310 M., dated the 21st 
November 1930, and are published as requir¬ 
ed by section 486 thereof. The additions are 
in italics: — 

(1) Substitute the following for rule 11: — 

Subject as hereinafter provided, a pension 
or gratuity shall, on his retirement or dis¬ 
charge from municipal service, be payable to 
every officer or servant who, having contri¬ 
buted under these rules on scale A, (a) shall 
have attained the age of 55 years, or (/>) shall 
have been certified under rule 15 as incapa¬ 
citated for further service or (c) whose services 
shall have been dispensed with in con¬ 
sequence of reduction or reorganisation of 
establishment, and not from any fault of liis 
own, or (d) who shall have been permitted by 
the authority competent to appoint lcun to 
retire after completion of qualifying service 
for thirty years before attaining the age of 
55 years. Provided however that (except as 
provided in rule 18) no pension or gratuity 
shall be payable to any officer or servant who 
shall not have completed five years’ service at 
the time of such retirement or discharge. 

The pensions or gratuities granted under 
the above conditions shall be designated 
respectively as— 

(a) Superannuation pension or gratuity, 

(b) Invalid pension or gratuity, 

(c) Compensation pension or gratuity, 

{d) Retiring pension . 

(2) Substitute the following for rule 14: — 

Save as in this rule expressly provided, no 
pension or gratuity shall be payable to any 
officer or servant who shall voluntarily resign 
the municipal service before the age of 55 
years (unless duly certified under rule 15 us 
incapacitated for further service or permitted 
to retire after completion of qualifying 
service for 30 years), or to any officer or 
servant who shall be dismissed from the 
municipal service for misconduct, nor shall 
any such officer or servant voluntarily resign¬ 
ing or being dismissed as afoiesaid be entitled 
to. any refund of contributions therefor made 
by him under these rules. Provided however 
that the Corporation may, if circumstances 
shall, in their opinion, render it just or pro¬ 
per so to do, treat any particular case as a 
special case, and.by special resolution allow 
an officer or servant who has voluntarily re. 

jeta* been dismissed as aforesaid to re-

ceive such pension or gratuity as they may, 
think proper, not exceeding the limits pre¬ 
scribed by rule IT. 

(3) Substitute the following for the proviso 
to rule 27 : — 

Provided that nothing in this or any of the 
foregoing rules contained shall be deelried to 
preclude the Corporation in their absolute 
discretion from granting a compassionate 
allowance to any officer or servant (whether 
eligible or ineligible to contribute, and 
whether he has contributed or not.) who may 
have been permanently disabled or seriously 
injured in or during the discharge of his 
duties or to the widow and children, or in 
case lie shall have left no widow or children, 
to the parents, brothers and sisters, of any 
such officer or servant who may have been 
killed in the discharge of his duties or to an 
officer or servant not being a contributor 
either to the pension or the provident fund 
who may have become unfit, for further dis¬ 
charge of his duties from natural or other 
causes or may have become disabled in the 
service of the municipality. 

Provided further that in determining the 
amount of such gratuity or compassionate 
allowance to be paid to any officer or servant

16. That your petitioner had actually 
appeared at the Returning Officer's office with 
the nomination paper before 3 p.m., on the 
said 7th of August, as in fact the Returning 
Officer himself admits in his said letter when 
he says that the nomination paper had been 
left by your petitioner in his office and that 
he was out when your petitioner had caHled.

On or about the* 12tli of August, 1980. the 
Respondent, Sir Abdur Rahim, caused a 
deputation to wait on the Respondent 
Md. Rafique and his father Dost Muhammad 
at the latter’s house at 19, Xakanah Sticct, 
Calcutta. The said deputation included, 
amongst others, Ahdool Razak. Hajeo Ahdool 
vSuttai- and Khajn Abdul Gani (who had sub¬ 
scribed Sir Abdur Rahim's nomination paper) 
and several other canvassers and supporters* of 
Sir Abdur Rahim, such as Ahmad Ahdus 
Saltar, Abdul Majid, etc. The object of the 
deputation was to get Md. Rafique to with¬ 
draw* somehow or other. The Ret inning 
Officer had refused the petitioner's nomina¬ 
tion, and if Md. Rafique could lie made to 
withdraw* his candidature Sir Abdur Rahim 
could get returned unopposed.

Amendments. 

(i) For rule 7 of each of the said Rules the, 
following rules shall be substituted, namely :— 

“7. The Master of every British ship 
registered in British India, other than a home- 
trade ship not exceeding three hundred tons 
burden, shall, before the ship leaves any dock, 
wharf, place or harbour in British India for 
the purpose of proceeding to sea, make the 
following entries in the Official Log:— 

(i) if not previously entered, all the parti¬ 
culars stated in the certificate of approval 
issued pursuant to these Rules together with 
the draught of water of the ship as shown on 
the scale of feet on her steam and stern post 
when the ship is so loaded that the upper edge 
of each line marked “K” pursuant to Rule 4 
is on the surface of the water and the ship is 
upright on an even keel; 

(ii) tlie actual draught of water of the ship 
as shown on the scale of feet on her steam and 
stern post, whim the ship is loaded and ready 
to leave the said dock, wharf, place or harbour 
together with the actual freeboard amidships 
(as hereinafter defined) on the port and star¬ 
board sides of the ship and the mean free¬ 
board ; 

(iii) the density of the water in which the 
ship was lying when loaded and ready to leave 
as aforesaid. 

7A. The Master of every British ship 
registered in British India, other than a home 
trade ship not, exceeding three hundred tons 
burden, shall before the ship leaves any such 
dock, wharf, place or harbour for such pur¬ 
pose in addition enter in the Official Log:— 

(i) the allowances, if any, to be made in 
order to arrive at the mean freeboard amid¬ 
ships whom the ship first reaches salt water 
after leaving the said dock, wharf, place or 
harbour, These allowances may be in respect 
of— 

(a) the density of the water in which the 

# ship was lying when loadod; 

( h) any ashes and rubbish which it is 
Intended to throw overboard; 

(c) fuel that would normally he consumed 
before the ship reaches salt water. 

(ii) the mean drought of water and the 
mean freeboard amidships of the ship in salt 
water as calculated after making the appro¬ 
priate allowances. 

(iii) the date and time of posting the Notice 
required by Rule 7B. 

7B. The Master of every British ship regis¬ 
tered in British India, other than a home trade 
ship not exceeding three hundred tons burden, 
shall, before the ship leaves any such dock, 
wharf, place or harbour for such purpose put 
up in some conspicuous place on board the 
phip so as to bo legible to all members of the 


crew a notice giving the particulars required 
in the form set out in Schedule B hereto. The 
notice shall be signed by the Muster and the 
First Mate and shall be kept so put up and 
legible until after the ship arrives at any other 
dock, wharf, place or harbour. 

70. For the purpose of these Rules, Free¬ 
board means the height of the side of the whip 
amidships in feet and inches from the’water 
to the top of the deck line required to be mark¬ 
ed on the ship’s side pursuant to the Indian 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1924, and referred to 
in the load-line certificate of approval issued 
pursuant to Rule 9. 

(ii) 1 ii rules f> and 9 of each of the said 
Rules for the words “the Schedule hereto,” 
wherevci they occur, the words and letter 
“Schedule A hereto” shall he substituted. 

(iii) For the heading “Schedule” to the

An Examination in the Art and Practice of 
Teaching for teachers of English subjects in 
Boys’ Secondary Schools (aided and unaided) 
including Madrasahs in the Chittagong Divi¬ 
sion will be held at the Chittagong Normal 
School on the 12th January 1931, at J1 a.in., 
and on the following date, if necessary*. The 
examination of teachers of vernacular subjects 
and oriental classical languages of the same 
schools will also be held on the same da/te and 
at the same place and hour.

(r) Pandits and Maul vis employed in teach¬ 
ing oriental classical languages other than 
pandits in Sanskrit tSLs and maulvis in 
Madrasahs. They must have passed the 
Sunskiit Title Examination or the Final 
Examination of a senior grade Madrasah. 
The examination in the case of these classes 
of teachers : will be conducted either in English 
or vernacular at the option of the candidate.

(a) A practical examination in close control, 
the candidate bein^ required to keep a clasa

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

A berm of an embankment forms an important portion of an embankment because it pre¬ 
vents leakage in flood time and possible breaches, finder section 4 of the Bengal Embankment 
Act, 1882, all berms of embankments vest in Government The word 4< berm ” has, however, 
been inadvertently omitted in section 3 under the definition of “ Embankment ” and the result 
has been that cases of damage done to berms brought before a court of law are invariably dis¬ 
missed beoausc of the omission of the word “ berm ” in section 3 of the Act. It has therefore 
become necessary to include the word “ berm ” in the definition of “ Embankment ” in section 
3 of the Bengal Embankment Act, 1882. 

The intention of the .second paragraph of section 61 of the Bengal Embankment Act, 1882, 
is that interest should be charged from the date of apportionment on the amount charged to or 
apportioned on any estate or tenure, less any instalment of such amount paid from time to time. 
In the opinion of the High Court this paragraph aH it stands at present is not clear ; and owing 
to a recent judgment delivered in a ease Government is precluded from levying interest on the 
oost of works undertaken under the Act from the date of apportionment of those works among 
the persons benefited The High Court has laid it down that interest should be charged on 
arrears of instalments only and not on the whole sum advanced by Government. This has 
necessitated an amendment of the second paragraph of section 61 of tho Act.

Final Forecast off the Bhadoi Crops of Bengal, 
1930-31. 

(Noth. —On an average of the five years end¬ 
ing 4928-29, the area under autumn rice in 
Bengal has represented some 0 * 1 per cent, of 
the total area under rice in British India.) 

Character of the Season.— As indicated in the 
preliminary forecast the weather was 
generally favourable for preparatory tillage 
and for early sowing of the crops in East and 
North Bengal. In West Bengal deficient 
rainfall retarded late sowings to some extent. 
Subsequent conditions were uniformly favour¬ 
able for the growth and development of the 
crops, with the result that the outturn improved 
iu the important districts of Nadia, Murshi- 
dubad, Jessore, Jalpaiguri, Rangpur, Chittsi- 
gong and Tippera. On the whole a good crop 
of autumn rice was rouped for the province. 

Acre&gO. —The total acreage sown with the 
different bhadoii crops this year is reported to 


be 6,837,700 acres as against 5,815,100 acres 
last year. Of thifo, the area under autumn 
rice is estimated at 5,082,100 acres as against 
5,031,100 acres last'year. 

Outturn. —According to District Officers' 
estimates, the outturn of tho different bhadoi 
crops for the Presidency works out at 8J per 
cent, of the normul this year ns against 75 per 
cent, last year. 

The autumn rice* is estimated to yield an 
outturn of 82 per cent, of the normal for the 
province this year as against the estimate of 
80 per cent, last year. In my opinion the 
outturn of autumn rice is an underestimate and 
that tho crop is not less than 105 per cent, of 
the normal this year. 

On the basis of a normal yield of 10J maunds 
of clean grain per acre, the gross outturn of 
bhadoi paddy (autumn rice) for the province 
is estimated at 2,107,300 tons this year as 
against 1,589,400 tons last year or an increase 
of about 33 per cent.

Second Forecast of the Winter Rice Crop of 
Bengal, 1930-31. 

(Non:.—On ini a venire of the five years end¬ 
ing J 928-29, the area under winter rice in 
Bengal has represented some 17*6 per cent, 
of the total area under rice in British India.) 

Character of the season.— As indicated in 
the first forecast, the weather, until May, was 
favourable for preparatory tillage and sowing, 
and also for the growth of broadcast paddy in 
Eastern Bengal districts. Field operations 
for transplanted paddy and the sowings of 
seed hods were carried on under good condi¬ 
tions in May. This was followed by a weak 
monsoon in June and July, especially in parts 
of East and North Bengal, where the progress 
of transplantation was s)oav. In West Bengal, 
on the other hand, good showers facilitated 
the operation generally. Favourable rainfall 
in August and in the first part of September 
also helped transplanting operation, with the 
result that, more area Avas brought under cul¬ 
tivation this year. Seasonable show'ei's in the 
latter part of September and the first part of 
October materially increased the outturn in 


West and in parts of East Bengal. Elsewhere 
a fairly satisfactory crop is expected. 

Acreage. —According to the figures return¬ 
ed by the District Officers the total area under 
winter rice is 14,900,300 acres as compared 
with 14,043,400 and 14,793,700 acres in the 
corresponding and final forecasts of last year. 

Outturn. —From the summary of the district 
returns appended it will be seen that R&nkura 
reports more than a normal crop. ‘Five dis¬ 
tricts report a normal crop of 100 per cent., 
fifteen districts a crop varying from 80 to 95 
per cent, and the rest from 67 to 75 per cent, 
of the normal. According to the above esti¬ 
mates, the provincial outturn works up to 91 
per (lent, as against 90 and 95 per cent, in the 
corresponding and final forecasts of last year. 
In my opinion the provincial outturn will not 
fall short of 100 per cent, as reported in the 
first forecast. 

Accepting 100 per cent, as the provincial 
outturn the gross yield of the crop, on the 
basis of a normal yield of 12 $ maunds of clean 
grain per aero, is estimated at 6,842,000 tons 
this year as against 6,051,600 and 6,453,400 
tons, respectively, in tile corresponding and 
final forecasts of last year.

Monthly Weather and Crop Report of Bengal for 
November 1930. 

I. Character of the season. —During the month 
under review, the rainfall was much in excess of 
the normal all over the presidency. The usual 
rainfall statement is appended. 

II. Progress of agricultural operations.— 

Preparatory tillage for and sowings of spring crops 
was progressing under favourable conditions. 
Harvesting of winter paddy continued but its 
progress was retarded in places by the rainfall 
towards the end of the month. 

Ill State of standing crops. —The condition 
of standing crops was reported to be good. 

IV. Prospects and probable outturn.- The 

prospects of standing crops are reported to bo 
satisfactory on the whole. The outturn of autumn 
paddy is estimated at 105 por cent, of the normal 
and that of winter paddy at 100 per cent, this 
year. 


V. Damage to standing crops.— Rainfall during 
the latter part of the month is reported to have 
damaged the standing winter paddy to some 
extent in paits of Birbhum, Midnapore, liogra, 
Dacca and Bakarganj. 

VI. Condition of agricultural stock. —Condition 
of live-stock was generally fair. Stray cases of 
cattle-disease, however, were reported from seven 
districts of the presidency. 

VII. Failure of pasturage and fodder.— 

Supply of fodder was reported to be sufficient 
except in parts of Nadia. 

VIII. Prices of food-grains. —During the second 
fortnight of the month, the price of common 
rice of the cheapest quality rose in six districts, 
fell in nine and remained stationary in the rest 
of the province. The price ranged from seers 
per rupee at Farid pur to 11 seers per rupee at 
Birbhum. 

IX. Condition of agricultural population. —The 

condition of agricultural population is not satis¬ 
factory as a result of the fall m the prices of 
jute and other staples. Distress continued to be 
reported from parts of Bogra and Malda.

The Report of the Board of Revenue 
on the Land Revenue Administra¬ 
tion of the Presidency for the year 
1929-30. 

Mr. A.. W. Cook, c.j.e., held the 
office of the Member of the Board .of 
Revenue from the beginning of the year 
under 1 report till his death on the 14th 
February 1980. He was succeeded by 
Mr. F. A. Sachsc, c.i.e., who remain¬ 
ed in charge of the office for the re¬ 
maining period of the year. 

2. The year under report was not 
entirely free from natural calamities. 
In Tippera a drought in April was fol¬ 
lowed by deluges in May and June 
which caused the inundation of a large 
portion of the Brahmanbaria subdivi¬ 
sion resulting in distress. To relieve 
the distress relief works were opened 
amr* agricultural loans to the extent 
of Rs. 4 \ lakhs had to be given, besides 
Rs. 20,000 as gratuitous relief. After 
heavy rains in August there were floods 
on the Cossye and Selye in Midnapore 
and 240 square miles chiefly in the 
Ghatal subdivision were inundated. 
Relief Committees composed of officials 
and non-officials did g<sv)d work in re¬ 
lieving the distress. In addition to 
Rs. 35,861 advanced as agricultural 
loans Rs. 33,500 was distributed in re¬ 
lief, of which Government contributed 
Rs; 20,000. Floods in August in Burrir 
Char in Hatiya in Noakhali carried 
away many houses and cattle. 

Weather conditions were generally 
favourable in Western Bengal but 
unfavourable in most of the. districts in 
Northern Bengal and in the Chittagong 
Division. The outturn of the jute, tea 


and aus crops was on the whole satis¬ 
factory, but winter paddy proved un¬ 
satisfactory in some areas for various 
reasons. 

The wages of skilled and unskilled 
labour continued to rule high and the 
labouring classes fared comparatively 
well. Though the prosperity of the 
large labour population of the mill areas 
in the 24-Parganas district received a 
temporary set-back- from widespread 
strikes, 80 lakhs of rupees were remit¬ 
ted through post-offices from the mill 
areas in the Barrackporc subdivision. 
The agriculturists were, however, affect¬ 
ed by the fall in the price of jute and 
food crops generally, and their indebt¬ 
edness increased particularly for the 
reason that the cultivators recklessly 
borrowed money at a very high rate of 
interest in order to marry their children 
before the Sarda Act came into opera¬ 
tion. 

Public health on the Whole was good . 
but unsatisfactory in the Burdwan 
Division and the Nadia district. It is 
noteworthy that Government, the dis¬ 
trict boards and the union boards did 
much to remove the scarcity of good 
drinking water by excavating tanks 
and sinking tube-wells. 

Cholera and small-pox became epide¬ 
mic in some places. Kala-azar and 
Beriberi were prevalent in several dis¬ 
tricts. It is, however, satisfactory to 
note that the value of anti-cholera in¬ 
oculation and of vaccination are now 
appreciated even in remote villages, 
and that the people are gradually be¬ 
coming alive to their duties in regard 
to the preservation of public health. 

3. Economic conditions did not 
materially alter during the year under 
report and there was no appreciable 
improvement in the coal industry in’the 
Burdwan district. The production of 
tea in the districts of Darjeeling and 
Jalpaiguri was a little greater than in 
the previous year but the prices were 
low. The tea industry maintained its 
prosperity in Chittagong. Although 
the crop was good, the market being 
dull, jute could not be sold at economic 
prices and there was accumulation of 
stocks in many places. Owing to fre¬ 
quent strikes, the jute and cotton mills 
in Hooghly and the 24-Parganas did 
not do so well as in the previous year. 

Modern methods of cultivation by 
motor tractors and steel ploughs were 
attended with success in the Rajshahi 
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Division. Internal communication in 
many districts has been facilitated by 
the rapid growth of motor traffic, 
though roads have deteriorated in con¬ 
sequence. 

4., The current demand of land 
revenue was Rs. 2,99,87,305 and collec¬ 
tions were 90-08 of the total demand. 
As usual the Sale Law was administer¬ 
ed without rigour and only 9 44 per 
cent, of the total number of defaults 
resulted in' sale. 

5. There was a slight fall in the 
cost of management of Government 
estates, the percentage of cost on the 
current demand being 9-49 against 
10-5 in the preceding year. A sum of 
Rs. 2,21,986 representing 3:9 per cent, 
of the total collections was spent on 
agricultural, sanitary and miscellane¬ 
ous improvements, while a grant of 
Rs. 96,096 or 1^ per cent, on collec¬ 
tions from Government estates was 
made to the district boards of the pro¬ 
vince for expenditure on roads and 
communications in or leading to Gov¬ 
ernment estates. 

The Board has approved in principle 
of a soheme to improve collections in 
the 24-Parganas Government estates 
by reducing the pay of the tahsildars by 
anout one-third and giving them com¬ 
mission on collections. 

In Government estates in several 
districts encouraging results were 
obtained from agricultural demonstra¬ 
tions with sugarcane, Kakya Bombay 
jute, paddy, English vegetables, im¬ 
proved potatoes, tobacco and with im¬ 
plements and manures, and instruction 
was given in matters such as preserva¬ 
tion of fodder crops and destruction of 
insect pests. Agricultural exhibitions 
and cattle shows were held in several 
places. 

Another batch of live bhadralok 
youths have been undergoing training 
at the Faridpur Agricultural Farm, and 
the five previously trained were provid¬ 
ed with land and money in the year 
under report. Some khas lands were 


also settled with bhadraloks in Bakar- 
ganj, Noakhali and Midnapore for 
opening agricultural or dairy farms. 

The number of schools and the pupils 
attending them in Government estates 
increased by 128 and 7,635, respectively, 
during the year under review. 

6. Of the twenty-two estates with 
an area of 178 square miles comprised 
in the Bakarganj colonisation scheme, 
only one estate with an area of 5,889 
acres remained to be colonised at the 
end of the year. The colonisation of 
the 24-Parganas Sundarbans which was 
in its fifteenth year made fair progress 
during the year. The total sum ad¬ 
vanced by Government for reclamation 
in the 24-Parganas and Bakarganj 
Sundarbans and the total income deriv¬ 
ed from these areas up to the end of the 
year under report, were Rs. 22,03,449 
and Rs. 27,99,045, respectively, result¬ 
ing in a net profit of Rs. 5,95,596. 

The general health of the people of 
the Bakarganj Sundarbans Was good 
during the year and the school-going 
population is steadily increasing; but 
the material condition of the people 
showed no improvement. In the 24- 
Parganas Sundarbans the health of the 
people was bad and there was no notice¬ 
able progress in education. 

7. The zemindars showed very little 
interest in the improvement of agricul¬ 
ture or the economic condition of their 
tenants. It is regrettable that the com¬ 
munal riots in the districts of Dacca, 
Mymensingh, Bakarganj, Faridpur and 
Khulna have affected the relations be¬ 
tween Hindu landlords and Muham¬ 
madan tenants. 

8. Thanks of the Governor in 
Council are due to the Board of Revenue 
for the efficient administration of the 
branches of work under it.

The sixty-eighth annual report of the Government cinchona planta¬ 
tions and factory in Bengal for (he yt'ar 1929-30. 

Read also— 

The reports of the previous thre6 years. 

Mr. C. C. Calder held charge of the office of Superintendent through¬ 
out the year. 

2. The proposal for the introduction in the Bengal Cinchona 
Department of a commercial system of accounts referred to in the 
resolution on the report for the year 1928-29 has been dropped as it 
involves large extra expenditure. 

3. The area under cultivation at the end of the year wa3 2,877 
acres. Extensions comprising 130 acres in the Mungpoo plantation, 
and 56 acres in the Munsong plantation, were carried out during the 
yeur under review. 

4. The continued prevalence of (he nursery epidemic at present 
overshadows all other plantation considerations at Munsong. Further 
experiments in the disinfection of nursery soils and sites have not 
pointed to any easy specific for the disease, hut it appears •that it, was 
premature to say that a plant once attacked was doomed. Subsequent 
experience seems to indicate that very early planting to permanent 
situations in the field before the condition becomes epidemic in the 
nursery may lead to the prevention and cure of the disease and give 
the solution to a problem that is of immense importance to cinchona 
in the whole district. 

The effect of various degrees of nursery shade is being tested and 
experiments are being made to ascertain whether the time of sowing 
affects the virulence of the attack. 

The outstanding facts of the year are that the disease persists and 
that a good measure of success has been attained in spite of it. Its 
presence at Mungpoo has also been established, but there it is not 
epidemic and does not show itself till after the plants have passed the 
nursery stage. 

5. The quantity of Bengal bark harvested in the year of report 
was 1,130,402 lbs. against 1,041,827 lbs. in the previous year. It is 
satisfactory that the results of coppicing have been fairly successful 
and that the major part of the harvest in Mungpoo plantation was 
obtained by coppicing three eight-year-old blocks. 

6. Altogether 1,109,863 lbs. of dried bark was used in the factory 
during the year. Of this, 1,060,656 lbs. represents Bengal bark and 
the rest Java and Burma bark belonging to the Government of India. 

7. Bengal bark produced during the year 29,050 lbs. crude quinine 
sulphate, approximately 13,000 lbs. purified quinine sulphate converted 
to 4,919 lbs. tablets and 79,297 boxes of treatments, and 726 lbs. other 
quinine salts. The purified sulphate powder cost in the bark Rs. 4‘83, 
and to extract Rs. 2*71, a total of Rs. 7*55 per lb. Other products 
were 15,681 lbs. cinchona febrifuge powder and 4,347 lbs. cinchona 
febrifuge tablets. 

From the Java and Burma bark 2,090 lbs. of quinine sulphate and 
932 lbs. of cinchona febrifuge powder were extracted for the Govern¬ 
ment of India. 
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8. The total expenditure of the department during the year 
including pensionary charges was Its. 4,16,096. The net receipts, 
excluding Its. 29,648 due to the Jail Department for distribution 
charges and Hr. 5,717 from land rent, grazing leii, etc., not credited 
to the department and including Its. 20,487 being* the payment for 
extrac tion work done for the Government of India, amounted to 
Be. 6,08,302. The expenditure and receipts were thus lower by 
Bs. 829 and Its. 55,952, respectively, than m the preceding year. 
Beduced icceipts are due partly to decrease in sales, which are however 
higher than in 1927-28, and partly to a tall in tne manufacture for 
India which accounts for Bs. 23,054 of the reduction. There has 
been a further inciease in stocks and, for the reasons explained in last 
year’s resolution, the difficulty of incieasing distribution of quinine 
among the population foi whose benefit it is intended, so long as the 
worldprice does not fall below its present level, still continues. The 
cinchona plantation and factory are liowevei concerned with production, 
and in that respect the year a* as very successful. The profit balance 
on the year’s working amounted to Bs 4,53,972 exclusive of Bs. 20,437 
received from the Government of India foi uoik done during 1928-29. 
The profit includes a gain of Bs. 59,292 in the value of the cinchona 
plantations due to increase in quinine percentages. 

9. The fact-* and figures contained in the ieport indicate that very 
satisfactoiy progress has been made by the Bengal Cinchona Depart¬ 
ment during the year under review. The Governor m Council is 
pleased to lerord his appieciation of the aoik that Mr. Calder has done 
for the department duiing the yeai. The thanks of Government are 
also due to Mi. G. E. Shaw, the Quinologist, and othei officers of the 
department, particulaily Mi. II. Thomas, for the good work clone by 
them.

Part I. 

General Rules for the Regulation of Trafpo in the town and suburbs of 

Calcutta. 

(a) Lights. 

1. Every vehicle moving or standing on the streets except motor- 
vehicles (for which separate rules exist) and bicycles and two-wheeled 
bullock, buffalo and hand carts, shall be provided, between half-an-hour 
after sunset and half-an-hour before sunrise, with two lamps, one on 
either side of the vehicle, each exhibiting a white light visible within 
a reasonable distance in front and a red light visible within a reasonable 
distance in'rear. 

2. Every buffalo, bullock and hand cart shall, during the said period, 
carry a lamp suspended from the axle midway between the wheels and 
exhibiting a white light visible within a reasonable distance both in 
front and in rear. 

3. Every bicycle shall, during the said period, carry a lamp in front 
exhibiting a white light visible within a reasonable distance, and red 
reflector on the rear mudguard. (The use of electric torches for this 
purpose is forbidden.) 

4. All the said lamps shall, during the said period be properly lit 
and free from obstruction. 

5. Whenever the load on any vehicle extends more than four feet 
beyond the rear of the bed or body, there shall be displayed at the end 
of such load in such a manner as to be clearly visible at all times from 
the rear of the vehicle a red flag or red sign not less than twelve inches 
in width, except between half an hour after sunset and half an hour 
before sunrise, when there shall be displayed at the end of such load a 
red light plainly visible under all conditions at least two hundred feet 
from the rear of such vehicle. 

(b) Moving Vehicles. 

1. Every vehicle, except a tramcar or other vehicle running on 
fixed rails, shall pass any other vehicle which is proceeding in the same 
direction on the right or off side of such vehicle; and shall, whenever 
practicable, pass a tramcar or other vehicle running on fixed rails on 
the left or near side of such tramcar or other vehicle. 

2. All bullock, buffalo and hand carts and other slow moving 
vehicles shall keep as close as possible to tbe extreme left-hand side of 
the road or street. The extreme left-hand side shall mean that a 
distance of one foot shall not be exceeded between the near kerb or 
property line, and the near wheels of the vehicles. They shall keep in 
one line only and the drivers shall not attempt to pass one another* 
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3. Before the driver of any vehicle pulls up or turns in any 
direction in any street, he shall give sufficient notice and clear indication 
of his intention by raising his arm vertically in the former and extend¬ 
ing his arm horizontally m the latter case, and he shall make sure that 
he has a clear road, and that his indication has been seen and understood. 

4. When a vehicle is coming out of a side street into a main street 
as specified in schedule “A”, the driver of such vehicle shall pull up his 
vehicle so as to allow any other vehicle proceeding along such main 
street in the vicinity of such side street to pass first. Similarly all 
vehicles coming out of main streets running from east to west into main 
street running north to south, or out of side streets running east to west 
into side streets running north to south, shall give way to any vehicle 
proceeding along such main or side street running north to south. 
Exceptions to this rule appear under schedule A. 

6. No driver of any vehicle shall, when driving in any street, hold 
any umbrella or anything which interferes with the free and full use of 
both his hands for the purpose of driving such vehicle. 

6. No driver of a horse-drawn vehicle shall, when driving in any 
street, drive with his feet in any position than on the footboard of such 
vehicle. 

7. No person shall draw, drive or ride in or on any vehicle upon any 
footway. 

8. When a driver wishes to stop his vehicle, he shall pull up 
the vehicle at the extreme left-hand side of the street along which 
he is proceeding, i.e., within one foot from kerb to near side of vehicle. 

9. No driver of any vehicle shall on any account pull up such 
vehicle on or across any street crossing or intersection. 

10. No driver of any vehicle shall pull up or park any such 
vehicle within a distance of 20 feet of any street junction or inter¬ 
section. 

11. All persons when riding on horseback or driving, leading or 
riding in or on any vehicle shall immediately stop such horse or vehicle 
and remain stationary so long as may reasonably be necessary,— 

(a) when requested to do so hth any police officer in uniform, for 
the. purpose of regulating traffic or of ascertaining the name and 
address of such person or persons or for any other reasonable purpose, 
°r 

(b) when requested to do so by any person accompanying a restive 
horse or other animal, or 

( c ) when the presence of such horse or " vehicle lias caused an 

eecident to any person or to any animal or vehicle in charge of any 
person. • 

12. No driver olf any vehicle other than that of the class specified 
shall park such vehicle or cause it to remain standing for any period, 
on any place set apart as a standing for omnibuses, taxicabs, hackney 
carriages or rickshaws. 

13. No person travelling upon a bicycle, motorcycle or any toy 
vehicle shall cling to or attach himself or his vehicle to any other 
moving vehicle upon any roadway. 

14. Drivers of vehicles when stopping vehicles at street intersections 
or crossings, in obedience to the signals of the traffic police, shall 
not (a) obstruct the crosswalks for pedestrians or stand in any manner 
likely to obstruct the easy filtration of cross traffic or (b) proceed 
beyond the white lines wheTe such exist until the release signal has 
been given by the police, and the intersection is clear. Drivers must 
observe the signals of the police and not move on the sound of the 
whistle which is only employed to co-ordinate the signals made by 
hand. 

(c) Standing Vehicles. 

1. No person, being in charge of any vehicle in any street, shall 
leave such vehicle, except a motor-vehicle for which separate rules 
exist, at such a distance from him as will prevent him from exercising 
due control in respect thereof. 

2. No person shall keep any vehicle standing in any street or 
public place longer than may be necessary for the purpose of loading 
d» unloading, except at places lawfully appointed for the purpose, 
and no person shall leave any vehicle in any street or public place so 
a* to cause an obstruction or danger to other traffic therein. 

3. All vehicles standing in the streets shall be drawn up as close 
as possible to the extreme left-hand side of the street, except in one¬ 
way streets for which separate orders exist. 
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4. No vehicles shall be permitted to remain standing for any 
period in any of the streets mentioned in column 1 of schedule “14,** 
except in the manner specified in column 2 of that schedule. Nothing 
in this rule shall affect the rules specially made for the regulation of 
traffic on' specific occasions. 

5. All vehicles while loading and unloading shall be kept, in a 
single line parallel to and close to the kerb, Lc., within one foot from 
kerb to near Bide of the vehicle. 

C. Before the driver of any vehicle stationary on any street 
proceeds in any direction, he shall first make sure that his way is 
clear and shall indicate his intention clearly. 

7. No vehicle shall be parked or permitted to stand for a period 
exceeding one hour at a time in any of the following streets, namely: — 

Clive r How, Clive Ghat Street, Council House Street, Dalhousie 
Square North, Dalhousie Square South, Dalhousie Square East, 
Dalhousie Square West, Canning Street, Eairlie Blace, Kara Street, 
Hastings Street, Koilaghat Street, Clive Street (from its junction with 
Lyons Bange to its junction with Harrison Bond), Bankshall Street, 
Bentinck Street, Bow Bazar Street, Ckureli Lane, Dhurrumtolla Street, 
British Indian Street, Dacres Lane, Fancy Lane, Larkins Lane, 
Garstin Place, Mangoe Lane, Mission Bow, Old Court House Street, 
Old China Bazar Street, Badha Bazar Street, Waterloo Street, Wellesley 
Place, Boyal Exchange Place North, Boyal Exchange Place East, Lyons 
Bunge North, Lyons Bange East. 

8. No person being in charge of any vehicle shall pull up or 
cause such vehicle to remain stationary for any period on any of 
the roads mentioned in schedule C between half an hour after sunset 
and half an hour before sunrise unless such vehicle conforms with 
tfie regulations laid down in part 1 (a). 

9. No vehicle other than a motor-bus licensed by the Commissioner 
of Police shall park on the side of a public thoroughfare within 27 
feet (one bus length) on either side of a bus-stop sign. 

10. No person shall park or cause to remain stationary for any 
period any vehicle (a) within the space between white lines laid down 
to denote the limits of a no parking area and ('/;) on any portion of 
road around a gyratory. 

11. Any vehicle found parked or standing on any street* road 
or public place in such a manner as to cause danger or obstruction 
to other traffic shall be removed by the police and placed on any 
place they may deem fit. Any such removal of any such vehicle 
shall be effected at the risk of the person in charge of the vehicle. 

(d) General. 

1. It shall be unlawful for any person to park upon any public 
thoroughfare any vehicle displayed for sale, or for the primary purpose 
of advertisement. 

2. It shall be unlawful for any person to wilfully deface, injure, 
move, obstruct or interfere w f ith any official traffic sign or signal 
erected for the proper regulation of traffic. 

3. It shall he unlawful for the driver of any vehicle to operate 
same on any public thoroughfare when carrying any person upon 
any portion thereof not designed or intended for the use of passengers 
when the vehicle is in motion. 

4. It shall be unlawful for any person to ride on any vehicle 
On any thoroughfare upon any portion thereof not designed dr 
intended for the use of passengers when the vehicle is in motion. 

5. It Bhall be unlawful for any person in charge of any vehicle 
to operate or move same gtn any thoroughfare with any red or green 
lights fixed thereon and visible from directly in front thereof. This 
rule does not affect or apply to vehicles permitted by regulation to 
display such lights in such positions. 

6. The person in charge of any garage or repair-shop to which is 

brought anjr vehicle which shows evidence of having been involved 
in any accident or struck by any bullet. shall report the arrival of 
such Vehicle to the nearest police-station within twenty-four hours 
after the vehicle is received, giving the engine number and the name 
and address of the driver and the owner and the persons who 
accompanied such vehicle io the garage or repair-shop. ~ V v 
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7. It shall be unlawful for any driver to operate any vehicle when 
carrying any person on same in such a position as to interfere with 
his (driver's) view ahead or to the sides or to interfere with his control 
over the driving mechanism 'of the vehicle. 

8. It shall be unlawful for any driver to Btop, .stand or park 
any vehicle for any reason and for any period (a) alongside or opposite 
any street excavation or obstruction where such stopping, standing 
or parking would obstruct traffic, and (b) upon any street or alley 
in such a manner or under such conditions as to leave available less 
than ten feet of the width of the roadway for free movemont of 
vehicular traffic. 

9. No operator of any passenger vehicle shall cause or permit 
such vehicle to stand for a period of time longer than is necessary 
for the reasonably expeditious loading or unloading of passengers, 
provided that such loading or unloading shall not occupy more than 
half a minute nor shall any commercial vehicle be alltnved to stand 
for a period of time longer than is necessary for the reasonably 
expeditious loading or unloading of materials, merchandise, etc., 
provided that such loading and unloading shall not occupy more than 
thirty minutes, on a public street, road or public place. For the 
purpose of this section the operator shall mean the conductor and 
ariver of any motor-bus and any person operating or driving any 
commercial vehicle. 


Part II. 

Special rules for the regulation of traffic. 

(a) In certain streets. 

(1) Chowringhe© Road. 

1. No bullock, buffalo .or hand carts shall be allowed to proceed 
along Chowringhee Road from Dhurrumtolla Street to Circular Road 
during the hours of 9 a.m. to 11 a.m. and 4 p.m. to 12 midnight. 
This rule does not affect such cartH carrying goods to or from premises 
situated within the area specified. 

2. Vehicles shall not be permitted to park or remain stationary 
for any period, on the east side of Chowringhee ltoad from its junction 
with Kyd Street to its junction with Park Street, between the hours 
of 5 p.m. and 8 p.m. 


(2) Clive Street—Clive Row. 

Ilours 9 a.m. to f> p.m. 

1. Clive Row will be treated as a one-way traffic street, in which 
traffic may only proceed south. Traffic approaching Clive Row from 
the south will use Clive Street, Canning Street and turn south into 
Clive Itow. All traffic from Clive Row will proceed lrom the southern 
end into Clive Street. 

2. Clive Street, between Clive Ghat Street and Harrison Road 
will be open only to traffic proceeding north. No traffic will be allowed 
to enter Clive Street at its junction with Harrison Road, but will 
proceed to Strand Road and enter Clive Street by Raja AVoodmunt 
Street, Canning Street, or Clive Ghat Street. 

3. No bullock, buffalo or hand carts of any description shall he 
permitted to proceed along Clive Street or Clive Row during the period 
specified above, except when the drivers of such carts are in possession 
of passes from firms situated within these streets. 

4. No empty taxicabs shall be permitted to proceed along Clivi? 
Street or Clive Row except when proceeding from the stand for 
taxicabs in Fairlie Place for the legitimate purpose of picking up 
a fare “on call, 1 * or when returning after dropping a fare within 
the streets mentioned above. 

5. Only Fire Brigade vehicles are exempt from the operations of 
this rule. 


(3) Strand Road and Howrah Bridge Approach. 

When the Howrah Bridge is closed to traffic, carts proceeding west 
on the Bridge Approach shall be drawn up in three lines on the 
south aide of the road, leaving room for vehicles other than carts to 

form up. The Port Commissioners.* road shall be closed to all traffic. 
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except vehicles going to and from the ferry steamers^ and all carts 
thereon shall remain standing in a single line on either side of the 
road. All carts approaching Strand Road along any side-road 
with the intention of crossing the bridge shall remain standing in 
a single line. Carts not intending to cross the bridge may proceed 
along the roads as usual. No carts for Howrah shall issue from the 
jetty gates. 

2. On the bridge being opened for traffic, the carts drawn up on 
tlie Bridge Approach shall be allowed to pass on to the bridge in 
single line only, beginning from the left of each line of three, but 
shall not be allowed to move until other vehiculai traffic has been 
cleared. 

3. When the bridge is open carts shall move in single line only 
along Howrah Bridge, Bridge Approach, Strand Road, Strand Bank 
Road, etc., and shall issue from the jetty gates in single lino only. 

# 4. On Strand Road between Raja Woodimint Street and Fairlie 
Place and on Strand Bank Road between the Bridge Approach and 
Mir Bahar Ghat Street carts shall be allowed to remain standing in a 
single line on each side of the road. Carts shall also be allowed to 
stand in one line on the south side of Harrison Road. 

5. No vehicles of any description, other than carts, shall be 
permitted to remain standing for any period on any portion of the 
west side of Strand Road from its junction with Mir Bahar Ghat 
Street to its junction with Hastings Street. 

6 No driver of any bullock or buffalo cart shall leuvo his cart 
unyoked for any period on any portion of Strand Road bclween Howrah 
Bridge and Auckland Road for any reason, nor shall any driver leave 
any such cart foT any period on any part of Strand Road at such a distance 
from him as will prevent him from exercising proper control in respect 
thereof. 


(4) Rules for the regulation of traffic at the West Bridge Head and its 

Approaches. ' 

Part 1—General. 

1. Cart traffic entering and leaving Station Road, Howrah, from 
Grierson Road and Howrah Bridge, shall proceed by way of the kerbed 
cart-channels on the eastern and western sides of Station Road, respec¬ 
tively. These cart-channels shall he reserved exclusively for the use 
of cart traffic of all varieties, including hand-carts. 

2. The portion of Station Road between the cart-channels shall 
be reserved exclusively for the use of fast traffic. Cart tiaffic shall not 
be permitted to use this portion of the road. 

3. Vehicles shall not be permitted to park or remain standing for 
any period on any portion of Station Road, including the cart-channels, 
except (a) when a breakdown or some mechanical defect makes the move¬ 
ment of the vehicles impossible or dangerous and (b) at such places 
appointed as stands for taxienbs and hackney carriages and parking 
places for other vehicles. 

4. When the parking or standing of a vehicle on any portion 
of the bridge-head or on any portion of its approaches becomes 
necessary, due to any of the reasons given in rule 3 ( n ) above, the operator 
or the owner of the vehicle shall immediately cause the same to be 
removed for repairs. In no case shall a period of one hour be exceeded 
from the time the vehicle becomes disabled to the time it is actually 
removed. 

5. Vehicles shall not be permitted to stand for any period or for 
any reason, except in obedience to traffic police signals, on the 
bridge-head intersection. (For the purpose oi this section, the 
bridge-head intersection shall mean that portion of Grierson Road 
within a distance of 140 feet from the bridge-head and shall include 
Station Road.) 

6. Vehicles belonging to the Post Office when carrying His 
Majesty’s mails, fire apparatus belonging to the Calcutta and Howrah 
Fire Brigades, public ambulances and vehicles belonging to the 
Calcutta and Bengal Police Forces when proceeding on urgent calls, 
shall receive right of way over all traffic at all times, 

7. Vehicles proceeding to and from the bridge shall receive right 
of way over all traffic on its approaches, except in the case of those 
vehicles mentioned in rule 6 above. 
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8. Vehicles when stopped in obedience to the signals of the police 
regulating traffic at the bridge-h6ad shall not (a) obstruct the cross¬ 
walks for pedestrians at the bridge-head intersection or stand in a 
manner likely to obstruct the easy filtration of cross-traffic or (5) proceed 
beyond the white lines until the release signal has been given by the 
police, and the intersection is clear. 

9. Cart traffic proceeding over the bridge from east to west shall 
receive right of way over all cart traffic proceeding over the bridge¬ 
head intersection, to ensure an unrestricted flow of cart traffic from 
Calcutta to Howrah. 

Part 2.—Standings and Parks. 

% 

1. Taxicabs. —Taxicabs up to fifteen in number shall stand in a . 
single line, facing north, on the west side of Station Road, south of 
the station entrance and east of the hackney carriage standing place, 

2. Hackney Carriages. —Hackney carriages up to thirty in number 
shall remain standing in two ranks on the west side of Station Road, 
alongside the station railings, south of the entrance, facing north. 

3. Motor Omnibuses. —Motor omnibuses shall proceed direct into 
the Railway Station enclosure and shall be parked under the direction 
of the Railway Police. Omnibuses leaving the standing places, 
inside the station enclosure, shall proceed direct, without stopping, 
via the kerbed channel reserved for them into Station Road. No 
omnibus shall be permitted to use any portion of Station Road as a 
standing place. 

4. Rickshaws. —Rickshaws shall proceed direct into the Railway 
Station enclosure and shall be parked under the directions of the 
Railway Police. 

5. Taxicabs and hackney carriages shall not be permitted to 
remain on the standing places mentioned in rules 1 and 2 above, unless 
the drivers and operators of such vehicles are willing to accept any 
immediate hiring that may he offered. No disabled vehicles shall 
remain on these standings unlesB Buch disablement is strictly 
temporary, and can be, and is, remedied at once. If the disablement 
is not of such a nature, the vehicle must be immediately removed from 
the standing place for repairs as laid down in-rule 4, Part 1, above. 

6. All vehicles shall move up on the standing places as vacancies 

occur. • 

T. Private Motor-vehicles. —All private motor-vehicles shall be 
directed into the Railway Station enclosure and shall be parked under 
the directions of the’Railway Police. 

On mail days and other extraordinary occasions when there is a 
surplus of vehicles of this variety, which cannot he accommodated 
within the enclosure, they Bhall be parked, subject to the discretion 
of the Calcutta Traffic Police, on the east side of Station Road, south 
of the entrance, facing south. These vehicles shall be parked parallel 
to and close to the kerb. 


Part 8—Exemptions. 

Fire apparatus, belonging to the Calcutta and Howrah Fire 
Brigades, public ambulances, and vehicles belonging to the Calcutta 
and Bengal Police Forces shall be exempted from the operations of any 
of the rules mentioned above, if the senior police officer present deems 
any such exemption necessary. 

(5) Old China Bazar Street—Khengraputty Street. 

Hours 9 a.m,—6 p.m. 

Old Chink Bazar Street and Khengraputty Street between Jackson 
Lane and Cross Street will he open to traffic proceeding north only. 
No traffic will be allowed to enter Khengraputty Street at its junction 
with Cross Street. 

Traffic entering by Bonflelds Lane will turn north into Khengraputty 
Street and may turn, into Armenian Street or proceed north to Cross 
Street only. 

No traffic from Synagogue Street will be allowed to enter Old China 
Bazar Street, but. may proceed to Jackson Lane and then turn into 
Old China Bazar Street; 
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No traffic will be allowed to enter Khengragratiy Street from 
Armenian Street. 

Traffic entering Old China Bazar Street from Canning Street end 
Jackson Lane will proceed north and may turn into Synagogue Street 
or Armenian Street at) required. 

(6) Nurmal Lohia Lane. 

Hours 9 a.m.—6 p.m; • 

Nurmal Lohia Lane between Cross Street and Armenian Street will 
be open to traffic proceeding south only. No traffic will be allowed to 
enter Nurmal Lohia Lane at its junction with Armenian Street. 

(7) One-way Traffic. 

1. Cross Street, Mullick Street South, Armenian Street, Amratola 
Street, Amratola Lane and Portuguese Church Street. 

From 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. 

2. Mullick Street (south) and Amratola Street will be open to 
traffic proceeding north only. No traffic proceeding south will be 
permitted to enter Mullick Street (south) from Harrison Hoad, Cross 
Street or Rupchand Roy Street. Similarly no traffic proceeding south 
will be allowed to enter Amratola Street from Mullick Street, Armenian 
Street or Amratola Lane. No bullock cart traffic will be permitted to 
proceed along Karbala Mohamed Lane in either direction. 

3. Cross Street, Armenian Street and Amratola Lane will be open 
to traffic proceeding east only. No traffic proceeding west will be 
allowed to enter Cross Street from Khengraputty Lane. Manohar Das 
Street, Pageya putty Street, Noormal Lohia Lane or Mullick Street 
(south). 

4. No traffic proceeding west will be permitted to enter Armenian 
Street from Noormal Lohia Lane, Portuguese Church Street, Mullick 
Street (south), Amratola Street, Ramjidas Jetia Street, Chitpore Road 
and Gobind Dhar Lane. 

5. Bullock cart traffic will only be permitted to proceed south 
along Portuguese Church Street. No bullock cart traffic proceeding 
north will he permitted to enter Portuguese Church Street from 
Canning Street and Synagogue Street. 

6. No" traffic of any description will be permitted to park along 
Armenian Street from its junction with Portuguese Church Street to 
the Mosque. 

7. Vehicles will only be permitted to park on the near side of the 
following streets: — 

Cross Street, Mullick Street (south), Amratola Street, Amratola 
Lane and Portuguese Church Street. 

8. Fire Brigade vehicles are exempted from the operation of this 
rule. 

(8) Bow Bazar Street. 

No bullock or buffalo carts shall be allowed to proceed along Bow 
Bazar Street during the hours of 8-30 a.m. to 10-30 a.m. and o p.m. 
to 6-30 p.m. 

(9) Pretoria Street. 

No bullock or buffalo carts shall be allowed to proceed along 
Pretoria Street. 

(10) Certain other streets. 

No bullock, buffalo or hand carts shall be permitted to stand or 
park on any of the streets mentioned below except when loading and 
unloading and then only for a period not exceeding one-half hour: — 

(1) Clive Street—Between Harrison Road and Meerbahar Ghat 
Street. 

(2) Dnrmahata Street—Between Meerbahar Ghat Street and Nawmh 

Lane. 

(3) Darmahata Street—Between Nawab Lane and Nimtolla Ghat 
Street. 

(4) Darmahata Street—Between Nimtolla Ghat Street and 

Sovahazar Street. 

f&) Sovabazar Street—Between Darmahata Street and KrcmertoH 
Police Outpost. 
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(11) Hatkhola Area. 

Regulation of cart traffic in the Hatkhola Area. 

1. All carts proceeding from the Cossipore area to the India Jute 
Press at Nimtolla Ghat Street shall proceed via Cornwallis Street, 
Shambazar Street, Chitpore Road, Nimtolla Ghat Street and Gour Lab a 
Street and enter the press via Brindaban Bysak Street. 

2. All carts proceedings from the Cossipore area to the go downs in 

the Hatkhola area, bounded by Schalch Street, Chitpore Roan, Nimtolla 
Ghat Street and Darmahata Street shall proceed via Galif Street, 
Chitpore Road, Schalch Street and Strand Bank Road. ' 

3. CartB will be permitted to proceed in an eastward direction only 
along the following streets: — 

(a) Baniatolla Street up to its junction with Ram Dhone Khan Lane. 

(b) Ahiritolla Street up to its junction with Ahiritolla 1st Lane. 

(c) Nather Bagan Street up to its junction with Sen Lane. 

(d) Manick Bose Ghat Street up to its junction with Kasi Dutt 
Street. 

( e ) Duttapara Lane up to its junction with Kasi Dutt Street. 

4. Carts will be permitted to proceed in a northward direction only 
in the following streets : — 

(a) Ram Dhone Khan Street. 

(b) Baroaritola Lane, 

No carts will be permitted to enter either of these two streets from 
Sovubazar Street. 

F>. Both empty and loaded carts will be permitted to proceed'from 
west to east, along Sovabazar Street, but empty carts only will be 
permitted to proceed from east to west. 

(i. Empty carts from the" Cossipore area will he permitted to return 
to the Hatkhola area by way of Cornwallis Street, Shambazar Street, 
Chitpore Road, Sovabazar Street and Darmahatta Street. 

• 7. No carts will be permitted to enter Kasi Dutt Street from 

Nimtolla Ghat Street. 

8. No carts will be permitted to proceed along the following 
streets from east to west or vice verm : — 

(a) Boniutolla Street from Baroaritolla Lane to Sonar Gouranga 
Temple Lane. 

(b) Ahiritolla Street from Ahiritolla 1st Lane to Satikar Haidar 

Lane. • 

• 

9. All carts proceeding to the Dalputti area shall enter from Upper 
Chitpore Road via Ahiritolla Street, Ahiritolla 2nd Lane and Sonar 
Gouranga Temple Lane, and shall leave the area via Beniatolla Street 
into Upper Chitpore Road. 

10. No carts will be permitted to enter the following streets from 
Chitpore Road : — 

(a) Banamali Sarkar Street. 

( b ) Abhoy Mitter Street. 

(c) Nanda Ram Sen Street. 

{d) Beniatolla Street. 

(e) Nimoo Gossain Lane. 

(/) Brindaban Bysack Street. 

11. No carts will be permitted to enter the following streets from 
Schalch Street:— 

(а) Ganga Proshad Lane. 

(б) Ram Sankar Kundoo Lane. 

12. No carts will be permitted to enter the following streets from 
Nimtolla Ghat Street: — 

(a) Mathur Sen Garden Lane. 

( b ) Kundoo Choudhury Lane. 

13. No carts will be permitted to enter: — 

(a) Ram Pal Lane, Golak Dutt Lane and Sankar Haidar Lane from 
Beniatolla Street or Ahiritolla Street. 

(b) Babu Ram Qh© m Lane from Ahiritolla Street or Gour Laha 
Street, 
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No carta will be permitted to proceed from nortli to south along 
Gour Laha Street. 0 

14. No carts will be permitted to leave or enter Sovabazar Street 
by way of Kripanath Lane. 

(12) Lyons Range and Royal Exchange Area. 

One-way traffic in Lyons Range North, Lyons Range East, Royal 
Exchange Place North and Royal Exchange Place East. 

Hours 9 a.m. to 7 p.m. 

1. The undermentioned streets shall be treated as “ One-way M 
streets and vehicles shall be permitted to proceed along these streets in 
the directions specified below, namely: — 

(a) Royal Exchange Place East, northwards only. 

(5) Lyons Range North, eastwards only. 

(c) Lyons Range East, southwards only, 

2. Vehicles entering any of the streets mentioned in rule 1 shall 
approach hy way of Clive Street and Lyons Range North, and may turn 
northwards into Royal Exchange Place East or southwards into 
Lyons Range East. 

3. Vehicles shall not be permitted to turn in any of the streets 
mentioned in rule 1. 

4. Vehicles shall not be permitted to enter— 

(a) Royal Exchange Place North from Swallow I jane. 

(If) Royul Exchange Place East from Royal Exchange Place 
North. 

(c) Lyons Range North from Royal Exchange Place East. 

(d) Lyons Range North from Old Court House Lane. 

(e) Lyons Range North from Lyons Range East. 

(/) Lyons Range East from Dalliousio Square North. 

5. Carts shall not be permitted to enter or proceed along any of 
the streets mentioned in rule 1 and Royal Exchange Place North, except 
when conveying goods from, or to, any godowns or firms situated 
thereon. 

G. Vehicles shall not be permitted to park or remain standing for 
any period on any of the streets mentioned in Schedule D, except in 
the manner specified therein. 

7. No vehicles shall be permitted to park or reinain standing on 
any of the streets mentioned in Schedule D, for a period exceeding 
one hour. 

8. No vehicles shall be parked or allowed to remain standing in 
Royal Exchange Place East within a distance of 5 feet on either side 
of the Stock Exchange porticos, and on Lyons Range North within a 
distance of 5 feet on either side of gates Nos. 3 and 4 Writers* 
Buildings. 

9. Vehicles belonging to the Calcutta Eire Brigade and 
Ambulances are exempted from the operations of these rules, 

(13) The Sir Stuart Hogg Market Area. 

Parking of Vehicles. 

1. The Sir Stuart Hogg Market Area shall mean the area bounded 
on the north by Chowringhee Place and Corporation Place; Bouth by 
Sudder Street; east by Free School Street; and west by Chowringhee 
Road. 

2. Vehicles shall not be permitted to remain standing for any 
period on any of the streets within the above area except in the manner 
specified in Schedule E appended to these rules. 

3. Vehicles belonging to the Calcutta Fire Brigade and public 
ambulances are exempted from the operations of these rules. 

(14) Regulation of traffic in Indian business quarters, North of Habrisoti 

Read. 

I.—One Way traffic. 

1* Banstolla Street, Cotton Street, Burtolla Street, Moiet&imtti 
Lane, Mirbahar Ghat Street, Moirahatta Street and Monohar Dess 
Street. 
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From 9 a.m. to <3 p.m. 

The following streets shall be’ treated as One Way streets in the 
manner specified below : — . ' 

(a) Banstolla Street from its junction with Doyehatta Street to 
its junction with Darmahatta Street and Cotton Street from its 
junction with Clive Street to its junction with Moirahatta Street 
shall be treated as a One Way street from west to east. Private 
conveyances, except carts, shall be permitted to proceed along 
Banstolla Street from east to west between Doyehatta Street and 
Moirahatta Street.

to its junction with Doyehatta Street shall be treated as One Way 
street from east to west. « 

(c) Moidapatti Lane shall be treated as a One Way street from . 
south to north. 

( d) Mirbahar Ghat Street from its junction with Moirahatta 
Street to its junction with Darmahatta Street shall be treated as a 
One Way street from east to west. 

(e) Moirahatta Street shall be treated as One Way street from 
south to north in respect of cart traffic only. 

(/) Mo'nohar Dass Street from its junction with Harrison Road 
to its junction with Cotton Street shall be treated as a One Way 
street from south to north in respect of cart traffic only. 

2. Pagiaputti Lane from its junction with Harrison Road to its 
junction with Cotton Street shall ba closed to vehicular traffic, of all 
kinds, excepting small trolley carts. 

3. Veilities shall not be permitted to proceed— 

(a) Westwards along Banstolla Street from its junction with 
Moidapatti Lane to its junction with Darmahatta Street, and no 
cart traffic of any description shall be permitted to proceed westwards 
along this thoroughfare between Moirahatta Stroet and Doyehatta 
Street. 

“ (b) ISO cart traffic Bhall be permitted to proceed southwards along 
Moirahatta Street and Monohar Dass Street, from Moidapatti Lane, 
Banstolla Street, Burtolla Street, Mirbahar Ghat Street and Cotton 
Street. 

(e) Eastwards along Burtolla Street from Mirbahar Ghat Street 
and Moirahatta Street. 

( d) Eastwards along Mirbahar Ghat Street from Darmahatta 
Street and Clive Street. *

4. No vehicles shall be permitted to enter Cotton Street from 
Ram Kumar Rakhif Lane ancl Pagiaputti Lane, and westwards from 
Monohar Dass Street.and Moirahatta Street. 

6. Vehicles shall not enter Moidapatti Lane from Sobharani Bysak 
Street, Darmahatta Street and Nawah Lane and southwards from 
By sack Street. 

Parking. 

G. Carls shall not be permitted to stand for any period on any 
of the streeis mentioned in paragraph 1 above, except for the purpose 
of, and then only whilst actually engaged in, loading and unloading of 
merchandise, and for a period not exceeding three-quarters of an hour 
at a time. • 

7. Vehicles shall not be permitted to stop, stand or park for any 
period on any part of— 

(a) Cotton Street from its junction with Clive Street to its junction 
with Monohar Dass Street. 

(b) Phgiaputti Lane. . 

(c) Mirbahar Ghat Street from its* junction with Darmahatta Street 
to its junction with Moirahatta Street. 

(ty Banstolla Street from its junction with Doyehatta Street to its 
junction with Moirahatta Street. 

8. Vehicles shall only be permitted to park on the near side of the 
undermentinned streets— . 

(a) Doyehatta Street., 

(b) Ran; Kumar Rakhit Lane. 

(c) Banstalla Street between Moirahatta and Darmahatta Street. 

* (d) Mnidaputti Lane. 
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9. Vehicles shall be permitted to park or stand or stop on the west 
side of Moirahatta Street only. 

10. Notwithstanding anything mentioned in paragraphs Nos. 6, 7, 
8 and 9 above, vehicles shall only be permitted to stop, stand or park 
on any of the above-mentioned streets at a distance of not more than 
2 feet from the kerb or adjacent property lines. The stopping, standing 
or parking of any vehicles for any purpose is prohibited when such 
stopping, standing or parking is effected in such a manner and under 
such conditions as to leave available less than 9 feet of the roadwidtli 
for the free movement of vehicles and pedestrians. 

Exemptions. 

1. All vehicles, fire apparatus, etc., belonging to the Calcutta Fire 
Brigade and public ambulances are exempted from the operations of this 
notification. 


(b) At Ghats. 

^1) Chandpal Ghat. 

1. On the occasion of the arrival at, or departure of any ocean¬ 
going vessels from, this pontoon, all vehicles belonging to passengers 
and their friends shall, after dropping their passengers at the entrance to 
tne pontoon, proceed via Esplanade Bow West, Northbrooke Avenue to 
Auckland ltoad and park in a single line on the south side of the road, at 
an angle to the crown of the road, facing north-west. The line to 
commence from the junction of Strand Boad and Auckland Bond and 
to extend aS far east as necessary. This park shall be reserved for 
vehicles other than owner-driven vehicles. 

. 2. Owner-driven vehicles shall be parked in one line on the east 
side of Stiand Boad, at an angle to the crown ot the road, facing south¬ 
west. The line to commence from the junction of Strand Boad and 
Esplanade Row West and to extend as. far south as necessary. 

3. Vehicles shall not be permitted to leave the parks unless they are 
occupied, and no vehicles, other than those belonging to invalids, etc., 
Bhall be permitted to drive up to4he entrance of the pontoon. This rule 
may he relaxed in wet weather. 

General. 

1. The centre gangway shall be used by passengers only. The 
other gangways shall be used by the friends of passengers arul licensed 
coolies. 

2. No persons, other than passengers, shall be permitted to proceed 
on or femuiii on that part of the centre of the pontoon which is enclosed 
by chains. 

3. On the departure of any such vessel all intending passengers 
shall provide themselves with a pass signed by the Health Officer; and 
no person shall be permitted to proceed up the gangway of the vessel 
unless he is in possession of such a pass. 

4. On the arrival ot any such vessel no person shall be permitted to 
proceed up the gangway of the vessel, until such time as the vessel has 
been properly made fast. 

5. On tne arrival ot any such vessel, no person shall be permitted 
to proceed, or remain on the pontoon within a distance of ten feet of 
the edge of the pontoon, until such time as the vessel has been properly 
made fast. 

6. No person shall be permitted to proceed on or leave any such 
vessel except by the gangways put across for this purpose. 

7. No person shall proceed on or remain on any part of the pontoon 
set apart for the storage of His Majesty’s mail. 

8. All persons proceeding on or remaining on the pontoon for any 
period shall obey all reasonable directions pf any police officer on duty 
on or near the pontoon in uniform. 

(2) Outram Ghat. 

1. On the occasion of the arrival at, or departure of any ocean¬ 
going vessels from, this pontoon, vehicles shall, after dropping their 
passengers, be parked as follows: — 

(a) Vehicles, other than owner-driven, shall be parked in one line 
on the west side of Strand Road at an angle to the crown of the road, 
facing south-east. The bonnets of the vehicles to be in line with the 
west edge of the macadamised portion of the road* The line to 
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commence from the big tree north of the entrance and to extend 
northwards up to the Boating Club House. Any surplus vehicles shall 
be parked in a second line parallel to and in rear of the firat line. The 
rear of vehicles on this line shall be in line with the western kerb of 
the road. 

(h) Owner-driven vehicles shall be parked in one line on the west 
side of Strand Hoad, south of the pontoon. Bonnets of the vehicles 
facing south-east. 

2. Taxicabs for Hire shall be parked in one line on the east side of 
Strand Road, parallel to and close to the western railings of the Eden 
Garden Carriage Park. 

3. Hackney carriages for hire shall be parked in one line on the 
east side of the road in rear of the taxicab park. 

4. No vehicles shall be permitted to park or remain standing for 
any period in front of the entrance to the pontoon, except vehicles 
conveying His Majesty’s mail to and from the nontoon. These vehicles 
shall be lined up in one line, facing north. The rear of the vehicles 
to be in line with the southern kerb line of this area in front of the 
entrances to the pontoon-gangways. 

5. Vehicles shall not be permitted to leave the parks unless they 
are occupied, and no vehicle, other than those belonging to invalids, etc., 
shall be permitted to drive up to the entrances to the pontoon-gangways/ 

This rule may be relaxed in wet weather. 

General. 

1. The centre gangway shall be used by first and second class 

passengers. The north and south gangways shall be used by third 
class passengers and bagage coolies. * 

2. On the departure of any such vessel all ititending passengers 
shall provide themselves with a pass signed by the Health Officer, and 
no person shall be permitted* to proceed up the gangway of the vessel 
unless he is in possession of such a pass. 

3. On the arrival of any such vessel no person shall be permitted 
Ho proceed up the gangway of the vessel until such time us the vessel 
has been properly- made fast. 

4. On the arrival or departure of any vessel no person shall be 
permitted to proceed on or remain on the pontoon within a distance of 
ten feet of the edge of the pontoon until such time as the vessel has 
been projierly made fast. 

5. No person shall be peimitted to proceed on or leave any such 
vessel except by the gangways put across for this purpose/ 

6. No person* shall proceed on or remain on any part of the. pontoon 
set apart for the storage of His Majesty’s mails. 

7. All pci son* proceeding on or remaining on the pontoon for any 
period shall obey all reasonable directions of any police officer on duty 
in uniform on or near the pontoon. 

(*) Landing Stages. 

1. Any ghat, pontoon, jetty or any place where ocean-going vessels, 
ferry steamers or any vessels used for the conveyance of passengers 
“make fast” for the purpose of embaiking or disembarking ] asseiigers, 
shall be termed a “Landing Stage.” 

2. No person, shall proceed on or remain on any part of a landing 
stage within a distance of ten feet of the edge of such landing stage, 
until the vessel approaching the landing stage has beep proj^rly made 
fast. 

3. No person shall proceed on or attempt to proceed on any such 
vessel except by the gangways, companion ladders, or any such menus 
as the Commissioners for the Port think fit to put up for the purpose. 

4. No person shall proceed on or remain on any part of a landing 
stage set apart for the storage of His Majesty’s mails. 

6. No person shall board or attempt to board or leave or attempt 
to leave any such vessel mentioned in rule 1 above, while the vessel is in 
motion or until such time as the vessel has been properly made fast to 
the landing stage. 

6. No person suffering from any infectious disease shall be permitted 
to proceed on or remain on any landing stage for any period unless such 
a person holds a pass signed by the Health Officer permitting him to do 
so. 

7. No person under the age of twelve years shall be permitted to 
proceed on or remain on any landing stage unless accompanied with a 
parent, guardian, nurse or some such responsible person. 
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(o) At places of public amusement. 

f . (1) Albion Theatre. 

Vehicles may approach the theatre from the west and from the east. 
"V chicles approaching from the west must turn around the police 
constable on duty , set down their occupants at the entrance, and park as 
follows: — 

1. Motor cars in one line on the south side .of Corporation Street, 
facing west. The line to commence twenty feet west of the theatre 
entrance and to extend as far as Chowringhee Road, if necessary. 

■ 2. Horse-drawn conveyances shall be parked in one line on the south 
side of Corporation Street, east of its junction with Chowringhee Place. 

3.. No vehicle shall leave the park after the performance, unless it 
■has picked up its occupants. This rule may lie relaxed in wet weather. 


(2) Alfred Theatre. 

Vehicles shall approach the theatre from the east and west (those 
approaching from the east shall turn around the constable on duty), 
set down their occupants at the entrance and purk as follows: — 

1. Motor-vehicles shall park in 0113 line, parallel to the kerb, on 
the north side of Harrison Road, facing east. The line to commence 
with the bonnet of the first vehicle in line with a point 20 feet from 
the junction of College Street and to extend as far westwards as is 
necessary. 

2. Taxicabs for hire, up to ten in number, shall park in a single 
lino 011 the north side of the road, facing east. The line to commence 
immediately in rear of the park for private motor cars. 

3. Private liorse-drawn conveyances, shall park in a single line on 
the south side of the road, facing west, parallel to the kerb. The line 
to commence from the north-west corner of the Y. M. 0. A. building 
and to extend as far east as is necessary. 

4. Hackney carriages for hire, up to eight in number, shall park 
on the south side of the road immediately in rear of the park for 
private horse-drawn conveyances. 

5. Vehicles shall not leave the parks till actually occupied. This 
rule may be relaxed iu w^et weather and in cases when vehicles are 
required to pick up purdah ladies. 


(3) Corinthian Theatre, Dhurrumtolla Street, 

Vehicles may approach from west and east (those approaching 
from the west, must turn around the constable on duty), set down their 
occupants at the entrance and park as follows: — 

1. Motor-vehicles shall park in one line on the west side of 
Dhurrumtolla Spur, facing south. The line to commence 20 feet from 
the junction of Dhurrumtolla Street and Dhurrumtolla Spur and to 
extend northwards up to Cliittaranjan Avenue, if necessary. 

2. Private horse-drawn conveyance shall he parked in one line on 
the south side of Mosque Road facing oast. The line to commence 
20 feet from the junction of Mosque Road and Dhurrumtolla Spur and 
to extend as far northwards as necessary. 

3. Taxicabs for hire up to twelve in number shall be parked in one 
line on the taxicab stand on the east side of Dhurrumtolla Spur, facing 
south. 

4. Hackney carriages for hire up to twelve in number shall be 
parked in one line in rear of the private horse-drawn conveyances. 

5. Rickshaws for hire up to twelve in number shall be parked in 
rear of the taxicab park. 

0. No vehicles shall be permitted to leave the porks unless it has 
picked up its occupants. This rule may be relaxed m wet weather and 
in cases where vehicles are to pick up purdah ladies. 

(4) Cornwallis Theatre (Natya Mandir). 

All vehicles shall approach the theatre from the south, set down 
their occupants at the entrance and park as follows: — 

1. Motor-vehicles in one line on the west side of Cornwallis Street, 
facing north. The line to commence from the junction of Shampooker 
Street. 

2. .Horse-drawn conveyances shall be parked in one line on the east 
side of Cornwallis Street. The line to commence from a point opposite 
the north gate of the theatre. Vehicles to, face’ south. 
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3. Taxicabs up to eight in number shall be parked in one line on 
the east side of Cornwallis Street, facing Bouth. The line to commence 
north of the junction Kalin Sircar Street. 

4. Hackney carriages up to eight in number shall be \mrkecl in 
rear of the taxicab park, on the east side of the road, facing south. 

5. No vehicle shall be permitted to leave the parks unless it has 
picked up its occupants. This rule may be relaxed in wet weather and 
in the cases of vehicles proceeding to pick up purdah ladies. 


(5) Crown Cinema. 

All vehicles shall approach the theatre from the south, set down 
their occupants at the entrance and park as follows: — 

1. Motor-vehicles in one line on the west side of Cornwallis Street, * 
facing north. The line to commence from the entrance and to extend as 
far south as is necessary. 

2. Horse-drawm vehicles shall park on the east side of Cornwallis 
Street, facing south. The line to commence from a point opposite the 
entrance to the Hatibagan Market. 

3. Taxicabs and hackney carriage for hire shall be parked as laid 

down for the Cornwallis Theatre (Katya Mandir). 4 5 6 7 

4. No vehicle shall be permitted to leave the parks unless it has 
picked up its occupants. This rulo may be relaxed in wet weather and 
m cases when vehicles are required to pick up purdah ladies. 


(0) Elphinstone Picture Palace, Chowringhee Place. 


All vehicles shall approach the theatre entrance on OhowTinghee 
Place from the w’est via Chowringhee Place, drive along the wTong 
side of the road, set down their occupants at the entrance and park as 
follows:— 

1 . Motor vehicles.—Perk 1 . —Vehicles shall turn around the 
constable on duty at the junetion of Chowringhee Place and Hogg 
Street and park in a single line on the south side of the road, facing, 
west. 

Any overflow shall be parked in a second line parallel to the first. 

Park 2.— Vehicles approaching the theatre from the east.shall drop 
their occupants at # the east entrance on Hogg Street and park in a 
single line on the east side of Hogg* Street, facing north. The jine to 
commence 20 feet from the junction of Corporation Place and extend 
up to Market Streef. 

Any overflow’ shall be parked in a second line parallel to the first 
line. 

2. Horse-drawn vehicles.—Park 3.~ Horse-drawn vehicles shall 
after dropping their occupants park on the west side of Market Street. 
The line to commence from the south-east corner of the theatre 
building and to extend east along Market Street as far as is necessary.

5. No vehicles shall be permitted to enter Chowringhee Place 
from Hogg Street a quarter of an hour before the performance, and 
no vehicles shall be permitted to enter Chowringhee Place from the 
west from its junction with Bertram Street a quarter of an hour before 
the end of the performance. This rule shall only be enforced if the 
senior Inspector on rounds considers this necessary. 

6. Vehicles belonging to members of the Calcutta Corporation 
shall be given free access to at all times and shall he parked in a single 
line on the north side of Chowringhee Place, facing east. 

7. No vehicles shall be permitted to leave the parks until it has 
picked up its occupants.. This rule may be relaxed in wet weather. 
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(7) Empire Theatre, Chowringhee Place. 

All vehicles shall approach the theatre entrance on Chowringhee 
Place from .the west via Chowringhee Road, set down their passengers 
at the entrance and park as follows;— 

1. Motor-VihioJas*—Park 1« —Vehicles shall turn around the 
constable on duty at the junction of Chowringhee Place and Bertram 
Street and park in a single line on the south side of Chowringhee 
Place, facing west. 

Park 2. —Vehicles shall be parked in a single line on the east side 
of Bertram Street, facing north. The bonnet of the first vehicle to be 
in line with the north railing of Market Square and to extend up to 
north-west corner of the New Market. 

Any overflow shall be parked in a second line parallel to the first 
line. Any further. overflow shall be parked iu a single line on the 
west side of Bertram Street, facing north. The line to commence from 
the lamp on the south side of Bertram Street entrance to the Grand Cafe 
and to extend as far south as is necessary. 

Park —Vehicles shall be parked on the east side of Bertram Street 
(north), facing south. The line to commence from a point 20 feet 
u«rth to the junction of Bertram Street (north) and Chowringhee Place 
and to extend up to Corporation Street. Any overflow shall be parked 
on the west side of Bertram Street (north), in a single line facing south. 
The line to commence 20 feet from the crossing and to extend up the 
south-east corner of the Albion Theatre. 

2. No vehicle shall be permitted to park on park 3 above until 
park 2 has been occupied. 

3. Horse-drawn vehicles* —Horse-drawn vehicles shall be parked on 
park 3. If this park is occupied by motors all horse-drawn vehicles 
shall be parked on the south side of Corporation Street, in u single 
line facing west, east of its junction with Chowringhee Place. 

4. Taxicabs and hackney carriages for hire shall be parked on 
Chowringhee Road on the permanent respective parks. 

5. No vehicles shall be permitted to leave any of the parks until 
it has picked up its occupants. This rule may be relaxed in wet 
weather. 

(i. No vehicles shall be permitted to park on the north side of 
Chowringhee Place for any period from a quarter of an hour before 
the commencement of the performance until all vehicles have arrived 
and traffic has resumed normal proportions, and no vehicles shall be 
permitted to turn round on Chowringhee Place during this period. 

7. No vehicles shall be permitted to enter Chowringhee Place a 
quarter of an hour before the end of the performance until all traffic 
from the theatres is clear. 

Note. —Rules 6 and 7 shall only be enforced if the senior Inspector 
on rounds considers this necessary. 


(8) Minerva Theatre, Beadon Street. 

All vehicles shall approach the theatre entrance from the east, set 
down their passengers at the entrance and park as follows:— 

1. Motor-vehicles shall park in a single line on the north side of 
Beadon Street, facing east. The line to commence from a point 
opposite the entrance and to extend as far west as is necessary. 

2. Horse-drawn vehicles shall be parked on the south side of 
Beadon Street, facing west. The line to commence 30 feet from the 
theatre entrance and extend as far west as is necessary. 

3. Taxicabs for hire up to eight in number shall be parked on the 
south side of Beadon Street, facing west. The bonnet of the first cab 
to be 20 feet from the corner of Raja Guru Das Street and to extend 
as far east as is necessary. 

4. Hackney carriages up to eight in number shall be parked iii a 
single line in rear of the stand for taxicabs. 

5. No vehicle shall be permitted to leave the porks until it has 
picked up its occupants. This rule may be relaxed in wet weather 
and in cases when conveyances are required to pick up purdah ladies. 
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, (9) Monmohan Theatre, Beadon Street. 

Vehicles shall approach the'theatre from the west, set down their 
occupants at the entrance and park as follows: — ■ • \ 

1. Motor-vehicles shall park in a single line, facing west, on tha 
south side of Beadon Street. The bonnet of the first car to be in line 
with a point 20 feet from the junction of Chittaranjan Avenue. The 
line to extend as far as east ns is necessary. 

2. Private horse-drawn conveyances shall park in a single line, 
parallel to the kerb, facing east. The line to commence from a point. 
20 feet west of the theatre exit and to continue as far west as is 
necessary. 

Taxicabs for Lire, up to ten in number, shall park on the west, 
side of Chittaranjan Avenue, facing north (on the existing taxicab 
stand), immediately south of the junction of Beadon Street, and 
Chittaranjan Avenue. 

4. Hackney carriages up to eight in number shall be parked in a 
single line in rear of the park for private horse-drawn vehicles 
(paragraph 2 above). 

5. No vehicle shall be permitted to leave the parks until it has 
picked up its occupants. This rule may be relaxed in wet weather 
and in cases when vehicles are required to pick up purdah ladies. 

(10) Opera House, Lindsay Street. 

1. Vehicles may approach the Opera House from east und west. 
Those approaching from the west shall turn round the police officer on 
duty in front of the entrance, set down their occupants at the entrance 
and park as follows: — 

(?’) Motor-vehicles in a single line on the cemented parks oo the 
north side of Lindsay Street, facing the centre of the road, any 
overflow shall be accommodated in a second line in rear of the first 
line. 

(n) Taxicabs for hire up to eighteen in number shall be parked on 
the west side of Madge Lane, in a single line facing north. 

, (ni) Hackney carriages for hire up to ten in number shall be 
parked on the cemented park, under the clock lower. Ilackney 
carriages shall not be permitted to stand for any period on any portion 
of the cemented parks west of this park. 

2. Vehicles shall not be permitted lo leave the parks unless they 
have picked up their occupants. This rule may be relaxed in wet 
weather. 

3. Vehicles belonging to persons attending the matinee performance 
shall be parked on the cemented parks east and west of the water- 
trough. 

(11) Picture House, Chowringhee Road. 

Vehicles Shall approach the theatre entrance from the north, set 
down their occupants at the entrance and park us follows: — 

1. Motor-vehicles shall be parked in a single line on the west side 
of Chowringhee Road, facing north. The bonnet of the first vehicle 
to be in line with the theatre entrance. Any overflow shall be parked 
in a single line parallel to the first line. The line to extend up to the 
junction of Sudder Street. 

2. Horse-drawn vehicles, if any, shall be parked in rear of the 
park for private motor-cars. 

3. Taxicabs for hire shall be parked on the permanent taxicab 
stands on Chowringhee Road. 

4. A quarter of an hour before the commencement of the 
performance no vehicle shall be permitted to stand for any period on 
the east side of Chowringhee Ltoad from the porch of Leslie and Com¬ 
pany’s premises to a point 20 feet from the junction of Lindsay Street. 

5. No vehicle snail be permitted to leave the park until it has 
picked up its occupants. This rule may be relaxed in wet weather. 

(12) Ripou Theatre, Mechuabazar Street. 

Vehicles shall approach the theatre entrance from tha west, 
incline to the south side of the street before dropping their occupants, 
carry on east for about 100 yards, turn about and be parked as 
follows:— • 

Motor»Vthl0to9«— In one line on the south side of Mechuabazar 
Street* facing west, the line commencing from a point 20 yards east 
of the theatre entrance*. 
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Horse-drawn vehicles* —In one line on the south of Mechuabazar 
Street, facing* west, behind the motors vehicles. 

/ ’ (13) Star Theatre, Cornwallis Street. 

Vehicles shall approach the theatre from the north, set down their 
occupants at the entrance and park as follows:— 

1. Motor-vehicles shall be parked in a single line on th# west side 
of Cornwallis Street, facing north. The line to commence from a 
point 30 feet south of the theatre entrance and to extend as far south 
as is necessary. 

2. Horse-drawn conveyances shall be parked in a single line on 
the east side of Cornwallis Street, facing south. The line to commence 
from a point opposite the first vehicle on the motor-car park and to 
extend as f&r south as is necessary. 

3. Taxicabs and hackney carriages for hire shall be parked as laid 
down in the rule for the regulation of traffic at the Natya Mandir 
(Cornwallis Theatre). 

4. No vehicle shall be permitted to leave the park until it has 
picked up its occupants. This rule may be relaxed in wet weather and 
in cases when conveyances are required to pick up purdah ladies. 

(14) Madan Theatre, Corporation Street. 

Vehicles shall approach the entrance to the theatre on Corporation 
Street from the west, set down their occupants at the entrance, proceed 
east, turn round the constable on duty at the junction of Free School 
Street and park as follows:— 

1. Park 1«— Motor-vehicles shall be parked in a single line on the 
south side of Corporation Street, facing west. The bonnet of the first 
vehicle to he 20 feet from the junction of Hogg Street. The line to 
extend if necessary up to a point 20 feet from the junction of Free 
School Street. Any overflow may ho parked in a single line parallel 
to the first line. 

Park 2> —Surplus motor-vehicles shall be parked in a single line on 
the south side of Corporation Street. The bonnet of the first vehicle 
to be in a line with the north-west entrance to the main municipal 
office, and to extend up to a point 20 feet from the junction of Hogg 
Street. The entrances to the municipal office are to be kept clear.

5. No vehicle shall be permitted to park on the north side of 
Corporation Street from the entrance of the theatre to the junction of 
Free School Street from a quarter of an hour before the commencement, 
of the performance till cars have been parked and traffic has resumed 
normal proportions. 

G. Corporation Street may he closed to all traffic proceeding from 
east to west from its junction with Free School Street fifteen minutes 
before the commencement of the performance and to all traffic 
proceeding from west to east from its junction with Chowringhee Place 
fifteen minutes before the close of the performance, at the discretion 
of the police on duty, 

7. Considerable discretion must he used in enforcing rule 6 above. 
In all cases the senior Inspector on rounds must be consulted before 
any orders are issued on this point. 

8. Taxicabs and hackney carriages shall be parked as laid down 
in the rules for the regulation of traffic at the Elphinston© Picture 

p a ] ace 

(15) Saturday Club. 

Parking arrangements. 

1. Owner-driven vehicles* —Owner-driven vehicles belonging to 
members visiting the Saturday Club shall park as follows; -— 

# Park 1*—-Vehicles shall be parked in a single line on the east side ot 
Wood Street, facing south. The line to oommence from a pbipt 
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feet from the junction of Theatre ltoad and extend to a point 20 ieet 
from the entrance of the (dub. 

Park 2. —-Vehicles shall be parked in a single line on the west side 
of Wood Street, faring north (along the wall). The line to commence 
from a point 20 feet north of the club entrance and extend northwards 
along the whole length of the wall. 

Vehicles on the above parks shall be parked close to and parallel 
to the kerb. 

2. Vehicles other then owner-driven.—Park 3. —Vehicles after 
setting down their occupants at the (dub pntruiire shall proceed into 
Hungerford Street and park in a single line on the east side of the 
load, facing south-west at an angle to the wall. The line to commence" 
from a point 20 feet from the junction of Theatre ltoad and to extend 
to a point 20 feet from the junction of Short Street. 

Park 4. —Any surplus vehicles shall bo parked in a single line on 
the west side of the road, facing south, (dose to and parallel to the 
kerb. 

Vehicles shall not be permitted to park on this park until park 
3 above has been occupied. 

Park 5. —Any further surplus vehicles shall be parked in a single 
line on the south side of Theatre ltoad, faring west, close to and 
parallel to the kerb. The line to commence from a point 20 feet east of 
the junction of Upper Wood Street, and to extend as far easi as is 
necessary. 

3. Vehicles belonging to members of the club shall not be permitted 
to park (/) on the west side of Wood Street, south oi the (dub entrance, 
(ii) on the east side of Wood Street, north of the club entrance and 
{ti'i) on the north side of Theatre ltoad. 

4. Taxi cabs for hire. —Taxi cabs for hire up to six in number slufll 
be parked on the east side ol Wood Street, north of the club entrance, 
facing south. The bonnet of the first cab to be 20 feet north of the 
entrance. 

5. Vehicles jmrked on any of the above parks shall not park in a 
manner likely to obstruct the* entrance or exits of private premises 
situated on any of the streets or road whereon the parks are situated. 

6. On extraordinary occasions vehicles shall not be permitted to 
leave the parks until they have picked up their occupants. 


(16) Pearl Cinema, Dhurrumfolia Street. 

1. Vehicles may approach from the east, and west. • 

Those approaching from the west will turn round the police officer 
on duty and drive up to the entrance. 

After dropping their occupants, they w T ill turn round and proceed* 
direct to the park in Hospital Street. 

2. Owner-driven motor-cars, not exceeding five in number, will be 
parked on arrival on the south sido of Dhurrumtollah Street, facing 
west, the bonnet of the first car being in lino with the east end of the 
portico of Messrs. Lytton and Company. 

3. All other motor-vehicles will be parked in one line on the 
east side of Hospital Street, facing south. 

4. Horse-drawn vehicles 'will be parked immediately in rear. 

5. JNo car shall leave the park until it has picked up its occupants. 
This rule inav be reluxed in w^et weather. 

G. Taxicabs up to ten in number shall park on the west side of 
Free School Street, facing north. The bonnet of the first cab shall 
be 20 feet from the junction of Free School Street and Dhurruintolla 
Street. 


(17) Manhing (Chinese) Theatre, Chittaranjan Avenue, South. 

1. Voliicles shall approach the theatre from the west via 
Chittaranjan Avenue, set down their occupants and park as follows. 

2. Motor-vehicles shall be parked in a single line on the south 
side of Kapalitola spur, facing west. Any overflow' shall be parked 
in a second line parallel to and cdose to the first line. 

3. Horse-drawn vehicles shall be parked in a single line on the 
east side of Kenderdine Lane, facing south, north of its junction with 
Kapalitola spur. 

4. Taxicabs for hire up to ten in number shall be parked in a 
single line on the west side of Chandney Chowk Street, facing north, 
south of its junction with Kapalitola spur. 
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6. Hackney carriages for lvire up to ten in number shall be parked 
in a single line on the north side of the New Road, facing east, west 
of its junction with Chittaranjan Avenue. (For the purpose of this 
section the new road referred to shall mean the road running from 
east to west between Chittaranjan Avenue and Khairoo Lane). 

G. Rickshaws for hire up to ten in number shall park on the east 
side of Kenderdine Lane, north of its junction with Kapalitola spur, 
facing south. The line to commence behind the line of horse-drawn 
vehicles park referred to in rule 3. 

7. Chandney Chowk Street from its junction with Prinsep Street 
shall bo closed to all traffic approaching from the south five minutes 
before the commencement of the performance. 

8. Kapalitola spur from its junction with Chittaranjan Avenue 
shall be closed to all traffic proceeding from west five minutes before 
‘the break-up of the performance. 

9. After the close of the performance, vehicles shall not turn on 
Kapalitola spur, Chandney Chowk Street and Kenderdine Lane. All 
vehicles leaving the parks on these streets shall proceed west along 
Kapalitola spur. 

10. Vehicles shall not leave the parks till they have picked up 
their occupants. (This rule may be relaxed in wet weather). 

J.J. Exemptions. —Fire apparatus belonging to the Calcutta Fire 
Brigade shall he exempt from the operation of these orders. 

H8) New Empire Theatre, Humayun Place.

4. The parking or standing of vehicles, except in obedience to 
traffic signals, on any part of Humayun Place, is prohibited lor a 
period of half an hour before the performance is timed to commence 
till traffic is (dear at the close of the performance. 

5. Vehicles shall not be driven from east to west along Humayun 
Place, between the east and west drives of the theatre for a period of 
half an hour before the time fixed for the commencement of the 
performance, ami ho vehicles shall be permitted to enter Humayun 
Place from Chowringhee Road for a period of half an hour before the 

, time fixed for the end of the performance. 

• G. The turning of vehicles on any portion of Humayun Place or 
on the east, south and west drives, is prohibited. 

7. Vehicles shall not be driven off any of the parks till actually 
occupied. 

(d) At places of Public Worship. 

(1) Old Mission Church in Mission Row. 

Vehicles shall approach the porch or the gate from the south, set 
down their occupants and park as follows:— 

1. Motor-vehicles shall be parked in a single line on the west side 
of the road, facing north. The line to commence on ordinary occasions 
from a point opposite the Home and to extend as fat south as 
necessary. On extraordinary occasions the line to commence 20 feet 
from the junction of Lall Bazar Street and to extend, if necessary, up 
to the junction of Mangoe Lane. Any overflow may be parked in a 
second line parallel to the first line. 

2. Horse-drawn conveyances shall he parked in a single line on 
the east side of the road, facing north. Tha line to commence from 
the south-west corner of Church Close and to extend as far south as is 
necessary. 

3. No vehicle shall leave the park until it has picked up its 
occupants. This rule may be relaxed in wet weather and on ordinary 
occasions when traffic is normal. 

4. No vehicle shall be permitted to approach within a distance of 
30 feet of the church porch or the south-west gate after the bells have 
ceased ringing. 

5. Drivers of vehicles passing the church frontage shall drive past 
the church as quietly as possible, shall not sound their horns 
unnecessarily or drive in any manner likely to disturb the service or 
the worshippers. 
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(2) St. Andrew’s Church in Dalhousie Square. 

All vehicles shall approach the church entrance on • Dalhousie 
Square from the west, set down their occupants and park as follows:— 

1. Motor-vehicles shall park in a single line on the north side of 
Dalhousie Square North, facing east. The bonnet of the first vehicle 
to be 20 feet from the junction of Lyons It tinge. The line to extend 
as far west as is necessary. 

2. Horse-drawn vehicles shall park in a single line in rear of the 
park for private motor-vehicles. 

3. After the bells have ceased ringing and during the service no 
vehicle shall be allowed to enter the Church Close; and all vehicle^ 
passiug the church shall proceed as quietly as possible, not sound 
their horns unnecessarily or drive in any manner liable to disturb the 
service. 

4. On ordinary occasions and in wet weather vehicles may he per¬ 
mitted to drive up to the entrance in line and pick up their passengers. 
On extraordinary occasions no vehicle shall he permitted to leave the 
park until it has picked up its occupants. 


(3) St. Paul’s Cathedral. 

Arrival. 

1. Vehicles shall approach the Cathedral Close by way of the 
north gate, and the south-west gate on Cathedral Avenue. Vehicles 
shall not be permitted to enter the Cathedral (’lose via gates on 
Chowriughee lti>ad. 

Parking. 

Park 1—North Of the Garth. —Vehicles shall be parked on either 
side of the north park ut an angle; those on the north side facing south¬ 
east and those on the south side facing north-east. 

- Park 2—East Drive. —Surplus vehicles shall be parked along the 
east drive, on the east side, facing south-west. 

Park 3—South Park. —Vehicles shall be parked, under the trees on 
the west side of the south lawn, in two lines, facing north-west. The 
rear of the cars on the first line to be in line with the western railings 
of the south lawn, and the bonnets of the second line to be in line with 
the trees, immediately in front of the first lines. 

Surplus vehicles shall be parked along the west drive, facing north¬ 
east. * 

The entrance to the east and west cross-walk for pedestrians must be 
kept clear of staiidhig vehicles. 

The sounding of horns and the “racing” of engines of vehicles 
entering or leaving the parks, whilst the service is in progress, is 
prohibited. 

2. No vehicles shall be permitted to park under the porticos on the 
north, south and west sides of the Cathedral. 

Departure. 

1. Vehicles parked on the north car park shall circle the garth, 
clock-wise, pick up their occupants on the north side of the Cathedral 
aud exit by way of tine north gate, opposite Queens Way. 

2. Vehicles parked on the east drive shall pick up their occupants 
and exit by way of the north gate, opposite Queens Way. No ‘IT 
turn will be permitted on this drive. 

3. Vehicles parked on the south park shall pick up their pussengers 
on thie south side of the Cathedral or on the park, and exit by way of 
the north gate, 

4. Surplus vehicles parked on the west drive shall not be permitted 
to ‘U’ turn on the west drive; vehicles on this park shall exit by way 
of the north gate. 

General. 

1. The sounding of horns by drivers inside the (dose is prohibited, 
whilst a service is in progress. 

2. On-extraordinary occasions when traffic is heavy, vehicles shall 
not be permitted to leave the parks till occupied. (This rule may be 
relaxed in wet weather.) 

8. Whilst a service is in progress no vehicles shall be permitted to 
proceed under any of the Cathedral porticos. 
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4. No vehicles shall be permitted ta proceed westward, along the 
south drive and eastwards along the nofth drive, northwards along the 
east drive and. southwards along the west drive. 

5. Vehicles shall not be permitted to exit by way of the north¬ 
east gate, opposite the Bishop’s Palace. 

G. Vehicles shall not be permitted to proceed westwards along the 
north park drive. 

(4) 8t. Thomas 1 Church v Middleton Row. 

1. All vehicles shall be parked on Middleton Row, north, motor- 
vehicles on the east side and horse-drawn vehicles on the west side, all 
facing south. 

2. While the service is in progress no vehicle shall be allowed to 
enter the portico or to drive up to any of the doors of the church. 
Vehicles passing the church shall do so at a walk and with as little 
noise as'possible. 

3. At the conclusion of the service all vehicles shall move off via 
Camac Street. No vehicles shall be allowed to enter Middleton Row 
from Camac Street for a period of ten minutes after the conclusion of 
the service. 


(e) On the Maiden. 

(1) General. 

1. No person shall play football, cricket, hockey, tennis or any 
game upon the rnuidan except on such portions and at such times as 
are sanctioned by the Commissioner of Police. 

2. . No person shall drive or leave any vehicle on the grass on any 
part of the maidan except on such portions and at such times as are 
sanctioned by the Commissioner of Police. 

3. No person shall ride or lead any hprse or other animal or ride 
or wheel any vehicle along Secretaries* walk ov any footway or road 
reserved exclusively for the use of pedestrians. 


(2) Maidan Roads. 

1. Bullock or buffalo carts shall not be allowed to proceed along 
any of the roads mentioned in column 1 of schedule F between the hours 
specified in column 2 of that schedule. 

2. No person shalll sit or walk or stand on any of the balustrades 
erected on the sides of any of the maidan roads. 

(3) Eden Gardens (ordinary occasions). 

1. All vehicles shall approach the carriage park on the west of 
the garden from the north, drop their occupants and park as follows: — 

(а) Motor-vehicles shall be parked eight abreast on the park, facing 
south. The bonnets of the cars to be in line with the red marks on 
the garden wall. 

(б) Tlorse-drawn vehicles, if any, shall be parked in the same manner 
on the last three lines. 

2. No vehicles shall he so parked as to obstruct the entrances to 
the gardens. 

3. Vehicles leaving the parks shall drive between the lines of 
parked vehicles and proceed southwards into Eden Gardens Road. 

4. No vehicles shall be permitted to park on Eden Gardens Road 
in a manner so as to obstruct the entrances to the gardens, and no 
vehicle shall be permitted to jmrk on this road except in a single line 
parallel to the garden wall (except on occasion of football matches, 
etc., for which separate orders exist). 

Carriage arrangements on the oocasion of any public funotion held on 
the Calcutta Cricket Club or on any part of the Eden Cardens east 
of the Calcutta Club. 

1. Vehicles approaching the gates on Eden Garden Road shall set 
down their passengers on the north side of the road if approaching from 
the west and on the south side of the road if approaching from the east 
and park as follows: — 

Park A. —In a single line on the south side of the road, facing 
north, 7.c., back to kerb. The line to commence from the entrance of 
the Calcutta Football Club and to extend to a point in line with street 
lamp No. 12. 
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Park Br—In a single line on south side of road, facing north, i.e ., 
hack to kerb. The line to commence from street lamp No. 10 and to 
extend to u. point 20 feet west of the junction of Plassey Gate Road. 

2. Vehicles approaching the *g a t es on Auckland Road shall set 
down their passenger* on the north side of the road if approaching 
from the west and on the south side if approaching from the east and 
park as follows: — 

(«) Park A ■—In a single line on the south side of Auckland Road, 
facing north, i.e., hack to kerb. The line to commence from a point 
20 feet east of the junction of Strand ltoad and to extend to a point 
20 feet west of the north g-ate of Eden Gardena. 

(h) Park B ■—In a single line on the south side of Auckland Road, 
facing north, i.e., hack to kerb. The line to commence 20 feet east* 
of the north gate of the garden and to extend up to a point 20 feet west 
of the junction of Eden Garden Road. 

(r) Park C. —In a single line on the west side of Government Place 
west, facing south-east, i.e. at an angle to the kerb. The line to 
commence from a point 20 feet from the junction of Auckland Road 
and to extend to a point 20 feet from the junction of and south of 
Esplanade Row West. 

•1. Horse-drawn vehicles shall park m a single line on the west 
side of Plassey Gate Road, facing north, i.e., parallel to kerb. The 
line to commence from a point 30 feet south of tne junction with Eden 
Garden ltoad ami to extend as far south as is necessary. 

4. Taxicabs up to twenty in number for hire shall park on the west 
side of the triangular plot, east of Eden Gardens, facing south, i.e., 
parallel to the kerb. The line to continue along the north side of the 
plot, vehicles facing west. 

f). Oil ordinary occasions when no heavy traffic is expected, traffic 
along* Eden Garden Road and Auckland Road from the west shall not, 
be stopped. 

(J. Vehicles shall not be driven off the parks except when actually 
occupied. This rule may be relaxed in wet, weather and when traffic 
is not heavy, at the discretion of the police officer on duty. 

(4) Calcutta Football Club Ground. 

On the occasion of sports meetings of any description being held on 
this ground the following orders shall be enforced: — 

Arrival. 

1. Traffic along Eden Gardens Road from west to easj^ may be 

stopped at the discretion of police on duty a reasonable period before 
the commencement, of the meeting until traffic 1ms resumed normal 
proportions. , 

2. All vehicles shall approach the ground from the east, and park 
as follows: — 

Motor-vehicles — Park 1«—Motor-vehicles shall he parked in blocks 
of twelve or more vehicles, four or more in each line, with an interven¬ 
ing space of two car lengths between each block. 

The first block to be in line with Reel’s Statue at the junction of 
Strand Road and Eden Gardens Hoad, and the park to extend up to a 
point 20 feet from the junction of Plassey Gate Road. 

No vehicles shall be permitted to remain standing on any part of 
the north side of Eden Gardens Road. 

Park 2. —Any surplus vehicles shall he parked on the Eden Gardens 
Park on the west side of the gardens. Vehicles on this park shall be 
parked in lines, eight abreast. The bonnets of all vehicles to be in 
line with the red marks on the garden wall. 

Park 3.— Any further surplus vehicles shall be parked on the 
rnaidan, near the northern ramparts of Fort William, east of Calcutta 
Gate Road. Vehicles on this park shall be parked in lines of twenty 
vehicles with a space of 15 feet between each line. 

Horse-drawn vehicles. —All horse-drawn vehicles shall be diverted 
into Plassey Gate Road and shall park in two linps, one on each side 
of the road, facing north. 

3. Taxicabs for hire. —(a) Taxicabs for hire shall be lined up on 
the west side of Eden Gardens Road east, facing south. The line to 
be continued, along the south side of Auckland Road, facing east. 

(b) A feeder stand for this rank shall be lined up on the cemented 
stand on Northbrooke Avenue, facing go'uth. 
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(n) No empty taxicabs shall be j>errmtted to stand on Lawrence 
Road, or Government Place South and West. 

(d) Ten minutes before the close of the meeting the rank of taxicabs 
on the stand (a) above shall be permitted to proceed along Eden Garden 
Road and park on the north side, facing west. The bonnet of the first 
taxicab to be in line with the club entrance. Taxicabs on the rank 
shall move forward as vacancies occur. 

Departure. 

4. No vehicle shall leave the parks until it has picked up its 
occupants, and all vehicles shall drive off in the direction they are 
facing, 7 .c., west. 

5. No vehicle shall be permitted to turn round on Eden Gardens 
Road. 

b. Horse-drawn vehicles leaving the park on Plassey Gate Road 
shall not be permitted to turn west into Eden Gardens Road, until 
such time as traffic has resumed normal proportions and until permission 
to do so has been received from the police on duty. 

7. Half an hour after the close of the meeting all vehicles parked 
on Eden Guldens Pnad at a distance of more than 2 feet away from the 
kerb shall be removed by I heir respective owners or by the persons in 
charge of such vehicles and parked close to and parallel to the kerb. 

(5) Dalhousie Athletic Club Ground. 

The following arrangements shall be made on the occasion of any 
sports meeting on this ground: — 

1. Park 1 . —All motor-vehicles approaching the ground from the 
west shall be parked in blocks of six to nine vehicles, at the discretion 
of the police on duty, with an intervening space of two car lengths 
between each block, on the norfli side of Mayo Road, facing east. The 
bonnets of the vehicles in the first line shall be 20 feet from the 
tramway linps at the junction of Mayo Road and Duft'erin Road. The 
park to extend westwards to a point, 30 feet east of the island at the 
junction of Mayo Road and Red Road. 

Park 2.— All motor-vehicles approaching from the east shall park 
in two lines on the south side of Mayo Road, head on to the crown of 
tlio road. The line to commence from the Red Road balustrade and 
to continue to a point 20 feet west of the culvert, west of the pavilion. 
Bonnets of vehicles on the first line to be in line with the edge of the 
macadamized portion of the road. 

Park 3. —This park shall only be used in dry weather. Vehicles 
shall be lined up in rear of Park 2 above, in lines of 15 or more vehicles, 
with an intervening spur,* of two car lengths—20 feet between each 
line. 

Park 4.—Any surplus vehicles shall be parked in a single line on 
the east, side of Duft'erin Road, south of the Mayo Statue. The line to 
extend us far south as is necessary. 

2. Harse*drawn vehicles. —Horse-druwn vehicles shall be parked 
in a single line on the east side of Duft'erin Road, facing south, north 
of the Mayo Statue. The line to extend as far north as is necessary. 

3. No vehicles shall l>e permitted to turn round on Mayo Road 
from its junction with Red Road to the Mayo Statue. 

4. No vehicles shall be permitted to park or remain standing for 
any period on the smith side of Mayo Road from the culvert, west of 
the Pavilion to the junction of Dufferin Road. 

5. No vehicles shall be permitted to park or remain standing for 
any period on that portion of Mayo Road surrounding the Mayo 
Statue. 

(>. Half an hour after the close of the meeting all vehicles parked 
on Mayo Road and Dufferin Road at a distance of more than 3 feet 
away from the kerb shall be removed and parked, by the person in 
charge of such vehicles, close to and parallel to the kerb. 

(6) Race Course. 

<1)1 Between the hours of 6 a.m. and 9 a.m. all riders using the 
public riding track shall— 

(a) proceed at a walk when entering or leaving the race course, 

(b) use the track as a right-handed course only, 

(c) not walk their horses on the track, hut, when proceeding at a 
walk, keep on the grass to the Tight of the track, and 

(d) not gallop on the trad:. 
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2. No pedestrian shall use the track. 

3. No dog shall be allowed on the track or within the race course 
enclosure except on leash. 

(II) On the occasion of raoe mootings of tho Royal Oaloutta Turf 
Club— 

(a) Genoral Public. 

Arrival. 

1. Circular Road irom its junction with Kidderpore Road will be 
closed to all traffic approaching* from the west for one hour before the 
time fixed for the start of the first race until all traffic, has regained 
normal proportions. 

2. All vehicular traffic shall approach the public eirtranc.es of the 
race course from the east only. 

3. Vehicular traffic shall approach the public vehicle parks on the 
south side of Circular Road by way of the drive on the south of Circular 
Road, entering the drive near the north approach of Zeerut Bridge. 

£ Parks. 

4. Motor-vehicles shall be parked in two lines on the south side 
of Circular Road, facing north, bonnets of the cars in the first line 
shall he in line with the row of street gas lamps on the south side of 
the road. Any overflow shall be parked on the maidan, south of the 
drive, in parks of two lines, facing north. 

5. Horse-drawn vehicles shall tie parked on the eastern end of the 
maidan, facing north, in rear of the motor-car parks. 

Taxi-cah Ranks. 

0. Taxi-cabs up to one hundred in number shall be parked on the 
western end of the maidan, south of the drive, facing north, north of 
the riding* school. 

7. Taxi-cabs up to forty in number shall he parked on the eastern 
portion of the maidan, south of the drive, facing north, north of the 
park for horse-drawn vehicles. 

8. Taxi-cabs approaching from the north by way of Kidderpore 
Road shall be parked in a single line on the east side of the road, 
facing south. The bonnet of the first cab to be in line with street gas 
lamp No. 09. The rank to extend northwards up to the junction of 
Hospital Grate Road. All taxi-cabs shall be lined up between the line of 
telegraph posts* and the trees, /.<■■., off the road. 

9. Taxi-cabs approaching from the west shall lie lined* up on the 
north side of St. Ueorge’s Gate Road, facing east, between the li\ie of 
street gas lamps and the trees. The line to extend up to the junction 
of Clyde Ro*w, if necessary. 

10. All taxi-cabs shall remain on the stands till actually occupied. 

11. From the time appointed for the start, of the last race hut one, 
all carts approaching Kidderpore Bridge from the south shall be lined 
up on the north side of Watgunge Street and on the west side of 
Circular Garden Reach Road, aud those approaching from the north 
via Kidderpore Road shall he lined up on the east side of Kidderpore 
Road, between Kidderpore Road and Casuarina Avenue, between the 
line of street lamps and the trees till traffic has regained normal 
proportion. 

12. Motor omnibuses shall park on the south side of Circular lload, 
facing north, north of Ihe Riding School. 

13. From a period of half an hour before the time fixed for the 
start of the last race, no empty taxicabs shall be permitted to proceed 
westwards along Circular Road, from its junction with Cathedral Road 
to its junction with Zeerut Bridge; southwards along Casuarina Avenue 
from its junction with Kidderpore Road to its junction with Circular 
Road. 


Departure. 

1. Circular Road fiom its junctions with Hospital Road Fjast and 
Hospital Road West will be closed to all traffic approaching from the 
east and norths from the finish of the last race till traffic has regained 
normal .proportions. 

2. Vehicles parked on the public car parks on the aouth^side of 
Circular Road shall depart .erasW'Mde. 
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3. Vehicles approaching Circular Road from the south by way of 
Zeerut Bridge shall proceed east along Circular Road. Carts shall be 
diverted on the muidan, south of Circular Road and west of the bridge 
approach and shall be parked west of the taxi-cab stand till traffic has 
regained normal proportions, 

4. Motor omnibuses parked as laid down in clause 12 above shall 
depart west along Circular Road. 

5. Omnibuses leaving the park shall not stop on Kidderpore Road 
within a distance of two hundred feet of the crossing of Circular Road 
and Kidderpore Road, for the purpose of picking up or setting down 
passengers, nor drive in any manner likely to obstruct or impede the 
progress of vehicles proceeding along Circular Road or Kidderpore 
Road. 

(b) Members. 

1. Vehicles belonging to members of the Turf Club shall, provided 
the vehicles display the members* card in a conspicuous place on the 
vehicle, proceed along Circular Road to the members’ car park on 
Kidderjxire Road. These vehicles are not to stop or pull up for the 
purpose of setting down passengers on Circular Road. 

2. Vehicles of members approaching the members’ gate along 
Kidderpore Road from the north and south shall turn east at the ‘Way 
In,’ set down their occupants at the members’ gate and park as 
follows: — 

Owner-driven vehicles shall be parked in two lines on the east side 
of Kidderpore Road, facing west. The line to commence from a point 
opposite Hie members’ gale and to extend to the ‘Wav In.’ 

Vehicles other than owner driven shall be parked three deep on the 
east side of Kidderpore Road, facing west. The park to extend from 
the members’ gate to Circular Road. 

3. * Vehicles shall not obstruct the entrances at the ‘Wav Tn’ and 
in front of the members’ gale. 

4. Vehicles shall not leave the parks till they are actually 
occupied. 

(c) General. 

1. No person shall be allowed to loiter near any of the railings 
round the enclosures or paddock. 

2. No person, unless authorised by the stewards of the Royal 
Calcutta Turf Club, shall be allowed within any of the rails enclosing 
the race course tracks. 

3. Ti there is any jump race on the programme of any meeting, 
no person, unless authorised by the stewards of the Royal Calcutta 
Turf Club, shall be allowed between the inner railings of the race 
course tracks and the course over which the jump race is to be run until 
the finish of such jump race or races. 

(Ill) Closing of gates— 

(a) Monsoon season. 

Hours 5-30 a.ra. to 8-30 a.m. daily. 

Gate No. 1.—North of the ]J mile post. 

Gate No. 2.— North of the 1£ mile post. 

Gate No. 3.—(Big Tree)—Opposite Queen’s Way. 

Gate No. 4.—Opposite Bhowanipore Road. 

Gate No. 5.—Opposite Zeerut Bridge. 

All drop gates at these five gates shall he closed from 5-30 a.m. to 
8-30 a.m. The police on duty will open them when required by any 
person riding or walking to or from the course, provided they have 
satisfied themselves that no horse is approaching on the track. 

(b) Winter season. 

Hours 5-30 a.m. to 9 a.m. daily. 

Gate No. 1.— North of the mile post. 

Gate No. 2.—North of the 1£ mile post. 

Gate No. 8.—(Big Tree)—Opposite Queen’s Way. 

Gate No. 4. — Opposite Bhowanipore Road. 

Gate No. 5.— Opposite Zeerut Bjcidge. 
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All drop gates at these live gates shall be closed from 5-30 a.m. to 
9 a.m. daily. The police on duty will open them when required by any 
person riding 1 or walking to or from the course, provided they have 
satisfied themselves that no horse is approaching on the track. 

(7) Government House. 

(1) Entree. 

1. Private Entree. —Persons holding private entree passes and 
their conveyances shall enter Government House grounds liy way of 
the south gate, except when attending garden parties, when they shall 
enter by way of the north-east. gate. 

2. Public EntroO. —Persons, other than those holding private 
entree passes, and tlieir conveyances shall enter by way of the north-, 
east gate. 

(2) Traffic arrangements on occasions of State Balls, Levees, Dinner 

Parties, etc. 

1. Arrival— -(a) Private Entree. —Persons holding private entree 
passes and their conveyances shall enter Government llonse grounds 
by way of the south gale. After setting down their occupants, vehicles 
shall be parked on the north and south sides of the south drive, back to 
kerb. 

(h) Public Entree .—Persons, other than holders of private entree 
passes, and their conveyances shall enter by way of the north-east gate. 
Occupants shall alight at the grand staircase, north of the bqilding, 
and vehicles shall ha parked as follows: — 

Park 1. —In a single line on the north side of the drive, hack to 
kerb. The line to commence immediately west of the north-west, 
corner of the building. 

Park 2. —In five lines of fifteen vehicles each, on the lawn north¬ 
west. of the gun, facing south. A space of two car lengths to exist 
between each line. 

Park 3.— III lines of twenty vehicles each, on Uie lawn noith-oast of 
the gun, facing south. A space of two car lengths to exist between each 
line. 

Park 4.— In a single line, back to kerb, on either side of the drive 
immediately north of the gun. • 

Park 5.— Surphis vehicles, which cannot be accommodated,within 
the grounds, shall be parked in one line, back to kerb, on the north side 
of Government Place North. The line to commence west of the 
junction of Wellesley Place and Government Place North. 

2. Departure —(r) Private Entree. —Vehicles shall, after picking 
up their occupants, leave by way of the south gate. 

(d) Public Entree. —Vehicles shall, after picking up their occupants, 
leave by way of the north-west and north gates. 

(3) Traffic arrangements on eocasions of Durbars, Garden Parties, etc. 

1. Arrival — (a) Private Entree. —Persons in possession of private 
entree passes and their conveyances shall when attending Durbars enter 
Government House grounds by way of the south gate. After setting- 
down their occupants vehicles shall park on the west side of Govern¬ 
ment Place East, parallel to kerb, facing north. 

When attending garden parties entry shall be by way of tho north¬ 
east gate. 

(Ij) Public Entree. —Persons, other than those in possession of 
private entree passes, shall enter Government House grounds by way of 
the north-east gate. Persons in possession of private entree passes 
attending garden parties shall also enter by this entrance. 

After setting down their occupants vehicles shall be parked as 
follows: — 

Park 1r—In a single line, back to kerb, on either side of the north 
drive. The line to commence from the north-west corner of the 
building and Jo extend up to the north-west gatp. 

Park S.—In a single line or the-east aide of Qo^srmmm Pbfces 
Wetfi!, at an angle to the kerb, facing foftittewWt. 
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Park 3. —In a single line od the west side of Government Place 
West, at an angle to the kerb, facing south-east. 

Park 4r— In a single line on the north side of Esplanade Row West, 
hack to the kerb. The line to commence from the junction of Govern¬ 
ment Place West and to extend to the junction of Old Post Office 
Street. 

Park 5. —In a single line on the north side of Esplanade Row West, 
back to the kerb. The line to extend from the junction of Government 
Place West to the junction of Old Post Office Street. 

2. Departure— (c) Private Entree.— Vehicles shall he driven in by 
way of the south-east gate, pick up their occupants and leave by way 
of the south gate. (Durbars only.) 

(d) Vehicles parked on Park 1 above, shall leave by way of the 
•north-west gate. 

(e) Vehicles on parks 2, 3, 4, and 5 shall drive off southwards along 
Government Place West. 


(4) General. 

1. Carriage tickets will be issued in duplicate. Occupants are 
requested to warn drivers to fix their tickets in a prominent place 
preferably on the bonnets of the vehicles. Occupants' tickets must, he 
produced to facilitate finding of cars, after the close of the function. * 

2. The following thoroughfares are liable to be dosed to traffic at 
the limes specified in the schedule below: —

(8) Regulation of traffic over certain bridges in the suburbs of

(2) Light motor-cars, loaded bullock carls of 15 maunda capacity, 
empty buffalo carts and hackney carriages are allowed one at a time 
over this bridge. 

(3) Speed of vehicles is not to exceed three miles per hour. 

(4) Pack bullocks and cattle are prohibited. 

(5) All heavy vehicles, viz., steam road rollers, boilers, heavy 
trucks, motor buses, motor lorries, etc., are prohibited from using this 
bridge. 

(II) Ultadanga Bridge over New Cut Canal. 

No vehicular traffic is allowed over this bridge. Not more than 
ten pedestrians at a time are allowed to pass over it. 

(Ill) Ultadanga Bridge over Circular Canal, (IV) Narikeldangu

(2) All heavy vehicles, namely, steam road i oilers, boilers, heavy 
trucks, motor omnibuses, motor lorries, etc., are prohibited fiom using 
this bridge. 

(3) Speed of vehicles is not to exceed 10 miles per hour. 

(4) Pedestrian traffic is allowed, over-crowding on this bridge is 
pi*ohibited. 


Part III. 

Rules for the Regulation of Processions. 

(a) Ordinary processions with music. 

1. Except as hereinafter provided, no procession with music shall 
be allowed in the streets of the town and suburbs ot Calcutta without 
a license in Form A from the Commissioner of Police. 

2. Such license shall bo grunted under the following conditions 
which shall be printed on the reverse of the same: — 

(1) The holder of a license shall, before making use of it, register 
it at the police section named therein. 

(2) No musical instrument shall be sounded by any peison faking 
part in the procession for which a license is granted except in the 
streets therein specified and. (hinny the hours specified in the license, 
and tio more than the specified number of musicians shall be employed 
or take part in such procession. 

(3) All music shall cease in the neighbourhood of hospitals and of 
churches, mosques, temples or other places of worship during the 
time of public worship. 

(4) The procession shall pass only by the slieeis specified in the 
license. 

(5) The holder of the license shall make use of the same only on 
the day and during the precise hours lor which it is granted. 

(6) The procession shall always pass by the left side of the street. 

(7) The members of the procession shall not carry sticks,, clubs or 
other offensive weapons. 

(8) No fire shall be curried, nor fire-works or blank cartridges 
discharged during the course of the procession. 

3. The Commissioner of Police shall be competent to prohibit 
music with processions in respect of which a license has been issued 
in any of the streets or areas specified in schedule G. 

4. No single procession of more than three hours’ duration shall 
ordinarily be allowed. 

5. In cases where the Commissioner of Police considers it 
necessary for the preservation of order, on the application of the 
holder of the license or otherwise, that police should accompany anv 
procession, he shall be competent to depute such police officers as he 
considers necessary for the purpose, and the holder of the 'license tor 
such procession shall pay for each police officer so deputed at a rate, 
which shall from time to time be fixed by the Commissioner of Police 
with the previous sanction of the Governor in Council. 

6. The fees chargeable on license issued under rule 1 shall be 
regulated by the number of musicians in each procession and shall 
be levied on a scale which shall be determined from time to time 
by the Commissioner of Police with the previous sanction of the 
Governor in Council. 

7. The holder of a license shall be bound to obey all reasonable 
directions he may receive from the police officers accompanying the 
procession. 

8. Every license-holder shall be responsible for the peaceful 
behaviour of all the persons composing his procession, and, in the 
event of any riotous or disorderly conduct on the part of the members 
composing such procession, any police officer not below the'T’a^k of 
Kead-cohstable may* should he think fit, at once withdraw such lietkw 
by verbal order and all persons composing such assembly or‘pWceswon^ 
shall immediately disgtarse. 
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(b) Processions with music on account of Hindu Festivals. 

1. Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 1 of the rules for 
ordinary processions with music, the license prescribed by that rule 
shall not he necessary for processions on the occasion of the principal 
Hindu religious festivals, in respect of each of which festivals the 
Commissioner of Police shall, by a general notification, allow 
processions within specified hours in any of the streets or areas 
specified in schedule H. 

2. Such' processions shall he subject to the following conditions: — 

.(1) All music shall cease in the neighbourhood of hospitals and of 
churches, mosques, temples or other placet* of worship during the time 
of public worship. 

■ (2) Processions shall always pass by the left side of the street. 

(3) The members of the processions shall not carry sticks, clubs or 
other offensive weapons. 

(4) No fire shall be carried nor fire-works or blank cartridges 
discharged during the course of the processions. 

(5) The Commissioner of Police shall be competent to prohibit 
music with processions in respect of which a license has been issued 
in any of the streets or areas specified in schedule U. 

3. At the time when such processions are in progress the running 
of tram-cars in the street concerned shall be restricted or regulated as 
the Commissioner; of Police directs. 

4. The holder of a license in Form A shall be bound to obey all 
reasonable directions of the police accompanying the procession. 

.f> Every license-holder shall be responsible for the peaceful 
behaviour of all the persons composing his procession, and in the event 
of any riotous or disorderly conduct on the part of the members 
composing such procession, any police officer not below the rank of 
head-eon stable may, should lie think fit, at once withdraw such license 
by verbal order and all persons composing such assembly or procession 
shall immediately disperse. 

<o) Processions on account of the Muhammadan festival of the 

Mohurrum. 

1. Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 1 of the rules 
for ordinary, processions with mimic, licenses for processions on 
account, of the Muhammadan festival of the Mohurrum Hhali be issued 
subject tn the following conditions:— # 

"(1) All music shall cease, in the neighbourhood of hospitals and of 
churches, temples or other places of worship during the lime of public 
worship. 

(2) Sanction to carry a Inboot, tafia or pimja shall be granted to 
a Muhammadan only; and no person shall in any street erect or carry 
about a taboot , tafia or pimja, except with the sanction in writing 
of the Commissioner of Police. 

(3) Every license-holder shall be responsible for the peaceful 
behaviour of all the persons composing his procession, and, in the 
event of any riotous or disorderly conduct on the part of the members 
composing such procession, the Commissioner of Police, may, should 
he think fit, at once withdraw such license by verbal order and all 
persons composing such assembly or procession shall immediately 
disperse. 

(4) Two or more lahoots , tajias or pvnjas shall not be carried 
abreast on any street, and when two processions bearing tabools tafia* 
or punjas meet, the members of each procession shall keep to the left 
side of the street. 

(5) No person taking part in any procession or otherwise attending 
or being connected with any procession shall carry a sword, club or 
other offensive weapon. 

(6) No tafia shall be over 13 feet in height. 

(7) The holder of a license shall, before making use of the same, 
register it at the police section named therein.

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Part IV. 

Miscellaneous rulas to prevent dangers, obstruction or inconvenience 

to the public. 

(a) Baggage oeolies at Docks and Jetties within the jurisdictions of 
the Calcutta Port Police. 

1. No person shall offer himself as a coolie for the .carriage 
of passengers’ luggage at the docks and jetties unless he wears a brass 
badge of the prescribed pattern on his right arm, and is registered, 
in a book kept for the purpose by the Commissioners for the Port of’ 
Calcutta or such firms or contractors as are authorised in this behalf 
by the Commissioners. 

2. The said book shall be open at any time during office hours to 
inspection by the police; and no person’s name shall be retained 
therein to whom the Comissioner of Police may object. The said 
book shall be kept in the following form: — 



3. The brass badge to be worn by a registered coolie shall bear 
the designation of the Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta, or the 
firm in whose employment the coolie is, and each badge sliall bear 
a number corresponding with the serial numbor in the register book, 
in which the name* of the coolie wearing the badge is registered. 

4. No coolie registered under these rules and present at the doolfs 
or jetties wearing his badge shall refuse to carry the baggage ol any 
passenger who may demand his services, unless such coolie has already 
been engaged by another passenger. 

5. Every dispute which arises between a passenger and a 
registered coolie as to any matter referred to in these rules shall be 
decided by an European police officer present, or if there be no European 
police officer present, by the senior police officer present on the spot : 

Provided that the matter in dispute may, at the option of the 
passenger, be referred to the nearest police section, where it shall be 
decided by .the senior police officer present, whose decision shall be 
final. 


6. No coolie registered under these rules shall exchange his brass 
'badge with another coolie or lend, transfer or sell his badge to any 
other person whether he is registered or not. 

(b) Breaking in of horses or other animals on the streets. 

No person shall break in any horse or other animal on any street, 
road or public place within a radius of five miles of Government House. 


(c) Carrying notice boards for the purposes of advertisement. 

1. No. person shall convey or cause to be conveyed through any 
street or public place any notice board intended for the purposes of 
advertisement which is more than two feet six inches in height und 
one foot eight inches in breadth. 
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2. No person shall, in any street, draw, wheel or drive any vehicle 
used solely or chiefly for the purpose of exhibiting advertisements so 
as to cause obstruction or danger to the traffic in such street. 

3. No. picture, print, board, placard, or notice, except in such 
form and manner as may be approved of by the Commissioner of 
Police, shall by way of advertisement be carried or distributed in 
any street or public place by any person, riding in any vehicle or on 
horse-back or being on foot. 

This section shall not apply to the sale of newspapers. 

4. When any such notice boards are conveyed by a person on 
foot, they shall he slung from the shoulders of such person either in 

•front of or behind, or in front of and behind, such person; and they 
shall not be carried in any other way, and all such advertisements 
must be bo constructed us to enable the bearer thereof to have a clear 
and unobstructed view in all directions. 

5. When any such notice boards are conveyed by persons on foot, 
each person conveying one or more notice boards shall keep at a 
distance of not less than fifty feet from any oilier person conveying a 
notice board or boards. 

6. No such notice board shall he conveyed on a bullock cart or 
ariy other vehicle except a hand-cart; and such hand-cart must be 
under the control of two persons. 

7. When, any such notice board is conveyed, in a hand-cart the 
greatest height from the top of the notice board to the ground shall 
not exceed six feet and the breadth shall not exceed nine feet. 

8. No person or conveyance carrying or conveying any such notice 
hoard shall halt on any main street; and they shall not be allowed- 
on any foot-path ; but shall proceed slowly aloug ilie carriageway, 
keeping as close to the curb-stone or foot-path us possible, and at the 
same time adhering to the rule of the road. 

9. No iron-work shall be used in the construction of any such 
notice board. 


(d) Conveyance of coal and building materials. 

No person shall convey or cause to be conveyed in any street any 
coal, bricks, lime or other building materials, on any cart nr other 
vehicle unless the same be so constructed as to prevent such coal or 
building materials from falling on the street, or blowing about or unless 
such coal or building materials be contained in bags or other suitable 
receptacles. 


(e) Leading or driving cattle. 


1. No horned cattle, asses, mules, sheep, goats or swine (hereinafter 
referred to as “cattle”) shall be allowed on any street unless they are 
accompanied by driver or cattleherd. 

2. There shall be at least one driver or cattleherd to every twenty 
heads of cattle. 


3. Cattle shall not be tied together. 

4, Cattle shall be driven on the left side of the street only. 

fj, All streets in the town and suburbs of Calcutta may he used by 
cattle, with the exception of the following streets, the uso of which 
is prohibited between the following specified hours: — 

(1) Between the hours of 6 a.m. and 10 p.m.— 


(a) Bentinek Street, Chitpore Hoad (Upper and Lower), Clive 
Street, Dhurrumtolla Street, Pairlie Place, Harrison Hoad between 
Chi*>uie Hoad and Howrah Bridge, Lall Bazar Street, Lyons Hange, 
jjitt&nd Hoad between Aheeritolla Street and Esplanade West. 
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(b) All streets with the exception of those named in (2) below, 
in the area bounded on the— 

North—By Eairlie Place, Clive Street, Lyons Range, La'll Bazar

Street and Park Street. 

East and South—By Ivower Circular Road. 

West—By Chowringhee Road, Esplanade, East, Government

(2) Between the hours of ft a.in. and 11 a.m. and the hours of 
4 p.m. and 6 p.m.— 

Theatre Road, Wellington Street, College Street, Corporation Street, 
Sudder Street, Esplanade Row East. 

G. No person being in charge of any horse or cattle in any street 
or public place shall leave such horse or cattle at such a distance from 
him as will prevent him from exercising due control in respect thereof. 

7. No person shall fasten up any horse or cutlle in any street or 
public place so as to cause any obstruction therein. 

8. No person shall lead or rid. 3 any horse or cattle upon any foot¬ 
way; and no person shall fasten up any horse or cattle in such a way as 
to make it possible for such horse or cattle to stand across or on any 
footway. 

9. When several horses are being led along a street they shall be 
led in a single line on the right-hand side of the street- and each 
horse shall be under the charge of at least one attendant, who shall 
always keep on the left-hand side of the horse. 

(f) Music in streets and public places. 

No person shall play any music or beat a drum or tom-tom, or 
blow a horn or trumpet-, or beat or souml any brass or metal instru¬ 
ment or utensil in any street or public place, other than a public 
- building and the precincts thereof, except under a license to be 
granted by the ('onimissioner of Police in this behalf, and subject to 
such conditions as the Commissioner of Police may impose under such 
license with a view to prevent obstruction, inconvenience or annoyance 
to residents in, or passengers in the vicinity of, any such streets or 
public place. 

(g) Riding of bicycles. 

1. No person riding a bicycle in any street or public place shall 
be permitted to carry any other person on the same bicycle feither on 
the handle-bars, os on the back step, or on the cross bar. 

2. No person shall ride a bicycle in any street or jniblic place in 
any other manner than on. the saddle. 

3. Every bicycle shall carry a suitable bell capable of giving 
audible and sufficient warning of its approach and position. 

4. The use on bicycles of klaxons, horns or of any appliances for 
giving warning other than bells is prohibited in any street or public 
place. 

5. Every bicycle, when in use between half an hour after sunset 
and half an hour before sunrise, shall have a red reflector fixed on the 
rear mudguard. 

6. Persons riding bicycles shall keep to the extreme left-hand side 
of the road and shall not ride more than two abreast. 

(h) Walking on the carriage-way. 

1* In streets where footpaths have been provided for the exclusive 
use of foot passengers, whether on both sides of the street or on one 
side only, no person shall, without reasonable excuse, walk along the 
carriage-way. This rule shall not apply to funeral, marriage and 
religions processions. 

2. No person shall rink or skate on rollers, wheels or other 
mechanical contrivances, on any street or thoroughfare. 

(i) Transacting business on public thoroughfares. 

No person shall assemble on the public thoroughfares of the town 
and suburbs of Calcutta for the purpose of transacting bueiu'isp in 
shares, street auctions or similar transactions in such a manner a\,to 
cause obstruction or inconvenience to the public.

No. 19154G.—The following amendments 
to the rules prescribing the procedure to be 
followed and the practice to be observed by the 
Court of Small Causes, Calcutta,* are hereby 
made by the High Court- of Judicature at Fort 
William in Bengal in exercise of the powers 
vested in it by section 9 of the Presidency 
Small Cause Courts Act, 1882, as amended by 
section 5 of the Presidency Small Cause 
Courts Act, 1895, and are published for general 
information. 

The amendments will come into force imme¬ 
diately : — 

I. Add the following to Rule 71: — 

‘‘Refund of half the fees paid (under section 
73 of the Presidency Small Cause Courts Act, 
J882) shall be allowed only if a settlement by 
agreement of parties is reported by the plain¬ 
tiff or his pleader or by both parties or their 
pleaders as soon as a suit or proceeding is 
called on for hearing or earlier on notice to 
the bench clerk concerned. 

Explanation .—The word ‘hearing’ above 
shall mean actual commencement of the 
hearing, irrespective of adjournments granted 
at the discretion of the Judge from time to 
time before that. A suit decreed or dismissed 
ex parte on the ex parte decree or the order for 
dismissal being set aside shall be deemed a 
new suit for the purpose of the above defini¬ 
tion, but not a suit restored by the Full Bench. 
An examination de bene esse shall not be 
treated as an actual hearing ;”

The humble petition of Khan 
Bahadur Asnduzzaman. 

Most respect* 1 it li/v Stiewetii : 

1. That your petitioner Mas a candidate at 
the last election held on the 18th September 
last for electing a member to tht‘ Council ol 
State from the West Bengal Mahomedan 
Constituency and your petitioner claims to 
have had a right to be returned at the 
aforesaid election. 

2. That your petitioner states that the 
election was held on the 18th September 10d(), 
when your petitioner and Mt. Mahmud, 
Suhrawardy, the lespomlcnt, weie the candi¬ 
dates and the Returning Officer has ictuincd 
Mr. Mahmud Sulmiwardy as being dul\ 
elected. 

3. That your petitioner prays that the 
votes recorded may be scrutinized and 
recounted as your petitioner has been inhumed 
and believes that a certain number of votes 
have been recorded on Ballot pupers issued 
to persons who are dead or are absent fumi 
the Province. Tour petitionei, by a series of 
petitions Mliirh aie on tlie file of the Return¬ 
ing Officer diew the attention of the Return¬ 
ing Officer to the tact that a number of Ballot 
papers had been issued to dead persons and 
to some persons absent from the province; 
that some of these Ballot papers might Im^e 
been delivered to other persons and mptc 
likely to he used for recording votes and 
requested him to scrutinize the Ballot papers 
with reference to the inner counterfoils to 
ace whether any votes had been recorded on 
Ballot papers issued to such persons. 

4. That your petitioner further states that 
four voters whose names were recorded twice 
over in the Electoral Roll had two Ballot 
papers each delivered to them. Your peti¬ 
tioner drew the attention of the Returning 
Officer to this fact by a petition with a prayer 
to scrutinize tbo Ballot papers to see whether 
votes were recorded by any of the voters on 
both the Ballot papers issued to bim, or 
whether any other persons had recorded votes 
on Ballot papers issued to such voters. Your 
petitioner believes that in some cases the 
signatures on the Ballot papers were made in 
characters not known to the Attesting Officer 
or the Returning Officer and your petitioner 
submits that the signatures should be read by 


persons* able to read the script to ascertain 
whether the signatures ai*e of the voter 
himself or of some other person signing on 
his behalf. This fact was also brought to the 
notice of the Returning Officer by a petition 
filed before the day of counting. 

5. That your petitioner was personally 
present at the time of counting of the votes 
and drew the attention of the Returning 
Officer to.the facts above stated at the time 
and requested him to scrutinize the Ballot 
papers by reference to the counterfoils but the 
Returning Officer refused to do so. 

6. That your petitioner states that the 
counting of the votes was not carefully and 
properly done by the Returning Officer as 
required by the rules and regulations for whilo 
the count in g ot the votes Mas proceeding the 
Returning Officer did not give his whole atten¬ 
tion to the work but did other office work at 
the time such as signing drafts which were 
brought in by peons and clerks during the 
time. Further, the counting of the vote^ for 
Mahomedan and the Non-Mahomed an consti¬ 
tuencies m t us done on the same date. The 
Attesting Officers had, in many cases, sent 
the Ballot papers lor both constituencies in 
the sumo big covers with tin* result that in, 
several eases the Ballot papers for "both the 
constituencies M T cre mixed up. Eor this rea¬ 
son the Returning Officer after counting the 
votes lor the Mahomedan constituency opened 
the Ballot papers for the Non-Mahomedan 
constituency to find out M T hether they con¬ 
tained any Mahomedan votes. Your peti¬ 
tioner helie\es that in the confusion thue 
mated the counting was not properly done. 

7. That all the Ballot papers were not 
counted by the Returning Officer. The Ballot 
papers in favour ot Mr, Mahmud Suhrawardy 
M r cre counted, partly by the Returning Officer 
and ^partly by his Peisonal Assistant, Bahu 
N. K. Roy. The Ballot papers in favour of 
your petitioner were counted by twot assistants 
in tlie Oommissioner’s Office. Your petitioner 
prayed that the Ballot papers might he re¬ 
counted by the Returning Officer but be 
declined to do so. 

8. That after the counting of the two sets* 
of Ballot papers, the Returning Officer pro¬ 
ceeded to open the covers of the Non-Maho- 
mednn Ballot papers and when he had finished 
opening those papers he forthwith declared 
the result by announcing Mahmud Suhra¬ 
wardy elected. 

9. That in the above circumstances your 
petitioner prays that the voteH may be scruti¬ 
nized and recounted and if on such recounting 
your petitioner is found to have obtained a 
majority of votes your petitioner may be 
declared to be elected instead of Mr. Mahmud 
Suhrawardy. 

10. That your petitioner further submits 
that the election of Mr. Mahmud Suhrawardy 
is liable to be declared void and he is liable 
to be declared disqualified as a candidate on 
the grounds hereinafter stated. 

11. That the election of the respondent 
has been procured or at any rate the result 
of the election has been materially affected 1 
by corrupt practices hereinafter stated in 
greater detail and a list of which is annexed 
hereto. 
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12. That the Ballot papers signed by the 
Hon’ble Mr. Justice Suhrawardy (Voter 
No. 154, Calcutta) was not closed by him but 
the marked and signed voting paper was left 
open on the table of the attesting officer, Mr. 
Snoilash Clntndur Banerji, Munsiff of 
Howrah, where it was seen by other persons. 
This fact was brought to the notice of the 
Returning Officer by a petition made by your 
petitioner before the date for counting. Your 
petitioner submits that the onfoisaion of the 
voter to close hia voting paper and leaving it 
open in the hands of the attesting officer 
vitiated the vote and the Returning Officer 
ought to have rejected the Ballot paper. 

Id. That the petitioner lias been credibly 
informed that the respondent personally 
carried a Ballot paper marked and signed by 
Shamsul-Ulema Klian Bahadur Heduyet 
Hossein (Voter No. 82, Calcutta) which he 
shewed to several persons to induce them to 
give their votes. Your petitioner submits 
that the Ballot paper of the aforesaid voter is 
liable to be rejected on the ground that there 
was no secret voting as required by the rules. 
This fact was also brought to the notice of 
the Returning Officer as soon as your peti¬ 
tioner came to know of it, by a petition.

New Dellu, tlie Gth December 1930. 

No. F.-37-V. R.-TI.—In their Resolution 
No. F.-37-V. R.-Il, dated the lOtli March 
1930, the’Goveiiunent of India announced 
that they had derided, with the approval of 
His Majesty’s Secretary of State for India, 
that the rate of interest on deposits and also 
on balances at the Credit of subscribers to the 
General Provident qmd other*similar Funds on 
the 31st March 193(1 should be increased from 
4J to 5 per cent . with effect from the 1st 
April 1930, and stated that a farther Reso¬ 
lution explaining the change in the method of 
calculating the rate would be published in 
the course of the financial yean 

2. In the past the rate of interest has been 
changed at intervals*when variations in the 
rate of interest obtainable on Government 
rupee securities indicated that changes were 
necessary and the rate fixed on each occasion 
has been based ou principles the application 
of which has, in the opinion of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, produced an equitable result. 
Hitherto, however, the Government of India 
have not adhere to any precise method of 
calculating the rate of interest, and it has 
recently been felt that the most satisfactory 
course for all concerned would be to prescribe 
a definite formula by which the rate should 
be recalculated annually. 

3. The Government of India have there¬ 
fore decided, with the approval of His 
Majesty’s Secretary of State for India, that 
the rate of interest during each financial 


year shall be the. average redemption yield, 
during the five calendar years immediately 
preceding, of all Government of India rupee 
loans with an unexpired term exceeding five 
years, the average being rounded off to the 
nearest quarter per cent. In future, .there¬ 
fore, the rate of interest on deposits and 
balances at the credit of subscribers to the 
Provident Funds mentioned in Resolution 
No. F.-37-V. R.-Il, dated the 10th March 
1930, will be calculated according to this, 
formula early in each calendar year; and the 
rate so determined will be published in the 
Gazette of India to take effect from the begin¬ 
ning of the following financial year.

We, the members of the Select Committee of the Bengal Legislative 
Council, to which the Bengal State Aid to Industries Bill, 1930, was referred 
by a motion carried in the Bengal Legislative Council on 13th August, 1930, 
have the honour to submit this our report with a copy of the Bill, as amended 
by us, annexed All matter omitted by the Select Committee has been 
enclosed in square brackets, and all new matter inserted has been underlined 

l. The Bill was published in English in the “Calcutta Gazette” on 7th 
August, 1930 

2 The Committee met for the first time on 22nd August, 1930, and 
finished detailed consideration of the Bill at meetings held on 10th and 11th 
November, 1930. 

3. We do not consider that the Bill has been so altered as to require 
republication 

4 We recommend that the Bill as amended be passed by the Council. 

5 The following are the principal changes made in the Bill •— 

Clause 15.— Specific provision has been made for obtaining an explana¬ 
tion from the Board before action is taken against it under this clause 

Clause 16. —The addition has been made m order to enable the Local 
Government to utilize the advice of the Board on miscellaneous matters 
connected with the administration of the Act, and m particular before 
taking action under clause 25 

Clause 19. —The Committee considered that fifty per cent of the net 
value of the assets of an industrial undertaking was the limit .to which the 
amount of a loan might safely be extended, and that twenty years was an 
excessive period for repayment in the case of loans made on such security 
as machinery which is specially liable to depreciation from wear and tear 
and ohsolcst once A term of twenty years has been retained as the maxi¬ 
mum period for repayment of loans secured upon land and buildings 

Clause 21. —The Committee disapproved of the principle of discrimina¬ 
tion contained in sub-clause (b) of the first proviso and have replaced it by 
the condition that Government should be satisfied with the composition of 
the Board 

Clause 23.- -The Committee considered that the amounts to be set aside 
for depreciation and for the building up of a reserve fund should be more 
definitely indicated 

Clause 26. —The last sentence is unnecessary in view of clauses 24 
and 28.

(1) Ordinary shares in concerns which require State aid are not 
sufficiently good security for Government's money. 

(2) ft is one thing for Government to lend its money to such a conceril, 
but quite another for it to become a share-holder with a share of the 
responsibility for the management or mismanagement. The latter is 
undesirable. 

(3) By taking up shares at the time of issue to the public Government 
would be encouraging the public to invest in what it knows to be a concern 
unable to stand on its legs. 


Minute of dissent by Maulvi Abdul Hamid Shah, M.L.C. 

X sign this Report subject to the only point of dissent noted below:— 
The object of the Bill is to obtain Statutory power to enable State aid 
to be given mainly for the purpose of encouraging cottage industries and 
industries on a small scale, and clause 21 (a) (i), (ii) and (in) has been 
inserted therein for giving effect to the aforesaid object of the Bill; and it 
is obvious that the rural areas of Bengal would he much benefited by the 
introduction of this Bill. But the constitution of the Board of Industries 
as embodied in clause 3 of the Bill provides for only one member from among 
the non-official members of the Bengal legislative Council while four from 
the four different mercantile associations of this metropolis. My humble 
suggestion was that at least three members should be taken from among the 
non-official members of the Council, but which was, for want of proper 
support in the sitting of the Select Committee, rejected. 


Minute of dissent by Rai Badridas Goenka Bahadur, C.I.E., M.L.C. 

I regret that no financial provision has been made in the Bill for 
carrying out its purposes when it is passed into law. When some time ago 
a similar Bill was circulated for opinion, some of the most important 
public bodies representing Indian Commercial and Industrial interests 
strongly urged the necessity of making adequate financial provision in order 
that the Act might really serve the purpose for which it was intended. In 
view of the fact that the resources at the disposal of the transferred depart¬ 
ments are not sufficient to meet their requirements, T am afraid, it is futile 
to expect that State aid to industries will be ensured merely by giving power 
to the Government to grant State aid, as this Bill purposes to do I have 
therefore always held the view that a fund should be gradually built up by 
setting apart every year a certain sum either from the Revenue Account or 
from the loan Fund and that this fund should be earmarked solely for 
helping forward the development of industries and that this allotment 
should not lapse at the end of the year. The annual disbursement in the 
beginning should of course be less than the annual allotment. If this is 
done, it will be possible to have a fund of a large size in the course of a few 
years and to give the assistance which the industries of the country really 
require. I understand that in the absence of any financial provision, the 
result of the working of similar Acts in other provinces has been far from 
satisfactory. This has confirmed me in the view I have expressed above 
and I feel I cannot too strongly emphasise the need of creating a fund for 
giving State aid to industries.

First Forecast of the Spring Oilseed Crops of 
Bengal, 1930-31. 

(Note. —On an average of the five years end¬ 
ing 1928-29, the area under linseed in 
Bengal has represented some ij ‘4 per cent, 
and that under rape and mustard 11*8 per 
cent, of the total areas under these crops in 
British India.) 

Explanatory. —Three forecasts are issued 
for the spring oilseed crops. The present one 
deals with the area sown and the condition 
of the crops. 

Area sown. —Oilseeds are principally grown 
in the RajshaJhi, Dacca and Presidency Divi¬ 
sions. In the other two divisions the culti¬ 
vation is small._ The total area under these 


crops (excepting sesamum for which separate 
forecasts are issued) is returned at 901,900 
acres this year as against 854,000 and 
808,dOO acres, respectively, in the corres¬ 
ponding and final forecasts of last ‘year. 


Character of the Season. —The rainfall in 
September and October, though n little defi¬ 
cient, was adequate for the preparatory 
tillage and sowings of the crops which took 
place generally in the normal time. In 
November, on the other hand, the rainfall 
was excessive and was harmful to the growth 
of the crops in some districts (‘specially ill 
Bngra, Palma, Furirlpur and Bakarganj. 
The present condition is reported to he satis¬ 
factory on the whole.
